indeed my Profeſſions and other Concerns, would not ſuffer me in all Things: 
exactly to follow; for I could never get Opportunity to go myſelf and ſtay at 
Yoxx, to abſtract what might be uſeful for me from that Regiſtry, as you ever 


_ adviſed me; and others it ſeems could not well do it for me, for I had ſeveral 


Undertakers who all failed in the Point. Yet I made hard Shift to be as little

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H E Art of Phyſic, which I have profeſſed (with com- 
petent Succeſs) in this County, not being able for any long 
Time to continue the People living in it, I have charitably 
attempted, notwithſtanding the Pitten and almoſt con- 
trariety of the Study, to practiſe upon the Dead, intending 
thereby to keep, all which is, or can be left of them, to os 
the Shadow of their Names, (better than precious Ointment for the Body, 
preſerve their Memory, as long as may be in the World : Though for FER LE 
ter Undertaking, expect no more Glory than I have gotten Riches by the for- 


mer, well knowing this Place not to be the beſt choſen for either; and the Times 
ſuch, that too few are much concerned, either for what is paſt, or to come. 


But ſceing that by the eſpecial Favor and Providence of God, I have lived hap- 


pilyinit tbe ond my own reaſonable Hopes, or the Opinions of my wiſeſt Friends, 


who would have let me on a better Stage; I have thought myſelf bound to my 


Country to make it this further Return of Gratitude, (however it may reliſh or 
pleaſe) which no body elſe of better Abilities and Qualifications, hath hitherto 
performed ; and I have put it in the Form of an Olla Podrinda, which any 
of them, who ſhall be half fo fond as I, may the more eaſily augment or new 
model, when they ſhall think fit ; and every Reader, or rather Looker-on it (for 


it cannot expect many more thorough Readers than a Dictionary) may by the 


Help of the Indexes pick out only tlioſe Names of Places, or Perſons ith he 
deſires, without being obliged to read very much of the reſt, which may be 


nn perten enough, eſpecially by thoſe who will not conſider, that I 


preſent 
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preſent not here what I would have choſen, but what I could find, and that for 


the moſt Part will be judged too little by any concerned, and too much by 


others. Yet the Time this Work can pretend to is very little above fix Hundred 
Years ; in the firſt third Part whereof, there is not too much to be found, the 
oldeſt general Authentick Record we have, being that moſt famous Survey 


made by King William the firſt, in the latter Part of his Reign, which {till re- 


mains in the Treaſury of the Exchequer, and is called Doomſday Book, and was 
finiſhed near about two Hundred Years after the firſt perfect Diviſion of ENG. 


LAND into Shires or Counties, or of them into Hundreds and Tythings, by 


King Alured or A red (as its ſaid) but hath reſpect alſo to the ſeveral Lands 
and their Owners in the Time of King Edward the Confeſſor. This moſt noble 


Light of thoſe Times, as far as concerns this County of Nottingham, J have 


therefore exhibited at large, as plainly as I well could ; yet becaute the Phraſe 
or Language of it is not ſuitable to this preſent Age, J conceive it not amiſs 
briefly in this Place to obſerve and explicate ſome few Things, which may ren- 
der it, and ſome other Things in this Book, more eaſy to be underſtood. To 


begin then with Shire, as the Saxons called it, or County, as now more fre- 


quently is uſed, we may know it to be one of thote Shares, Portions, or Pro- 
vinces, whereinto this Kingdom, for the better Government and Adminiſtra- 


tion of Juſtice thereof, was nigh, or a little before the Time fore-mentioned, 


divided, by ſome of the Saxon Monarchs, who to that purpoſe did uſually inveſt 
ſome great Man with the Power and Management of it, together with the third 
Part of the Profits, thereby accruing to the Crown, for his Fee or Reward, 
who was then ſtiled Eo/derman, but ſhortly after by the Danes (to whoſe Laws 

this Place amongſt many others was ſubject,) Earl, being a Norwegian Word, 
as Reſenius ſhews, which ſtill remains a T Gt of Honour, though not of Office, 
amongſt us to this Day ; for ſeveral of thoſe Kings, and all fince the Norman 
Conqueſt, have prudently thought fit inſtead of the Earl to depute or ſubſtitute 
a Shire Reeve for the moſt Part (eſpecially fince the Reign of King Edward the 


Third) annually, whoi s well enough known, but very 3 lad in Profit 


and dignity at this Time. The Hundreds or M. apentakes whereof theſe hires con- 


ſiſt, are as unequal as they, ſo are the Tyzhings, Towns, or Villages which make 


up them, however they were in the Time of the Saxons, by whom it is evident 


enough they were all made; for beſides the Faith of Hiſtory, we have this fur- 


ther Argument for our County, that there remains not in it the Name of any 


Field, Hamlet, Village, 'Town, or Place, that I could note, which is not origi- 
nally of their Language (or perhaps of the Danes, not ſo very much differing) 
except the Rivers, which ſeem ſtill to retain the Brizh ; but they made the 
Hundreds not of an hundred Towns, for ſuch have we none (though we have 
one very large one) but more likely of that Number, at leaſt of free Sureties, 


or F rank-Pledges for the Peace, or elle of able Soldiers for the War, which

Statutes, ſince then providing him further Employment, hath ve 
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Number, in {ome Places, arena more, in others leſs, as we may well ſup- 


poſe; and in Proceſs of Time (if nothing elſe did) made the Inequality.--- 


Amongſt theſe good Men two were appointed by the Statute of WincursTER, 


13 E. 1. to be Conflables for Conſervation of the Peace, and View of Armour, 


which latter perhaps hath more proper Relation to the old Name of Wapentake, 


which certainly contained ten 7yhzgs at the leaſt, and no doubt very often 
more. As one of them might contain no leſs (but often more) than ten Houſe- 


holders, ſufficient Pledges, and as it were incorporated, ſor keeping the King's 


Peace, the chief whereof was called Tythingman, and Eriborgh, now corrupted 


into 7hirdborough. Theſe ten Men did not always dwell in one Town or Ham- 


let, but ſometunes in two or more, which for that Reaſon at this Day have but 
one Conſtable, which Officer, it ſeems, about the beginning of King EDwaRD 
the Third's Reign, grew out of this of Headborough, and by multiplication of 


ry much ob- 
ſcured it. Now ſome Towns have two (or perhaps more) Conſtables, which 


may therefore be concluded to be ſo great or large in old time, as to contain two 


or more ſuch Tythings, at preſent almoſt only known by Conſlableries, and 
ſo confounded with the Tewns, Hamlets, Manors, Loraſhips, or Pariſhes, 


whereof they conſiſt, or wherein they are (as all they are alſo one with 
another) that it cannot but be neceſſary a little more plainly to diſtinguiſh them. 


a Town then or Village we may underſtand, an uncertain Number of 
Dwelling-Houſes, ſituate not far aſunder, together with a certain competent 


Circuit of Gound, or Territory, long ſince by our Saxon Anceſtors comprehended 
in one Name, wherein is contained one or niore Manors, or Part thereof, whoſe 
Owners bein g formerly and now called Lords, the whole Content is moſt con- 


ſtantly termed the Lordſhip, but only properly ſo, when it is all one Manor or one 


Man's; for this word Lordſhip, in this Caſe, ariſing only from ſuch an Ownerſhip 


of a Manor, can be ſtrictly and truly no further applied than the particular Extent 


of that, which ſometimes is not the Whole of any one, but only Part of one, or of 
two, or three, or more, Villages or FAamlets. This Word Hamlet muſt intimate to 
us, a little Town or Village, or a ſmaller Number of Dwelling-Houſes, with a 
certain Territory and proper Name, wherein there was ſeldom either Manor or 


Church, as in Towns moſt ordinary were, and it commonly belonged to, or was 


a kind of a Member of ſome other Village, and fome have happened to be divided 


amongſt ſeveral Con/{ableries, Manors and Pariſhes : yet ſome there are which 
we are forced to call Hamlets, in reſpect of the great Mancrs to which they be- 
long, and whereof they are Berews or Berewics, which are as big as the middle 


ſort of Towns, and ſome perhaps bigger, and have in them both Manor and 
Church, or elſe a large Chapel, not much inſerior in Appearance. The Word 


Manor is not older amongſt us than the Time of King Edward the Confeſſor, 
viho brought! it tom Nox MAN DV, in which he was fo well ſeconded by his

Kinſman King W Mam, that all the Manors we have, which may be legally called 
ſo, are ſaid to be ſpecified in his fore-named Survey, wherein we may obſerve 


ſome to be fo great as to contain ſeveral conſiderable Townſhips, and ſome ſo 


little, that ſeveral Manors are often ſeen to be comprehended within the Bounds 
of ſome one little Town. The greateſt doubtleſs in older Times were the Kings, 
and Examples to the reſt, whereof the next Size moſt likely the great Earls and 
Biſhops had, and the others according to their ſeveral Degrees were poſſeſſed by 
the Chains, who were of three Ranks, viz. the King's Thame. who was equal to, 
or the ſame with our Parliamentary Baron, or Peer of the Realm. The AMzrdde 

Theme, who bore Proportion to our greater Gentry, and the , T hegne to our 
ſmaller Gentry, or beſt Sort of Yeoman, who were certainly enough of the middle 


fort or condition of Men, whereof the Saxoxs had but three, to wit, Noble, Free, 


and Serv//e. We may conceive then a Manor to have been a certain Place with 


or 
one of his Nobles, or Freemen, to remain or dwell at, for ſome Time tore or Joſs; 


wherein the King fer his own, we mult think, had always ſome fit Perſon to take 


Care of and govern thete Lands and People for himſelf, according to the Laws 


then in uſe, both to do Right, and keep the Peace, whom we now commonly call 
Steward, in Imitation whereof others obtained the like Privilege from the King 


to be exerciſed for themſelves in theirs, which from his own uſing or Grant hath 
now obtained the name of Royalty. 


Authority, or Liberty to adminiſter Juſtice, and execute Laws, as well as the 
Circuit of Territory wherein ſuch Power is or might be exerciſed; the latter, 


a Privilege to hear and judge Cauſes, and levy Forfeitures and Amercements, 
_ arifting. amongſt the People reſident within ſuch Circuit or Territory, Part 


whereof was ever as well by the King in his, as other Lords in theirs, kept in 
his or their own reſpective Hands or Tenencies, for the Suſtenence or Support 
of his or their particular Family there, which is now called the Demeſne; the 


reſt is well known by the Name of Teuements, being held by others. Of which 7 
one Part by the Saxons were called Boke Lands, becauſe the King, or other 


Lord, gave them to ſome Thaines or Freemen by Charter, to inherit either for 
their Services in the Wars, or Contribution thereto; or elſe for finding a com- 
petent Proportion of Corn, or other Proviſions for the King's, or other Lord's 


Uſe :; which latter Tenure we underſtand NOW by Free Socage, as we do the 


other by Knights or Military Ser vice. 


Theſe Men, however for ſuch their Lands in any Tin ör ot ür me 
King's, or of another Man's, were named Socmen (eſpecially in Doom/day Buok, 


al Be they are moſt often mentioned) as they have been Tharines, Men, Barons, 


Aae, and Freeholders, and are indeed the very Barons, whereof (as the 


e * 


The moſt common and neceſſary free Cuſ- 7 
toms which I think the Owner of the leaſt Manor could not well want, are 


thoſe which the Saxons called Soc and Sac; the firſt whereof imports a Power, 
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Lawyers ſay) there muſt be two at the leaſt, to make that we now call a Court 
Baron, in the Reaſon of which Name it ſeems divers moſt learned Men have 
been miſtaken, calling it from ſome inſufficient Authority, A Baron's Court, or 
Court of a Baron, as is manifeſt in that the King himſelf (not to be called a Baron 
ſure in any Senſe, except only the Maſculine) had a Court of the Barons of 
his Manor, as ſuitable and neceſſary for the Affairs of that, as the great ones 
were for the Buſineſs of his Kingdom, after the Model whereof this was partly 
governed : Which Court, in old Time, had the Name of Haltmote ; the King's 


as all others were, being moſt uſually kept in the (apital Meſſuage, or Manor 
Houſe, then and ſtill called the Hall, whereunto theſe Sogemen, or Barons, 
Men, Knights, Theines or Freebolders, were once in three Weeks to attend. 
Tue of the King's Socmen were great, as were allo ſome of thoſe of the larger 


ort of other gr eat Men's, and had Manors within the Soc, which Sort we now 
cal Meſhie Lor ds, being in the Middle as it were, between their own Socmen, 
who held of them, and the Supreme or Paramount Lord, of whom they held 


' themſelves; but the moſt general Sort of them were ſuch as the Saxons called 


Lejſs Thaines, the Daves 7 zung Men, and we ſtill Yeomen, and were, as I gueſs, 


made moſt ordinarily of the younger Sons or Brothers of the Lords of the leſs 
Sort of Manors, being certainly Free of Blood, and fit for Ie norable Service, 
ſome Marks whereof yet remain in the King's Heuſhold, and divers other 


Places. Theſe Sokemen of the King's Manors, now known by the Name of 


 Freeholders bz Charter in Ancient Demeſne, are free from all Manner of Toll, for 


any Thing concerning their own Proviſions or Huſbandry, and from many other 


Payments which others are liable to : Neither can they be drawn into Pea for 
any Thing concerning theirLands out of their own Coast, wherein from the very 


firſt Beginning, without Doubt, was exerciſed all Manner of Law $20 aha for 


the King's Tenants, as well concerning Right as Peace: As likewiſe 'tis pro- 
bable there was in all or moſt other very great Manors or Soſtes, which eee 
ſeveral Tythmgs or Tow 1 whence aroſe alſo the Court- Leet, as we now call 
it, wherein chiefly all thoſe Sexon Cuſtoms diſtinguiſhed by ſeveral Names, or 
Laws concerning the Peace, were executed, which by many Lords in their 
| ſeveral Sokes was claimed by Preſcription, and ſince the Conqueſt, hath been 
granted to others by the Name of View of Frant-Pledge. The other Part of 


the Terements of a Manor by the Saxons called Folk«Lands, were occupied, or 
held, tor the moſt Part, by the People bred and born in the Villages, and of 
Servile Condition, called in Doomſuay-Book, Villains, and ſince, Natives, or 
Bondmen, being ſuch as our Huſbandmen or Farmers are now; for thoſe, who 
were like our 77 ottagers, held very little or no Land, and in that Record are called 


Bordars, moſt like]y becauſe they had their Meat where they did their Work, 


_avhich Cuſtom remains amongſt us in ſome Places ſtill. However all theſe Men 


and all they had went with the Lands of their ee e Mancrs wherein they 
lived 
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lived, and were (ſaving their Lives) as much and entirely at the Will and Diſ- 
poſition of their ſeveral Lords, who finding no great Profit in keeping alive 
many ſuch /azy Families as they were bound to do, grew more willing to Manu- 
mit and make them free, or elle to ſuffer them to hold their Lands under ſuch 
Rents and Services, as they thought fit to impoſe; which being entered in their 
Court Rolls, they made little other Uſe of their Authority over them; ſo that 
Copybolders alſo now have almoſt utterly worn out the Memory of any ſuch 
Condition, as well as any of that formerly moſt numerous Servile Sort of Peo- 
ple, whereof, for the greater Part of theſe laſt two Hundred Years, there have 
ſcarcely been any who would not have deſpiſed thoſe who ſhould not have 
eſteemed them as Free-born Engliſhmen as the beſt, as the late Times have more 
eſpecially ſhewn. _ 8 5 po Wo ca em, 
Ihe laſt Thing which ſhould be diſtinguiſhed a little more clearly from a 
Manor, Soke, Conſtablery, Tything, Town, Village, or Hamlet, is a Pariſh, which 
amongſt us ſignifies a certain Portion or Territory of Land within the particular 
Charge of a Prieſt, who is to adminiſter the holy Sacraments, and other divine Ofli- 
ces, tothe Inhabitants thereof, the Precin&or Bounds of which are commonly beſt 
known by thoſe of the Manor or Manors, the Tythes whereof belong to that 
Church, though ſome Portion of them may have been given to ſome other; for 
it frequently happens that a "Townſhip; Hamlet, or Conſtablery, is in ſeveral 
Pariſhes ; the Church founded in it, always having the Tythes of it (except a 
Portion was by Chance given to ſome religious Houſe) and we ſee a Pariſh (as 
before was {aid of a Manor) may contain one or more Townſhips or Hamlets, 


or only Part of one or more. Nay in ſome Places we have two Pariſhes in one 


Town, and but one Church, which mult needs ariſe from ſeveral Manors, the 
Lords whereof joined in founding or building, but not in endowing the Church, 
each keeping apart his Tythes, and what elſe he would give for the Suſtenance 
of his own Clerk, whom he intended to preſent to the Biſhop for the miniſterial 
Care and Government of his own Tenants, who with the Lands they occupied 
made up one Pariſh, as the others did another, yet both had Uſe of the ſame 
Church. Theſe are ordinarily called Medieties, perhaps becauſe the Uſe of the 
Church may be equal, though the Pariſhes or Profits be not. The King's Ma- 
nors, before the coming of the Normans, were furniſhed with Churches, and 
Chapels in the Hamlets alſo, not far ſhort of parochial Churches, and fo were 
moſt other great Manors, and ſome little ones too; but ſome have no Mention 
in Doomſday-Book of any Church in them at that Time, which yet manifeſtly 
had not very long after; ſo that, it ſeems, the Norman Lords built Churches pre- 
ſently, and fixed their Tythes within their own Manors, which before were paid 
to uncertain Places; the Dedications or Conſecrations of moſt of which Churches 


or Chapels by the Biſhop, are ſtill remembered in theſe Parts by the reſpective 


Pariſhioners, in celebrating a certain yearly Feaſt, commonly called the ates.

| But we muſt further conſider the great Root and Meaſure of all was Agri- 


culture, Huſbandry, or Tillage, which neceſſarily implies, Supports, and mul- 
tiplies People, as they muſt Houſes and Manors, whereof conſiſt Towns, Hun- 


dreds, and Counties, and of them a Kingdom; ſo that the King in his political 


Capacity, as well as natural, is feed by the Huſbandman ; concerning whom 


ourLaws are ſo old, natural, and fundamental, that the certain Original of 


them appears not to the deepeſt Searcher, ſuppoſing Nothing before them but 
a King to give, and People to receive them; for the learned Selden, who went as 
far as he, or any one elſe could in that Particular, in his Jan. Anglorum, is 

Fain to cite out of Authors whom he judged of little or no Credit in the Point, that 


Donually Moelmutius, and his Son Belinus after him, who reigned four or five 


Hundred Years before our Saviour CHRIST's Time (when certainly the Inha- 
bitants of this Place were not much civilized) ordained “ That Plows, Temples 
and Ways, leading to Cities, ſhouid have the Privilege of Sanctuary. And 


furthermore, leſt the Land ſhould wax empty, or leſt the People ſhould be fre- 
« quently preſſed with want of Corn, or bediminiſhed, if only Cattle thould oc- 
« cupy the Field, which ſhould be tilled by Men, He (the ſaid Belinus con- 


& ſtituted how many Plat each County (as we now call them) ſhould have, 


« and appointed a Puniſhment for them, by whom the Number ſhould be di- 
„ miniſhed. And forbade the Beaſts which ſhould ſerve the Plow, to be taken 


« away by the Magiſtrates, or aſſigned for Debt of Money to Creditors, if other 
© Goods of the Debtor were ſufficient beſides.” However theſe Laws and 
Cuſtoms have been antient and certain enough, whoever made or begun them, 
and all Meaſures of the Country have been taken from the Plow, as long as any 
Memorials of ſuch Things are extant : For a Family, or Manſe, or Hide with 


the Saxons; or Carucat with the Normans, are of the ſame Signification, which 


is that we call a Plow-Land, and was as much Arable, as with one Plow and 
Beaſts ſufficient belonging to it, could be tilled and ordered the whole Year 
about, having alſo Meadow and Paſture for the Cattle, and Houſes alſo for 


them, and for the Men and their Houſholds, who managed it. This is the 
great Meaſure fo often repeated in Doomſ/day-Boozk in moſt Counties by the 
Name of Hide, but in ours, Derbyſbire, and Lincolnſhire, only Carucats are 
found, which are the very ſame with the other, and eſteemed to contain an 
Hundred Acres (viz. fix Score to the Hundred) but aſſuredly were more or leſs 


according to the lightneſs or ſtiffneſs of the Soil, whereof one Plow might diſ- 


patch more or leſs accerdingly. Thus unequal alfo were the Yirgats, whereof 


four made a Carucat, and fo were the Bovats, or as we call them Oxgangs, of 
which moſt commonly eight went to a Carucat, or Plow-Land; one of them 


bein g defined to be as much Land as one Ox might till through the Year; which 
for the Reaſon before, could not be equal in all Places, but in ſome Places was 


twelve, in ſome ſixteen, in ſome eighteen or more Acres: Nay the Acres were 
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not equal, for ſome had ſixteen, ſome eighteen, ſome twenty, and ſome more 
Feet to the Perch, of which forty make a Rood, and four of them an Acre; 


but the Foot itſelf was allo cuſtomary in ſome Places twelve Inches, in ſome 


eighteen more or leſs, ſo that we mult not too peremptorily determine the Quan- 
tity of a Leue or Qyarentem in Doomſacy, wherewith the Paſture or other Woods 
were meaſured, and perhaps ſometimes Meadow, though 'tis ſure enough the 
firſt meant our Mile, and the other a e VIZ. forty Perches, which yet 
cannot be precitely Judged to an Inch. By theſe Kind of Meaſures, were 
the ancient Surveys made of every Manor, and Part thereof; and by theſe were 
regulated all Manner of Taxe, as well before the Conqueſt as after: for though 


the Knizhts Fees then firſt brought in with their Incidents, Ward and Marriage, 


&c. became a Meaſure for divers Aid or Taxes aſterward; yet even they confiſt- 
ed or were made up of five, or eight Carucats or Plow-Lands apicce, and the 
reſpective Tenants paid for ſo many whole Fees, or Parts of one, or more, as 
they agreed with them who firſt enfeoffed them, according to ſuch Proportions 
of Carucats or Bovats as were the Subject or Ground of ſuch Agreements; ſo 
that {till che Plow upheld all, as the Laws did it indifferently well, till that ſtu- 

endious Act, 1 ets away the Monaſteries, whoſe Lands and Tythes 
being preſently after made the Poſſeſſions and Inheritances of private Men, gave 
more frequent Encouragement and Opportunities to ſuch Men as had got com- 
petent Shares of them, further to im prove and augment their own Revenues hy 
greater Loſs to the Common-Wealth, viz. by incloſing and converting Arable 


to Paſture, which as certainly diminiſhed the yearly Fruits, as it doth che Peo- 


ple, for we may obſerve that a Lordſhip in Tillage, every Year affords more than 
double the Profits which it can in Paſture, and yet the latter Wa ay the Landlord 
may perhaps have double the Rent he had before; the Reaſon whereof is, that 


in Paſture he hath the whole Profit, there being required neither Men nor Charge 


worth ſpeaking of; whereas in Tillage the People and their Families necefiarily 
employed upon it, (Which 1. rely in Reſpe&t of God or Man, Church or King, 
make a mor eee Part of the Commonwealih, than a little ee 
Increaſe of a private Perſon's Rent) muſt be maintained, and their public Duties 
diſcharged, before the Landlord's Rent can be raiſed or aſcertained. But this 
Improvem ent of Rent certainly cauſes the Decay of Tz/lage, and that Depopulation, 
which hath muc!: impaired our County, and ſome of our Neighbours; and which 
divers Laws and Statutes have in vain attempted to hinder. I hal only take 
Notice of the thirty-ninth Year of Queen EL1Z4BETH, when one Statate was 
made againſt the Decayins of Towns aud Houſes of Huſbandry ; and another for 
Maintenance of Hu fbaridry and Tillave: in the Preamble of the firſt is mentioned 
thus: And . w of late Years more than in Times paſt, there have fun- 
« dry Towns, Pariſhes, and Fe es of Huſbandry, been deſtroyed and become 
< deſolate, &c,---the ſecond is alter this Manner, . Whereas the Strength 
| and 
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te and flouriſhing Eſtate of this Kingdom hath been always, and is greatly up- 
« held and advanced by the Maintenance of the Plough and Tillage, being the 
« Occaſion of the Increaſe and Multiplying of the People both for Service in 
« the Wars, and in Times of Peace, being alſo a principal Mean that People 
ce are ſet on Work, and thereby withdrawn from Idleneſs, Drunkenneſs, un- 


„ lawful Games, and all other lewd Practiſes, and Conditions of Life. And 


« whereas by the ſame Means of Tillage and Huſbandry, the greater Part of 
* the Subjects are preſerved from extreme Poverty in a competent Eſtate of 
« Maintenance and Means to live, and the Wealth of the Realm is kept, diſ- 
:« perſed and diſtributed in many Hands, where it is more ready to anſwer all 


5 neceſſary Charges for the Service of the Realm; and whereas alſo the ſaid 


« Huſbandryzand Tillage is a Cauſe that the Realm doth more ſtand u pon itſelf, 
« without depending upon foreign Countries, either for bringing in of Corn in. 
« Time of Scarcity, or for Vent and Utterance of our own Commodities being 
« in over-great Abundance : And whereas from the 27th Year of King He x- 
RY the Eighth, of famous Memory, until the 35th Year of her Majeſty's 
« moſt happy Reign, there was always in force ſome Law which did ordain a 


„ Convertion and Continuance of a certain Quantity and Proportion of Land 


5 in Tillage not to be altered: And that in the laſt Parliament held in the ſaid 
« 25th Year of her Majeſty's Reign, partly by Reaſon of the great Pl nty 


and Cheapneſs of Grain at that Time within this Realm, and partly by 
« Reaſon of the Imperfection and Obſcurity of the Law made in that Caſe, 


« the ſame was diſcontinucd : Since which Time there have grown many more 
« Depopulations, by turning Tillage into Paſture, than at any Time for the 

like Number of Years heretoſore. Be it enacted,” &c.—— Theſe Acts are 
both expired, but if they had not, they would have been repealed as divers of 


like Sort have been, ſo that we cannot expect a Stop for this great Evil till it 
ſtay itſelf, that is, till depopulating a Lordſhip will not improve or encreaſe the 


Owner's Rent; ſome Examples whereof I have ſeen already, and more may 


do, becauſe Paſture already begins to exceed the Vent for the Commodities 


which it yields; but other Reſtraint, till the Lords, and ſuch Gentlemen as are 

uſually Members of the Houſe of Commons, who have been the chief, and 
almoſt only Authors of, and Gainers by this falſe-named Improvement of their 
Lands amongſt us, think fit to make a ſelf-denying Act in this Particular, would 


be as vain to think of, as that any Law which hinders the Profit of a powerful 


Man ſhould be effectually executed. This prevailing Miſchief, in ſome Parts of 
this Shire, hath been taken away and deſtroyed more private Families of gocd 
Account, than Time itſelf within the Compaſs of my Obſervations; yet ſome 
very few have eſcaped, where this devouring Peſtilence hath raged, and amongſt 
them (through God's great Mercy) my own, which ſurely ſhould not be envied 
being for the molt Part |

I ſhould here have ended, but thatitmay be pertinent for the Encouragement 
of any who may be diſpoſed further to enlarge this Work, or make any Appendix 


to it, to let him know that here is little out of the Archbiſhop of Yort's Re- 


giſtry, from whence one of my Agents only brought me the Titles of certain 
Records, and another a Catalogue of the Livings-Spiritual in the Archdeaconry 


of Nottingham, with their Values, Incumbents and Patrons, as they then were 


out of which I only tranſcribed the Values in the King's Books, and laſt Pa- 
trons.

T HIS Cs of Nottingham, the Map ſhows to M of an Oval Figure, extending 


itſelf in Length, from Stenford-upen-Sore, bordering on Lziceſterſhire on the South, 


unto Alkeley or Finningley, bordering upon Yorkſbire on the North, near the Space of 
thirty-ſix Engliſh Miles; and about Half as much in Breadth, from the Lordſhip of Co- 
linghame, bounding on Lincolnſhire on the Eaſt, to that of Tever/ait (not far from Mauns- 
Veld) adjoining to Darby/hire on the Weſt ; which laſt- named County was not fo divided

Three Hundreds or Wapentakes, VIZ. 2 iff, 3 1 Newark, containing 
betwixt a third and fourth Part of this County, lie on the South Side the River Trent, 


which entereth this Shure at Thrumpton; where it taketh in the River Sore, and continueth 


his courſe towards Lincolnſhire, which (after it leaves Newark Hundred) it ſeparates from 
Nottinghamſhire, till it comes beyond Stocrwitn to Hockdir Water, the utmoſt North- 
Faſt Part of it, near the Iſle of Arholme. The reſt of this County lies on the North 

Side of the Trent; it is allo three Wapentakes, but was in the CoxqQueroR's Time five, 
all contiguous to that River, which therefore may not improperly be ſaid to water the 
whole Shire. Ofwardebeck Wapentake is now the North#-Clay Diviſion of Baſſet-Law, 
which hath two other, viz. the Scuth- Clay and Hatfeild, w hich make it equal to three 
Hundreds. Lyda Wapentake is now Joined with T; vurgarion, and called Thurgarton-a- 
Lee, heretofore Thurgarton and Lythe. Broxtow remains as it was. In the uſual Divi- 
ſions of this Shire, Baſſet- Lato and Newark are equal to, or ſet againſt the other four 
Wapentakes, the Town of Nottingham being left out. The Soil is generally of the moſt 
fertile in England (except a great Part of the Foreſt of Shire wocd, which was the moſt 
pleaſant, but by the abominable Deſtruction of Woods, is now much otherwiſe) and

In the Record called Nomina Villarum, made in the ninth Year 
of King E.DwaRD the ſecond, Riſeclive is returned but Half a Wapentake, and the King 
Lord of it, in which there is no Mention of the Town of Plumptree, nor of many other 
Villages, which yet he promiſcuouſly amongſt thoſe that are there named, fo that we 
cannot certainly from thence conclude, that thoſe omitted made up Plumptree Hundred. 
Joan, the Wife of Thomas de Holland Chr. was found to be Siſter and Heir of John, 


(a) late Earl of Kent, 26 K. 3. (and aged 25 Years) who died, ſeized of the Town 


of Allerton-under-Shireweed (as in that Place will alſo be noted) and a certain Wapentake 
of Riſel. and Plamptree, of the Towns there adjoining, with the Pleas of Court, then 
valued at 38. 4d. per Annum, which I ſuppoſe was the Hundred Court. The ſeveral 


_ Townſhips which now conſtitute, or are contained in this Wapentake ſhall follow, be- 


ginning with Stanford before named, which is near the Town of Lughbcrough,. in the 

County of Leiceſter, towards which it is like there was ſome Stony Ford, in the River 

Sore, upon which this Town of Stanford is fituate, which occaſioned its Name. 
Before the Invaſion of the Normans, Eiſi had a Manor here, which was charged to 


the Danegeld or Tax of thoſe Times, as ten Bovats or Oxgangs. The Land was 


then ſufficient for two Ploughs, or was eſteemed two Carucats, but afterwards it became 
the Fee of Roger de Buſh, whom King WiLLiam the Conqueror made the greateſt 
Man of Lands in this County by many Degrees; for the greateſt Survey taken in that 
King's Reign, ſhows, that in this ſmall Shire, he had one Hundred ſeventy-four Ma- 


nors, being the beſt Part of ninety Townſhips, beſides very many other Towns, 
which were partly or wholly Soc to ſome of them. His Seat in this County was at. 


Blyth, and in Yorxfhire, at Tikbill, Here he had one (Plough-Land, or) Carucat, five 
Sochmen (or Freeholders) three Villanes (or Huſbandmen) two Bordars (or Cot- 
tagers) having two (Plows, Plow-Lands, or) Carucats ; here was Half a Mill, ſix 
Shillings and eightpence ; and eleven Acres of Meadow ; all which in the Time of

FUSHCL,. HUND.s ADDITIONS TO THOROTOYN, 


STANFORD-HALL,. 


THE feat of Charles Vere Daſhwood, Eſq. It ſtands on a riſing ground, about a 
mile from the village, and 13 from Nottingham, a pleaſing view of which is ſeen from the 
turnpike-road, leading from Loughborough to Nottingham... ] have often viewed it 
with pleaſure ; but I approached this ſeat with ſome unfavorable impreſſions at ſeeing the 
park or paddock, on the back part of the houſe, environed by plantations of young 
trees, which wholly intercept the ſight of ſome beautifully formed, and as well-diſpoſed 
ones I ever beheld. A break or two in the line leading from the ſteward's farm 
might pleaſe. The annexed view I took on the bank of a fine ſheet of water below 
the houſe; but while I was thus employed I was miſerably tortured by the gnat- flies. 
Here, by varying your poſition, might be taken ſome good Field Pictures, removing, 
or rather leaving out, ſome offenſive plots of cultivated ground, and fence, which meet 
the eye on the fore ground: Inſtead. of which I have taken the liberty to ſubſtitute in 
their place, ſome native verdure. I obſerved in another place that this Manſion was 
Ft: built by the preſent owner, Charles Vere Daſhwood, Eſq. It was begun in the year 
5 1771, and finiſhed in 1774, on the ſcite of ground whereon ſtood a large one building. . 
5 The preſent building 1 is moſtly of brick: The architect and undertaker Mr. Anderſon. 
The apartments in general ſeem more calculated for convenience than magniſicence. 
The dining-room contains ſome ſamily pictures. SMITH, Who 1s now at Rome, has 
painted Mr. Daſhwood and family, whole lengths, in one piece: The likeneſſes may 
. be good, for they are moſtly like one another ; there is a doll-like painting daſh upon. 
0 the cheeks of the figutes which is offenſive Mrs. Marnom, fiſter to Mrs.. 
2 Daſhwood, is alſo painted by Suirnh. Of portraits Miſs Sophia Daſhwood's is the beſt, 
There is 2 moon: liglit piece of ſome merit, and a ſea piece. 

In the library is a landſcape, with two horſes, by Mr. BovLrREN, in his beſt man- 
ner; but they are not in à favorable place, for in the ſame room is a horſe by STuss., 
Here is alſo a portrait of Mrs. Daſhwood, by Romxzy, an admirable fox- N and 
two landſcapes by the Rev. Mr. CaRR, in water- colours. 

There is an excellent look-out from a window in the withdrawing-room ? 'The 
foreſt hills in Leiceſterſbire, bound the proſpect with a line of beauty. In ſome parts 
it is broken or diverſified with pleaſing objects: Duornden woods and Meuniſorrel are 
ſcen on the left; Leugbbercugh is Heated in the middle of an amphitheatre ; behind it 
Mrs. Tate's houſe at Parley; "and on the right Garendon park 1 manſion are conſpicu- 
ous. The little village and church of Stenford, aid the ſcene. The paſſing clouds 
caſt ſome broad ſhades upon the foreground of the picture, which contributed much 
to the beauty of the whole. If in this delightful view there be a fault, it is its being 
overchuged with objects. Mrs. Daſhwood's drefling-room i is adorned with ſome good 
prints * portrait of a dog and towis deſerves a frame. In another room I ſaw a 

number of good prints fuck againſt a wall, ſpoiling. In an attic ſtory I ſew, or thought

The village contains about 30 dwellings. To Mr. John Stokes, a reputable inhabi- 
tant here, I am under obligations on my viſit to this place. Here was formerly a large 
manor-houſe : the fence wall which remains is of conſiderable ſubſtance, and is exten- 
five. A gateway of Kone 18 alſo remaining. This houſe was the abode of the Babing- 


ton 8. 


The Chae} has two aiſles, two bells and a ſteeple of the moſt ancient ſtile of building. 
(Plate 6. fig. 10.) The tomb mentioned by I HOROTON above is curious, more on 
account of la labor of the artiſt, than for his refined taſte. The arch, and the pillars 
which ſupport it, are adorned with upwards of 200 ſmall heads. Underneath 
the arch there once, doubtleſs, lay a figure or figures, in full proportion, which 
have been long removed by the hand of time. This part of the church, and chancel 
where the tomb was erected, indicates old age; and is now become a dwelling for birds: 
They fit near the altar and ſing, and ſcatter their dung fo plentifully, that I could 
ſcarcely find a place, on the atom table, to lay my, book. The floor, in ſome 
places, is intollerable. Here only is one ſolitary grave-ſtone ; it is for a female of the 
name of Berridge. In the window of the chancel is ſome old carved work done in the 
: ſame ſtile, and of an age with the tomb; in the centre of which is carved. DEU S. 


The Babingtons long refided* has in Geer x times ; but at the downfall of MARY 
QUEEN OF Scors, whoſe cauſe they eſpouſed, they fell from opulence by the hand of 
power: Anthony Babington, who reſided here, taking an active part in the caule of tha: 
unfortunate Queen, Was executed for high treaſon, in the reign of ELIZABETH.

THE, ſeat of John Weſcomb Emmerton, Eſq. ſtands adjoining to the village of 


Thrumpton, on the banks of the river Trent, within 7 miles, ſouth-weitwardly, of Nottino- 
bam. Although this dwelling retains much of the old form; it has, in the hands of the 
preſent poſſeſſor, undergone conſiderable repairs, and has been much improved. A. 
building is now erecting upon one of the eminences, (of which the country hereabouts 
abounds) which will command extenſive and beautiful views of the circumadjacentcoun- 
try. Some of the near objects are romantic, and help much to diverſify and ornament 
this ſeat: the water which ſerpentines ſmoothly along the gently ſlooping grounds behind,

This Town came afterwards to be of the Earl of Leiceſter's Fee; and it ſeems either 
had, or was thought fit to have a Caſtle, becauſe amongſt thoſe Convents, a. upon a 
Truce between Ranulph, Earl of Cheſter, and Robert, Earl of Leiceſter, made in the 
Preſence of Robert, the ſecond of that Name, Biſhop of Lincolne, and certain Perſons 
of Note, on each Part, viz. on the Earl of. Chefter's Part, Richard de Lovetot, William 
Fitz-Nigell, and Ranulph the Sheriff. On the Earl of Legreceſter's Part, Ernald de 
Boſco, Gaufrid the Abbat, and Reginald de Bordineio. Among many other Things it 
was agreed, that neither the Earl of Cheſter, nor Legrecefter ſhould, or ought to fortity a 
_ Caſtle (Firmare Caftrum aliguod) between Hinchelat and Covenire, nor between Hinchela 
and Hardreſhil; nor between Coventre and Donington; nor between Donington and Leiceſter ; 
nor at Gataham, nor at Cheneldeſtoe, (now. Kinolter) nor nearer nor between Cheneldeſtce 
and Belveer; nor between Belveer and Hocham; nor between Hocham and Rechingham; nor 
nearer, but by common Conſent of both Parties. a 
2. In the Time of King HENRY the Second, Hugh de Diva, (of whoſe Barony it 
was) and Helawiſſa his Wife, gave two Parts of the Tythe of the Demeſne of Gatham, 
to the Priory of St. Mary de Pratris, by Leiceſter, of the Earl's Foundation. 

c. It appears Hugh de Diva had a Son, called William, who gave the Church of 
Iladdun, to the Abby. of Sully, in Nerthamptonſhire; which William de Diva, I take to 
be Father of Maud de Dive, d. who in the firſt Year of King Joan, gave ten Marks, 
that ſhe might not be compelled to marry : But if ſhe had a Mind, would do it, by the 
King's Advice (or Counſel.)

the preſent Lord of this Place, ſtill Keepeth amongſt his Evidences, wherein is the Caſe

preſent; in the Second, the Middle in the Third, the Youngeſt. Matilda was the 
frſt begotten, and married to Sir Seer de St. Andrea, who in the firſt Vacuity preſented 
ane Seer his Son.

T HE Lordſhip of the former contains 2000 acres of- land, old incloſure. The 
Principal proprietors are Lord Middleton, and Bird, Eſq. The former I believe 
is lord of the manor. 
The village conſiſts of about 34 dwellings, one of which 1s the remains of an old 
manor-houſe, a part of 1t only 1s inhabited by a villager. The laſt family, I am told, 
who lived in it, was that of Chadwick. 
The Church, which is dedicated to St. Helen, has: 2 nave, fide aiſles, two bells,- ad 
is a low ſtructure. In the chancel wall is a mutilated figure of a Lady, in ſtone. Here 
is a monument to the memory of Thomas Mansfield, Eſq. once lord of the manor; he 
died in 1741-2. Evelyn, (it ſays) his nephew, had gratitude for his memory, and erected it. 
Edward Bigland, Rector, died in -1650.—Thomas Mansfield, Eſq. died in 1741. Ano- 
ther Thomas Mansfield, Eſq, has a monument to his memory, who died in 1706.— 
George Chadwick, Eſa. died in 1722.—Robert Hemington, M. A. diedan 1774, aged 
64 : He was ſon of Lieut. Col. Hemington, of the firſt Regiment of Foot Guards.— 
In a nich of the north wall, near the pulpit, lies an old figure in ſtone, well preſerved; 
.and near the door 1s one ſeemingly much older. The monument for Richard Mansfield, 
mentioned by THOROTON, remains. The arms are over the monument (fee Willough- 
by,) In this church is a hght little font; but there ſtands, near it, ſome offenſive 
lumber.

The Church, which-is dedicarelino St. Mary, ns a. ſpire fievple; 4 bells, 2 ſide 2” wa] 
and is kept clean. The ſeats, or rather benches, in the church, are ancient; on one, 
under the reading-deſk, i is a good figure of a Pelican, carved, feeding its young. The 
Clark of the pariſh, who was rather chatty, informed me that he was nearly the ſame 
age of his venerable maſter, who was then 80 years old; and I add with pleaſure, old 

in good works.---In the church-yard is a good tomb to the memory of John Bley, 
citizen of Landon, but born in this village; Band it is pleaſing to relate, that he built the 
charity- ſchool, and purchaſed a piece of land, at the expence of 450l. towards its ſup- 
port. At his death he bequeathed 10l. to every farmer, and $1. to every cottager; and 
likewiſe 10l. to the poor of every village, bordering upon the lordſhip. He died in 
1731, aged 57 years.

The Church is dedicated to St. Mary and All- Saints, has a nave and two ſide- aiſles, 


one of which 1s encloſed, to Preſe erve the monuments of the Willoughbies.” It has 
a ſpire ſteeple with 4 bells. The chaneel is ſpacious. Samuel Wells is remembered, 
who died at the age of 71, in 1752. Near the entrance of the place where the Wil- 
loughby monuments are preſerved, Col. Stanhope is remembered, with this inſcription 
on braſs. 
Here Heth the body of Col. Spe, who was flain in Iilloughly- field, in the 
month of July 1648, in the 24th year of his age, being a ſoldier of King CHARLES 


the Firſt.” Several old ſtones ſerve now for the floor of the church, which had inſcrip- 


tions, but now obliterated. (See the annexed plate and a plate of monuments page 35.) 
It is highly commendable in ſome one who, with a friendly arm, and a ſpirit which 


does honor to his head and heart, has reſcued the monuments of the reſpectable family 


of Willoughby from the rude and intolerant whim of villagers, who frequently by cuts 
and ſcratches obliterate inſcriptions; and with extreme folly, bordering on ſavage bar- 
barity, mangle the limbs, &c. of the figures upon tombs and monuments in churches. 
Theſe are kept clean, and locked up from their ruthleſs hands. To the diſgrace alſo of 
the deſcendants of ſome illuſtrious families, the monuments of their anceſtors lie ſname- 


fully neglected, while their ſtables and dog- -kennels have an Appearance of ſtudied 


care.

The vicinity of Willoughby, Eaft-Brideferd, and Southwell, to the Foſs; the Roman 
bricks, coins, and pavement found reſpectively at theſe places, are powerful indications 


for the reſpectable opinions given in favor of them; the number of miles alſo nearly 


agreeing with the Antonin Itinerarium, adds ſtrength to the judgment. The eminence 
overlooking Willoughby-brook, the {ſuppoſed ſcite of the Station, makes a little bend 


from the Foſs-road (one of the ſigns of a Station) and as no place in the neighhourhoce 
is mentioned in competition with it for the honor, by any writer of credit, we may with 


ſome certainty conclude, that at or near W//loughby was the Vernometum of the Romans, 


the next grand march from Rate. Leiceſter. Eaſt-Bridg ford perhaps has as great, if not 


a greater claim to our opimons: the abundant remains found there, and its exact diſtance 


from Willoughby, agreeing with the route, leave us but very little room to doubt that 
«this was the Margidunum. But Ad Pontem, which Mr. Raſtall in his hiſtory. of South- 
cvell, kas taken much pains t6 fix there, is not, I think, fo eaſily diſcovered. Some 


have placed Ad Pontem at Newark; but Newark was built after the Romans governed 


this country. Others have placed-this Station at Penton, near Grantham, this agrees in 


no reſpe& with the diſtance in the route from Margidunum. 8 
Leaving Mr. Raſtall's ingenious remarks in fixing Ad Pontem at Southwell, for our 


deſcription of that place, I give here the obſervations of a Gentleman of high re- 


{pectability, who has honored me with his remarks in paſſing over the Foſſe, fo far as 


reſpects Ad Pontem. * Suppoſing,” ſays this Gentleman, “ Crococolana to be Brough, 


the next Station is Ad Pontem, 7 miles, and paſſing through Newark to Thorpe-bar, is 


a a ſituation like one. The Trent? comes cloſe to the road, wich makes a bend (one of 


the marks of a Station) to that point. The diſtance anſwers exactly; and directly op- 
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ties have been found, and which was called by the Saxons Tiovulfingacaſter, a termina- 
tion given almoſt excluſively to Roman cities. At Southwell then might be the Roman 
town, a bridge near the Trent, connected it with the Foſſe, and (Newark not then ex- 
ſting) it was a great paſs into Nottinghamſhire, At the ſouthern end of the bridge, on 
the high bank of the river, was perhaps a ſmall Station or Fort to protect it, "which 


would be called the Statio ad Pontem, as the Statio ad Anſam, ad Trivonam, and 


others in the Itineraries. And perhaps this idea will reconcile the jarring numbers of 
Antonine and Richard, one of them ſtopping at the Bridge, and therefore calling it 7 
miles from Crotocolana; the other croſſed to the city, and thence putting it down 12.— 


When the caſtle at Newark was built, in King STEPHEN's time, both Crococolana and 
ad Pontem would be robbed of their materials, both lying fo near, and ſo convenient 


Hor water- -carriage, which will account for there being no remains diſtinguiſhable at 


either of them.” 
The paſſage of the Foſſe through chis county, I have laid down in the annexed plate, 


according to the general received opinions of writers. It may aſſiſt the reader, perhaps, 
An tor ming an opinion on this ſubject.

This part of Nottinsbamhire WE paſs through without feeling thoſe agreeable ſenſations. 
which are the effects of pleaſing variety: woods, water, rocky em.nences, gentle ſwells 
of the earth, adorned with venerable oaks, under whoſe ſpreading branches the cattle 

Made themſelves from the ſummer's heat, abound not here. It is a diſtrict in the coun- 
ty, comfortleſs in winter, in ſummer only tolerable; it ſerves however as a foil to the 
richer ſcenes which preſent themſelves on the borders of a neighbouring county, which 


in their diſtant views create delight; but at our Nearer e are ſplendid, "_ and 
awful! 


The Village conſiſts of about 46 dwellings, which appear ſcattered upon a great deal 
of ground. 


The Church is dedicated to St. Peter, and ſtands at an eaſy diſtance from the village 1 
on the ſide of a hill. It conſiſts of a nave and two {ide aifles, with a plain ſpire ſteeple 
with three bells. It has a ſpacious chancel. T he church is badly lighted and is very 


dirty. In it we are informed that John Henſon died 1 in 1718, aged 78; and a Thomas 
Henſon died at the tame age in 17 61.

In the Village are about 18 dwellings. 8 
The Church is below deſcription: it is of all others, within and without, the moſt 
deſpicable place I ever beheld. One family, I am told, only, goes to the church on 
the ſabbath, which makes a congregation of 4 or 5 people. The other families are all 
diſſenters or abſenters, and like the good folk in Cromwell's time, break the church 
windows: ſo ſays Mr. Churchwarden.—Gervas Lee, rector, died 1668. Sir John 
Narſon, Knight and Bart. hes underneath a ſlate ſtone: he died in 1704, aged 48.---An 
old alabaſter ſtone has black letters defaced, with the figures of ſome praying children.

THE Lordſhip contains 1400 acres of open field land, only proprietor Sir Thomas 
Parkyns, Bart. who reſides here. This Lordſhip and Bradmore have been in the 
poſſeſſion of the family, ever ſince the reign of ELIZABETH, by purchaſe. _ ED 
The village conſiſts of 60 dwellings ; a good School-houſe and an Hoſpital ; both 
founded or endowed by Dame Ann Parkyns; the former for the children of Bradmore and 
thoſe of Burney ; the latter for two men and two women. I am informed that there is 
not a diſſenter in it. „„ 3 8 To.” 
The church has a nave and two ſide aiſles; 6 bells, and a good ſpire ſteeple: the body 
_of the church appears ancient; it is dedicated to St. Mary; but the chancel 1s a more 
modern pile of building. In the latter is a thick wreſtling figure, intended to repreſent 
Sir Thomas Parkyns, Knight, once famous for athletic exerciſes. Round the ſhoulder | 
of this figure © Artificis tatus ipſe fuit.” A figure ſeems to tell us that * the mighty 
« Goliah of Gath is fallen.” We are informed by the monument that Sir Thomas was 
a great wreſtler, and a juſtice of the peace for the counties of Nottingham and Leiceſter, 
It fays alſo, that he new roofed the chancel, built the vault below, and erected this 
monument (which was wrought out of a fine piece of marble, by his chaplain, in a barn), 
Among other things it fays, that he ſtudied phyſic for the benefit of his neighbours; that 
he wrote the “ Corniſb hugg wreſtler” and was buried in 1741, aged 78 years. He had 
two wives; one a grand-daughter of a London alderman, and the other an alderman's 
daughter of York, He had two or three ſtone coffins made for his body's: uſe after 
death, that while living he might have choice ; one of which remains in the church for 
any one who may fall in love with it. It might not be amiſs, that he was a knight, 
loved wreſtling and ringing, ſtudied phyſic, wrote a book on the art of wreſtling, had 
his coffin and monument made in his life-time, loved the daughters and grand-daughters 
of aldermen, roofed the chancel and made a vault to ſleep in; but that a figure of Him, 
Big Ben, or Johnſon, ſhould find a place in the chancel of a church, in a bruiſing poſition, 
even to encounter Maſter Albones, alias Death; to me appears unſeernly. . 
This gentleman, let me obſerve however, lived eſteemed. He was a man of probity 
and learning, was an excellent magiſtrate, and died, in conſequence, much lamented. 
I have been informed that his book on the art he was fo great a patron of, he preſented 
to GEORGE the Iſt. with a manuſcript dedication. His monument has theſe lines

hour glaſſes. A number of this family lie buried here, ſome of which J will enumerate;

BUNNEY PARK HALL, 


THE feat of Sir Thomas Parkyns, Bart. ſtands adjoining the village of that name; 
6 miles from Nottingham, and 8 from Loughborough. The front of this ſeat as you 
paſs over the turnpike road to and from Nottingham has the appearance of a ruin; 
particularly that part which reſembles a tower. The annexed view is illuſtrative of this 
part of the manſion. It was ſo intolerably cold when 1 took it, that I procured per- 
miſſion from a good woman in a houſe oppoſite, to make my drawing from her chamber 
window. This circumſtance perhaps it is neceflary to mention: as it lies ſo near a great 
road, there may be more than ordinary judges to notice the view, 
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There is about this manſion ſome romantic ſcenery; the hills around are adorned with 
patches of bramble wood; and in ſome places lofty oaks and firs, which have a pretty 
effect. Sir Thomas's eſtates about this manſion are very extenſive, and in ſome parts 
woody. One eminence, on the left, as you leave this ſeat for Nottingham, is an admir- 
able ſituation, in my opinion, for a family reſidence, below which 1 is a fine and extenſive 
ſheet of water. Sir Thomas has fine covers for game: which abound with pheaſants, 
hares, woodcocks, &c. and he is favourable to the fox-chaſe, by keeping covers for the 
breed of the wiley reynard. This gentleman has been a lover of fox-hunting, and on 
every occaſion that preſents itſelf, inſtead of checking by his authority, (which reaches 
over an extenſive track of land) he endeavours to render more agreeable that moſt 
healchful and moſt eligible paſtime for men of fortune.; and I am informed that now, 
although he is, from an advanced age, prevented from accompanying the neighbouring 
pack in the chaſe, on the days of bunting near him, he 1s always dreſſed in {carlet with 
his hunting cap on, on thoſe days, and from his windows looks upon the noble chaſe, 

while in fight, with much pleaſure. _ 

The houſe is a mafly pile of building, and ſeems the vatchwork of different periods. | 
The rooms are large and lofty. It has nothing internally to recommend it to thoſe who 
delight in iſkoricat repreſentations of the pencil. A few portraits I ſaw. The dini 
parlour has a good portrait of the late Sir LT homas, by John Vanderbank, and alſo one 
of his ſecond lady. . 

The houſe was built, Jam. 1 in the late Sir Thomas s time. He alſo built 
a large cellar in the park, a quarter of a mile diſtant from the houſe, but it has never 
been uſed ſince his time. In the park beſide the fine ſheet of water, there is a long 
avenue betwixt ſorne lofty trees, which guides vour eve from 0 to a * church 
at a conſiderable diſtance. |

fifty-eight feet in length, and twenty-four feet wide, within the walls: he built the free-{chool, and four 
alms-houſes, which coſt 4ool. and which his mother endowed with 16l, per ann. allo built the vicarage 
houſe, and gave the two treble bells to the church, with this motto on them, Cantate Domino novum can- 


ticum, Which make the peal fix: and jointly with his mother, advanced 2col. to obtain as much more of 


the Queen's bounty, for augmenting the vicarage of Bunny, as is recorded on monuments erctted by 
himlelf, to the memories of himſelf and mother, in the ſaid chancel, at the eaſt end of which, he hath. 
built a large vault for himſelf and family: he alſo gave fve pounds four ſhillings per ann. to the poor 
widows and widowers of Bunny and Bradmere, to be diſtributed in bread, every Sunday, in Bunny church, 
to ſuch only that conſtantly frequent the fame, as long as able. He allo erected the manor-houlcs in Bunny, 
and Eaſl-Leal; likewiſe, a very large houle, called [7izhfield-Grange, in the parith of Cortling flock, He built 
a park wall of brick, three miles in compals, in three years, in the liberty of Bunny, all on arches, being 


tlie firſt that was built in England after that method; and fince followed by moſt eminent builders of houſes, 


and park-walls; but eſpeciaily gardeners, for the advantage of trees, ſhooting, and ſpreading their roots 
under the ſaid arches, and yielding the bigger head for the benefit of the fruit; for it is o>iervable, that the 
head is bigger, proportionable to the root. He built all the farm-houles, &c. in Bunny and Bradmere, He 
was the fiſt that brought the noble ſcience of Wreſtling into a method, as appears by a book he wrote 
upon that ſubject. He allo compiled a conciſe grammar, for the uſe of his two fons, by bis iecond lady, 
Likewiſe, for the good and benefit of his country, he wrote his Queries and Realons, way the county-hall, 
for the county of Nottingham, ſhould be built en the county ground, which he purchaled of Julius Hut- 
chinſon, Eſq. for that purpoſe, and not in the market-place in the town, and couuty of the town of Not- 
tingham, and out of the county at large, and thereby prevented their ſpoiling the fine profpett of that large 
and ſpacious market-place. He ſtudied phyſic for the good and benefit of his neighbours; and had not 
only a competent, but a perfe& and complete knowledge of all parts of the mathematics, of which he was 
a grcat lover, eſpecially architecture and ee contriving and drawing his plans without an architect. 
He acted as juſtice of the peace in King CHARLES II's reign, and ever ſince till his death, for the counties 
of Nottingham and Leiceſter, being never out of commi ſſion, but one month in King Jauxs II's reign.“

Sir Thomas Parkyns, ddeſt fon and ſucceſſor to his father, born Dec. 8, 1727, is the preſent baronet, 
who married April 7, 1747, Jane, fole daughter and heireſs of Thomas Parky ns, jon of Sampſon, and 
grandſon of the lace Sir Thomas, the ſecond baronet of this family, by whom he had iſſue one fon and 
two daughters; 1. Thomas Eoothby. born Jan. 24, 1755; 2. Jane, born Nov. 11, 1753; 9. Elizabeth, born 
Jan. g. 17:7. Sir Thomas's fril lady dying in Dec. 1760, he married, ſecondly, in 1765, Sarah, daughter 
of Daniel Smith of Bunny, Fig. by whom he has iſſue living, two lons; Frederick-Crellv, born Aug. 26, 
1767, and Samplon, born Dec. 25, 1769. Sir Thomas ſerved the office of high ſheriff in the county of 
Nottingham, in the year 1765. has been juſtice of the peace for the ſaid county ev er ſince the year 1750, 
and is deputy-lieutenant for the counties of Leiceſter and Nottingliam.“

About the year 1266, a great Suit was ended between Roger, Prior of Lenton, r. and 
Mr. Bartholomew called Tortus, Son of the Noble Knight Adam WIE, Canon of Ana- 
guin, Rector of the Church at St. George at Barton, upon the Priories paying three hun- 
dred Marks, wanting twelve, and taking his Parſonage to Farm five Years, for thirty 
two Marks per annum, © of good, new, and lawfnl Sterling Money 138. 4d. to the Mark 
to be paid in Bermondſey Houſe. The Quarrel was, they had preſented one Thomas 
Raley, whom Mr. Barthol. had been nine years in Betting out with his Apoſtolical Let- 
ters, and other Charges. | 

After the Diſſolution of Monaſteries, the Town of Nort. petitioned to have had this 
Advowſon, à. but King H. 8. Feb. 19. 34 H. 8. granted it to the Archbiſhop of York, 
and his Succeſſors, who {till enjoy it.

BARTON 


LORD SHIP is lurge, and was incloſed about 30 years ſince, the whole of which; is 
ned by Sir Gervas Clifton. It conſiſts chiefly ot a ſtiff clay, and in ſome parts it appears 
very fertile. Here is an ancient camp, by Mr. Aubrey ſuppoſed to be Britiſh. a. On 
this eminence, we are told, have been frequently found coins; but of what age we are not 
informed. Its name is Brent or Britiſp-Hill, on which is not the leaſt trace of a fortifica- 
tion remaining. The works, on the fide of the hill, which Mr. Gough notices “ in 
appearance like waves or ploughed lands, one above another, 1 in number 14 or 15, about 
half a mile long,” I think, if that very reſpectable writer was to fee, they would not 
call forth much of his attention. 
Ihe village may conſiſt of 40 dwellings, ſome of which are decently built. 

The church is dedicated to St. George, has a ſpire ſteeple, low, with three bells; and 
has 2 much better appearance without than within. The church porch has on it 1693. 
Here 1s a nave and two ſide aiſles, and a ſpacious chancel. The monuments and inſcrip- 
tions for the Sacheverels are fully noticed above by THOROTON. Here is a monument, 
ſince his time, placed to the memory, it ſays, of © That good man Joſeph Miner, M. A. 
rector of this pariſh, and official of the arch: deaconiy. His wite, it ſays, © erected this 
tablet, after baching it with a flood of tears.” He died in 1750. Among other things

How they paſſed from 
him I find not, but certain it is, thai Gerard de Rodes had them, 1 Jon. And Ralph 
de Rodes, a very great Man, was poſſeſſed of them, 6 H. 3. whoſe Son Gerard de 
Rodes, Lord of Melles, about the latter End of H. 3. or Beginning of E. 1. granted 
the Manors of Cliften and Wi,ford, and the Services of the Freeholders and Villans there, 
and at Barton, to Sir Gervaſe de Clifton, reſerving 3ol. per Annum Rent; which after- 
waras he alſo releaſed. And John de Beaulu likewiſe releaſed the Manors of Milford 
and Clifton to the ſaid Sir Gervaſe, which were fold to him the ſaid Sir Ger vaſe, by Sir 
Gerard de Rodes. King EpwarD the Firſt, a. in the ninth Year of his Reign, reciting the 
Deed of the ſaid Sir Gerard confirmed it. Gervale, Son of Gervaſe de Cliſton, was 
Seneſchal in this Gerard's Time. 

This worthy family therefore which held Lands here, and had their Name from their 
Reſidence at this Place, and ſometimes at Milford, muſt not till this Time pretend to be 
Lords of it, notwithſtanding the received Tradition, and old Parchment Writing, im 
porting that Sir Alvered de Clifton, Knight, was Lord of the Manor of Jilfcrd, and 
Guardian of the Caſtle at Note. in the Time of William Peverelh and his lon Sir Robert 
de Clifton, after him in like Manner. 

There is no manor of Milford in Doomſday Book, and King WILLIAM, or > William 
Peverell built the Caſtle of Nozr. himſelf, and dwelt in it, and his Son after him; yet 'tis 
not unlike but that they nt have ſome conſiderable 15 ruſt or Efe mem under the 
Peverells. 

_ Gervas de Clifton 1 and mentioned in \ the Time of H. 2. who it ſcems had a Daughter 
named Cecily, the Wife of Roger de Creſſi, b. who 3 Jog. claimed Dower againſt William 

de Creſſi, who gave an Account of Twenty Marks, and a Palfrey, to de juſtly, and 
according to the Cuſtom of England, brought off from it; but ſhe in the ſame Pipe 
Roll is faid to owe forty Marks, and one Palfrey for having her reaſonable Dower out 
of the Freehold of her tad Hufband 1 in Nottinghamſhire, and that he ſhould not be com- 
Pelled to mary:

which ſaid Robt. gave to the ſaid Y ſmania the Land which was his Uncle s Richard Barionas 
in Gedling and Stoke, during her Life. Gervaſe, Son of Gervaſe de Clifton, d. 5 H. 3. Was 
. in Priſon for Robbery: Sir Gervaſe de Clifton, Knight, this Man's Son and 
Succeſſor in his Lands here, mult be accounted a principal Advancer of this Family, for 

he purchaſed the Manors of Cie and Iilferd, as before is ſhewn, and the Manor of 
Broughtcn, Sulney of John, Son of Alvered de Solent, who in the ſixth Year of E. r. 
levied a Fine to him of eight Virgats of Land there, which Adam de St. Lo, and Sibyl 
his Wife held in Dower of his Inheritance. This Sir Gervas was Sheriff of Nott. and 
Derd. ꝙ E. 1. and 13 E. 1. and 20 E. 1. e. the Sheriff of Net. and Derb. was com-

Sir Robert his Son, being then above thir ty Years of Age, 
who married Alice, the Siſter of William Bothe, Archbiſhop of York, and begun to 
found the College dedicated to the Holy Trinity, at Clifton, but died April 9, 18 E. 4, 
before he had accompliſhed his Deſign; yet his Son Sir Gervaſe rehgiouſly performed

4. the 
Manors of Ratcliff-0n-Sore, in this County, and all the Lands which were Henry Duke 

of Buckingham's, in Ratcliff and Kingſton, and in Kegworth, in Leiceſterſhire; the Manor 
of Overton-Longvile, in the County of Hunt. together with the Advowſon of the Church 
which Sir Roger Tocote's, of Bromebam, Knt. lately forfeited; and the Manor of Dal- 
bury, and Dalbury Lyes, with the Advowſon of the Church, and all the Lands there, 
and at Etwell, and Wirkeſworth, in the County of Darby, and which were late Henry 
Duke of Exeter's. About 22 E. 4. this Sir Gervas married to his ſecond Wife Agnes, 
the Daughter of Conſtable, of Flamborougb, the Widow of Sir Walter Griffith, 
and his ſecond Son Sir Gervaſe, to Agnes, the Daughter of the ſaid Sir Walter Griffith, | 
and the ſaid Agnes. His firſt Son and Heir Robert, was a Clergyman, as was Robert 
his Uncle, who was Archdeacon of the Eaſt-Riding of Yorkſbire. Upon the aforeſaid 
Marriage, he ſettled Jan. 10, 22 E. 4. on Mr. Robert Bothe, Cler. Dean of York, 
William Conſtable, Cler. William Rokeſhaw, Cler. Stephen Capendale, Cler. Robert 
| Yole, Cler. and Thomas Orſton the Manors of Clifton, Milford, and Broughton Sulney, with 
the Advowſons of all the Churches, the Sete of Hodagſat, viz. Hodſac, Holme, Oulecotes, 
Harmeſton, Flithorp,. Stirap, Letwell,, and Gildenweles in this County, ſo that he was not 
ſeized of any when he died, which was 12 May, 6 H. 7. his Son the faid Sir Gervaſe 
being then about thirty Years of Age, by the Inquiſition taken at Blith, 3o of October 
before Thomas Hunt, Eſchaet. 7 H. To Another Inq. taken at Newark, 21 H. 7. faith 
he died 5 H. 7. on Aſcenſion Day.

8. called Gervaſe who proved an excellent Perſon, and of great Authority both in Peace 
and War, and was ſo courteous, that he was generally ſtiled Gentle Sir Gervaſe. His 
firſt Wife was Mary, Daughter of Sir John Nevile of Chete in Yorkſhire, by whom he 
had Elizabeth married to Sir Peter Frechevile of Sravely in Darbyſhure ; ; his ſecond.

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This Gervaſe was certainly more gentle than his Grandfather, being generally the 
moſt noted Perſon of his Time for Courteſy, he was very proſperous and beloved of all. 
He generouſly, hoſpitably, and charitably entertained all, from the King to the poor- 
eſt Beggar. He ſerved eight Times in Parliament; he was Knight of the Shire in King 
Jamss's Time, and in his preſent Majeſty's King CHARLES 2. He was Commiſſioner 
at Oxford and Newars for King CHARLESs the Firſt. He was an extraordinary kind Land- 
lord, and good Maſter. Huſband to ſeven Wives, the firſt was the beautiful Penelope, 
Daughter of Robert Earl of Warwick and Penclope his Wife, (howbeit Ch. Blount Lord 
Mountjoy, Earl of Devonſhire paid her Portion) ſhe was Mother of the wretched unfor- 
tunate Sir Gervas his Father's greateſt Foil; ſhe died Oct. 26, 1613, aged 23 Years, 
The ſecond was Frances, Daughter of Francis Earl of Cumberland, and Griſilda his 
Counteſs: ſhe brought him 1. Margaret, who was firſt married to Sir John South.— 
2. To -— Whitchcote; and 3. to Sir Robert Carey.—2. Frances, firſt Wife of Richard 
Tempeſt; 2. of Anthony Eyr.—3.

His Port and Hoſpitality exceeded very many of the Nobility, and his conti- 
muance in it moſt men, being almoſt fourſcore Years Lord of this Place, of a ſound Body, 
and a cheerful facetious Spirit; yet in his latter Time timorous, ſo that his laſt Part was 
Miracle enough to convert an Atheiſt, to ſee his Chriſtianity ſo lar prevail over his Na- 
ture, that without the leaſt Shadow of Fear, unwearied with Pain, Grief, or Sickneſs, he 
left the choiceſt Things of this World with as great Pleafure as others enjoy them. 
He received from me the certain Notice of his near approaching Death, as he was 
wont to do an Invitation of good Friends to his own Bowling-Green, (one of the moſt 
pleaſant imaginable) and thereupon immediately called for his old Chaplain Mr. Robert 
Thirleby, to do the Office of his Confeſſor, as if it had been to attend him to that Re- 
creation he often uſed and loved, and when he had done with him, for his Children, 
whom Patriarch like he particularly bleſſed and admoniſhed, with the Smartneſs and In- 
genuity of an excellent and well-ſtudied Orator.

IT has been ſhewn by THoxoroN that the Clifton family have long held this manor... 
It was incloſed about the year 1765. It contains rather more than 1200 acres. 

The village conſiſts of about 30 dwellings, . ſhaded with tall trees. Mr. Marſhall in- 
forms us that a Joſeph Allen of this place, raiſed himſelf high in reputation from a plow- 
boy to an eminent ſheep-breeder; and was the firſt man who diſtinguiſhed himſelf in 
the midland diſtrict as a breeder. This place ſtands about 3 miles S. W. of Nottingham. 

The Church is dedicated to St. Mary, has a nave and two ſide aiſl-s, and two cemeteries 
or croſs aiſles. It has a tower ſteeple, ſeen in the view of Clifton Hall, with four bells.. 
Ac: the altar is part of an old painting of our Saviour bearing his croſs. In the Church 


windows are ſome fragments of painted glaſs. Here is a Vault for the Clifton family, in- 


which lie many of Sir Gervas's Anceſtors. Date over the entrance 1632. In it is a very 
ancient lead coffin formed, or ſhaped, to receive the head and ſhoulders of its inhabitant. . 
Here alſo I obſerved a heavy piece of lead, made in the form of a heart, I was told it 
contained the heart of. one of the family who died abroad. The monuments are pretty 
generally noticed above by THOROTONY. But he has given no repreſentations of the fine 
braſſes in this Church. I have copied them from the originals, and they are given in 
plate 6. J. T. The lady, Ne. 4, is now near the altar with no inſcription,.. nailed upon a 
board; perhaps the ſecond inſcription given by LyoroTon. belonged to it. Ne. 1. belongs 
to his third Church inſcription, The youth, Ne. 2, repreſents George Clifton Eſq. ſon:

STANDS on à rock of alabatter. curiouſly inlaid, in many places, with bezariful | 


fpar; and adorned, on the Trent fide, with extenſive plantations. You are led to 
this delightful ſpot, from Nottingham, through an avenue of trees a mile in length, 
upon gentle ſwells of the earth, which happily deſtroy that formal line which would 
have been ſhewn upon a level ſurface, Below, the filvery Trent meanders. 
From this bank, you. have a bird's eye view of that river, and its delightful meadows. 


Here WWellaton-Hall, Nottingham, and its Caſtle, are pleaſing objects. Here tradition. 
ſays, the Clifton Beauty, who was debauched and murdered by her ſweetheart, Was 


hurled down the precipice into her watery grave: the place is ſhewn you, and it has 
been long held. in veneration by lovers.. Apreeable muſt be the ſhady walk above; or 
below upon the water's brink, © To thoſe who ſeek the ſhade and the covert to meet 


returns of tenderneſs and love.” Here the black bird and the thruſh whiſtle through the 


day and the little red breaſt, in the evening, ſings the creation to calm repoſe in plain- 
tive ſong.. Here commerce is wafted from ſhore to ſhore, aud. AGUA Aoats for the 
reciprocal benefit of the human race. 

Where I took my view of Clifton-Hall, the houſe detached from every other ider. 
ation appears in elegant. It gives you the back part of the Eouſe; which correſponds but 
little with the delightful £ ſcenery around it. What a ſituation for a caſtle, or a temple- 
form of magnitude! I took the view upon the ſhoals of the Trent, where it bends ſud- 


denly from the clift; and where you ſee the river fore ſhortened in a right line with this 


dwelling. Here all is magnificence to your ſight; but Chfton- Hai, Iollaton-Hall, Nut- 
Hall, or even the humble imitation of a ruin at Bunney, would look nobly here. One 
little object, the ſummer-houſe, is an agreeable break in this line of beauty. 

The Tk goodneſs of Sir Gervaſe Clifton's heart will readily excuſe the liberty I 


have taken in theſe crude remarks. My obſervations, undigeſted as they may be, 
are dictated by the preſent moment; flattery and ſtudied cenſure are alike ſtrangers to

In the courſe of the morning ſeve- 
ral perſons were ſafely conducted over the Trent in it, till about ten o'clock, when 


eleven men and women got into the boat to be ferryed over the Trent; the wind then 
blowing hard, the river rather unuſually high, with a rapid current, rendered the boat 
ſoon unmanageable, and forced it at length, with ſuch violence againſt the ferry chain, 


that it inſtantly overſet, and ſix of the unhappy people were drowned; three belonged 
to Clifton, and three to Wilford, More would have been ſaved, it was then thought, 
had it not been for the imprudence of a man on ſhore, who wiſhed to be ſerviceable : 
He let down the terry chain, by which ſome of the poor ſufferers had hold, and they

There is a Church-like Chapel in the Town, but the Pariſh Church ſtands in the 
Field, and is called Flawforth Church, betwixt the Towns of Edwalton, Plumptre, Keg- 
worth, Boney, and Bradmere, whereof ſome Parts of the three laſt are belonging to 
the Pariſh, It was Parcel of the Poſſeſſions of St. John's of Jeruſalem, and the Tythes 
being thereunto appropriate, are ſold as divers Portions in the ſeveral Townſhips.

STANDS within five miles of Nettingham, ſomewhat on an elevation near the 
turnpike road from Loughborough, The Lordſhip contains 2900 acres of land, in- 


cloſed in 1768. The principal proprietor is Sir Thomas Parkyns, Bart. who is Lord 


of the Manor. The great tythes are in the hands of the Devonſhire Family. _ 
The Village conſiſts of upwards of 130 dwelling houſes, a ſchool, and a Quaker's 


meeting. Charles Skrymſher Boothby, Eſq. has a hunting feat, in this place. Mr. 


Breedon, alſo, who. is honored with hs third place, in Mr. Marſhall's arrangement 
of capital ram breeders, of the Diſhley blood, in the midland counties, reſides here. 
Mr. Breedon, and Mr. Buckley, of Normanton on Soar, who are allo particularly noticed 
by Mr. Marſhall, were the firſt breeders who were emboldened to give Mr. Bake-- 
well one hundred guineas for a third portion of the ſervices of a ram for one ſeaſon. 
Mr. Marſhall advances, that Nattinghamſhire takes the lead in the improvement of 
ſheep, in the midland diſtrict; perhaps it may be owing, in ſome meaſure, to Mr. 
Breedon letting his ſhearling rams go to eaſy rides of twenty or thirty ewes each; 
which is a kind of nurſery for his rams at that age, and it extends and improves 
More haſtily the much eſteemed Diſpley breed. In this neighbourhood It is not un- 
trequent to hear of lamb hogs, a year old, ſell for 308. or a guinea and a half each. 
It 1s the opinion of a friend. of mine, = has made uſe of Mr. Breedon's rams 
theſe laſt ſix years, that no breed at preſent, will pay more money for the food they 
eat in a given time, or get fat in a leſs. My friend who is not an ordinary grazier, . 
or obſerver of things, aſſerts that the opinions of many are erroneous reſpecting the 
wool of this breed of ſheep, by ſaying, that, in that article, they are deficient, he 
aſſerts, with ſome confidence, that, They produce more wool by the acre, than 


any other breed of ſheep.” 


James Clift, a weaver of this place, by dint of application to the intricate ſtudy oſ 
the mathematics, has, on may occaſions, ſhewn himſelf a man of underſtanding by 


his anſwers in the magazines to rnathematical queſtions. 


The ſchogl in this Place was founded by Mr. James Peacock, citizen of Lond: n;

maſter has a houſe to live in, and his ſalary amounts to about zol. per annum. The 
ſame gentleman left to the poor of this place, weekly, one dozen and a half of wheater, 
bread, to thoſe who attended divine ſervice on the ſabbath. By the good manage 
ment of the truſt however, who are houſe-dwellers in this village, it now amounts to 
four dozen and a half weekly. . 125 
A curious circumſtance happened here about ten years ſince. The vicar ſent a 
curate to officiate in the pariſh whoſe character (I cannot ſay how deſervedly) ſtocd 
not fair. On the feaſt Sunday, in conſequence (I can ſafely ſay not lawfully) the pariſh- 
ioners engaged another clergyman to perform divine ſervice. The chapel was full 
of people, which is uſual on the feaſt Sunday. At the ſame juncture of time, both 
clergymen began the ſervice, the vicar's curate in the deſk, and the other in the 
nave of the church. An indecent altercation ſoon took place, during which time the 
churchwardens ſervants pulled the curate out of the deſk; then the other clergyman con- 
tinued and ended the ſervice in the uſual way. After moſt of the congregation had left 
the chapel the curate re-entered the deſk. peaceably, and began the ſervice where he had 
been interrupted, which he continued to the end. „ „ 
This chapel or church has a nave, ſide aiſle, and a low ſpire with 6 deep. toned bells. It 
was repaired in 1718. And the burial ground conſecrated about 15 years ago. The 
| firſt perſon buried therein was the late Mr. William Breedon, eldeſt brother of Mr. I. 
Breedon of this place. The moſt proper uſe of the materials of. F/awford Church was 
made in fencing this burial ground. | 5 


Flawford church, to which this was a chapel of eaſe formerly, was dedicated to St. 
Peter, and ſtood within a mile eaſtwardly of Ruddrngion; but now is totally deſtroyed. In 
an old memorandum book, ſhewn me by the clerk of Nuddingten, which was kept by an 
old ſchoolmaſter; is this entry. Saturday June 12th, 1773, Flauford Church was de- 
moliſhed by colliers.” The biſhop it ſeems had given leave to have it taken down. 
it being in a very ruinous ſtate, and not a dwelling of the village remaining. In conſe- 
quence ſome colliers were engaged to undermine it and throw it down, which was ef- 
feed with eaſe, for after the firſt day's labor in undermining the walls it fell in the ſucceed- 
ing night. The following paragraph appeared in the No!772gham paper about the time 
of its deſtruction. „ 3 e ret 

« The venerable church of Flareford, ſituated in the middle of Ruddingten field, and ſup- 
poſed to have been built by the Saxons in the firſt ages of Chriſtianity, for the joint uſe of 
the ſeveral towns then ſurrounding it, being in very bad repair, and in danger of falling, 
an order has been obtained from the Archbiſhop's court at Yerk, for taking it down; and 
workmen have for ſome time been employed. in deſtroying the church, with its remark - 
able monuments of antiquity; and for ſeveral evenings together, the cottagers of the vil- 
lage have amuſed themſelves, to the number of 30 or 40 at a time, with drawing wag- 
gons loaded with ſtone, containing near three tons, from the ſpot where the fabric ſtood, 

to a brook near two miles diſtant, which ſeparates the pariſhes of Ruddington and Gotham, 
for the purpoſe. of building a bridge, which will be very uſeful in wet ſeaſons. Divine 
ſervice, and all other rites of the church, are now to be celebrated at the chapel in Rud- 
dingtin,” | 

Sour 3 years before this time, 18 or 20 feet of the ſpire fell, which in fome meaſure 
haſtened its final diſſolution, and what is remarkable, a little before that time a fox was 
diſcovered in the ſteeple with a litter of cubs,

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In the village of Ruddington I faw ſome of its s materials, which were e appropriated to 
nnd the roads, make pig-ſtyes, and mend horſe-blocks. Grave-ſtones lie there in farm- 
yards, and ſome ſerve as bridges over ſink-heles in the ſtreets. 
Dunblain chapel was a cemetery to Flawford:church, and was built by the following odd 
circumſtance, (ſays oral tradition) a ſwine-herd's boy of a happy countenance was placed 
near the church to tend pigs; a gentleman coming by queſtioned him reſpeCting his pa- 
rents and ſituation” of life, who at length, by fair promiſes, perſuaded the boy to go away 
with him, broughthim up and made him His heir at his death. Many years afterwards he 
came back in the habits of a gentleman, and found his parents dead, and buried on the 
outſide of the church. He, in conſequence, ordered a tomb to be placed over their 
graves, with both their figures upon it, with a cur dog at their feet and walled it in, which 
was ever afterwards called Dunblain's chapel, the name ofthe boy* $ See I HOROTON' S 
account of this Thapel, or 3 as he calls it, above.

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The chancel of this church belonged to the Devonſhire family, and was not deſtroyed 
with the church. In the year 1779, as the workmen were taking up the chancel floor, 
they diſcovered the figures and took them from their hiding place with care. They were 
doubtleſs hidden at or about the time of the reformation, by ſome pious cathohe to pre- 
vent their deſtruction by the fanatics of the day, in hopes that ſome favorable occurrence 
might bring about the ancient forms of worſhip. 

The middle fig. is doubtleſs a fine repreſentation of a Biſhop. Fig. 1. is, as doubeleGs, i in- 
tended for the Virgin Mary and the child Jeſus. But fig. 3. reputed to be St. Peter 
might be intended to repreſent, as well, the founder or foundreſs of the church; „ the 
face to me is feminine, and the child praying at its feet is an emblem of devotional inno- 
cence. The two ſubjoining accounts of this diſeovery, &c. are taken from the Nottingham 
Journal; the firſt Feb. 27, 1779, and the other March 13th, in the fame year. 5 

« Laſt week as workmen were digging up the foundation of Flauford church, in this 
neighbourhood, which was lately taken down,. they found three images of alabaſter, un- 
der the chancel, about two feet in length; one is ſuppoſed to repreſent the Virgin Mary 
ſuckling a child: there are no rays encircled, but a coronet over it; the ſecond a Biſhop, 
with a mitre on his head, and a crofier in his hand; the other 1s ſuppoſed to be the ef- 
figy of a Saxon prince. This church was dedicated to St. Peter, and we are informed 
that William Babington, Lord of the Manor of Ruddington, founded a chantry in this 
church, in the chapel of St. Andrew, and three chaplains to pray for the eſtate of. King 
Henry the Sixth, and his Queen, and Prince Edward, himſelf, wife, and for the fouls of 
all them that he was held bound to in the Sight of God. In this Church there has been 
many ancient monuments no doubt, of great note formerly;----fome conſiderable ones 
were remaining both in the chancel and fourth aiſle, part whereof ſeem to imply, that the 
perſons to whom they belonged have been either actually engaged in the Holy Wars, or 
had ſome vows upon them to go to it, their effigies lying croſs-legged. 

«The account given in this paper of the 17th ult. ot the images found under the altar 
piece at Flawford church in this neighbourhood, being ſome what deficient, we preſume 
the following. further particulars will not prove unacceptable to the lovers of antiquity :. 
The figures are made of alabaſter,. and the firſt found was a little defaced. by the work- 
men; is s ſuppoſed to be a ſtriking repreſentation of the Virgin Mary, with a crown on her 
head, and the child: Jeſus on her right arm, clothed in robes of various colours, ſculp- 
tured with. great art, and ſtrikes the beholder with wonder and admiration : The child 
| hath. its hands on her right breaſt, which is bare, and the hair of her head, (as alſo that of 
the child) is richly ornamented with gold; her ſhoes are ſharp toed; and ſne meaſures in 
height about 2 feet 4 inches. The next image is a repreſentation of St. Peter, habit- 
ed in robes of variegated colours, with two keys hanging on his right hand; and hold- 
ing in his left, the model of a church in the ſhape of a crofs;. a triple crown on his 


| head; and at his feet a ſmall figure in a. ſupplicating poſture; a label has gone forth 


from his mouth, but the head and label are broke off; and meaſures 2 feet 8 inches in 
height. The other figure plainly indicates the repreſentation of a Biſhop, the croſier 
in his left hand, and mitre on his head, do confirm this ſuppoſition; his right hand is 
erect; there is a ring on his ſecond finger; and this beautiful ſtatue meaſures 3 feet 2 
inches i in height.“ 

« It is very probable that this" figure may repreſent St. Paulinus, St. John of Beverley, 
or ſome one or other of the Archie piſcopal See of 2 ork, as it was found under the bore — 
wacr 4 
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where the altar ſtood; and it may reaſonably be ſuppoſed, that ſome zealous prieſt, at the 


time of the ſuppreſſion of monaſteries in 1536, in King Henry the Eighth's reign, con- 


cealed theſe beautiful images from the mobs, who at that time infeſted this country.

By the favor of Mr. Breedon of Ruddington, who lives under the Devonſhire family, 
I have the figures in my poſſeſſion. A more proper place might be perhaps in Ruddingtcn 
church; but rooted prejudices, I fear, would not be favorable to their preſervation there. 
Catholic relics the vulgar have been long taught to look upon as diabolical; conſequent- 
ly they might be in danger of being defaced by fome ruthleſs arms of ſtrength, at war 


with every religious ſect but his own; or elſe, ſurely, they might long remain in this reli- 
gious ſanctuary, as inoffenſive to the eſtabliſhed religion as the rock from whence they

Herr were two Manors in Plumpire in the Time of King EpDwarD, before the 

Norman Invaſion, which VIfac and Godric had rated to the public Geld for twelve

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At Hicklin, we are informed by Caupzx, was a Roman Station: It lies at the 
diſtance of about 33 miles from Willoughby, the Vernometum of the Romans, and 22 
from the Foſſe-Road. In May, 1771, a farmer ploughing in the field, ſtruck upon an 
urn, which he found to contain a number of Roman coins, ſome of them the age of 
Veſpaſian. 

« The ſilver medals,” ſays Mr. Merry of Nottingham, 2. «“ found in the field of 
Hicklin, about 15 miles from Nottingham, were turned up by the plough. The Rev. 
Mr. Morris, miniſter of that place, was well verſed in medals, and left. at his death a 
good collection, which his widow diſpoſed of to a printer of Netzimgham, who publiſhed 
a catalogue of them, and they were ſold, I have been informed, (continues Mr. Merry) 
by the farmer's fon who found the medals, that there were near 200, and by ſhewin 
him ſome of the very pieces, he ſaid that they were all of that ſize and ſort, which 

were Denarii. In Mr. Morris's collection there were a few conſular medals, one De- 
narius of Julius Cæſar, ſome of Auguſtus and Tiberius, and the reſt of different ſuc- 
ceeding Emperors; but I do not know that ſo great a variety was found at Hicklin.” 
On my viſit to this part of the county, I journeyed over the FOSSE, which lies 
between Hicklin and Willoughby, at the expence of ſome time and labour. The plan 
of that memorable route, page 73, was laid down more from appearances than from 
any mathematical rule; and what follows is more a deſcription of its preſent ſtate, than 
an endeavour to counteract opinions of former writers on the ſubject. 

The portion of the Route I paſſed, was from Newark, in this county, to High Croſs, 
in Leiceſterſhire. Theſe places are ſituate from each other about 47 miles, which diſtance 
contains a part of the military Roman work, undertaken by one of the Antonines, when 
this country was under the dominion of the Romans. The whole route, from Landon 
to Lincoln, 156 miles, is deſcribed in tke corner of the plate. 

The great Caupx imagined, that the world would laugh at his ſeeming. folly, tra- 
velling che Watling-ſtreet-road,. (another Roman labor) © purpoſely to ſeek out towns 
of ſpecial memory.” If it thus happened to that celebrated. antiquary, what muſt I 
expect who undertook this journey, through mire and clay, in the month of October. 
I cannot ſay that I was urged to my undertaking from ſuch laudable motives, becauſe 
the Roman towns from Newark, are now pretty well aſcertained. It muſt be allowed, 
however, that very many men have written of things concerning theſe itinera who have 
never ſeen them, others have ſeen them, like myſelf, partially, and have particulariſed 
the whole. 

The paſſing of nearly 1600 years, we may readily conceive, muſt OR left the courſe - 
of theſe memorable labors, miſhapen and much diminiſhed. Encroachment, dictated | 
by avarice, has deſtroyed much of its comelineſs; yet notwithſtanding, in many parts, 
it remains a monument of honor and high antiquity : its courſe, the diſtance I have 
paſſed, may be traced with eaſe, even where the Lord of power, has by incloſure, called 
it his own. The plan laid down will ſhew the reader at one view, the courſe it takes, 
and will ſerve allo as 2 reference to the remarks which follow. | | 

Newark, {ſuppoſed by ſome to be the Roman AD-PONTEM, lies on the Foſs from 
Lincoln. Some of the learned have in vain ſtruggled to fix Ad-pontem at Newark, and 
others at Southwell. Arguments, it mult be allowed, are more in favor of the latter

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than the former, although Southevell lies at more than the diſtance of 3 miles from the 
Trent. At Southwell Roman coins, and Roman pottery, have been found; but at New- 
ark (which was built ſo late as the reign of King STEPHEN) no ſuch rokens of age 
and conſequence have been found. 

The road from Newark to Therp-bar, at the diſtance of about ; 4 miles, is ſpacious, on 
a level country, paſſing through the lordſhips of Farnden, to Thcrpe-lane-end. Nearly 
oppoſite to Thorp-bar, you are in view of Southwe!/ Minſter, on the righty. over the 
Trent, which ſerpentines delightfully hereabouts. Here, we are told, was formerly a 
bridge over the Trent to Seuthwvell; but now not a veſtige of it remains; near which 
ſtood, it is imagined, a ſmall ſtation, as a protection to the paſſage. At Stoke, a little 
further on the road, perhaps half a mile, there is every appearance of the ſcite of a 
large ancient building, which might eaſily command the bridge. It is on a bold emin- 
ence, near the church, and overlooks the Trent, Sir George Bromley's feat is within 
a few paces of the church. The ground on the ſummit of this eminence, lies in ridges 
over more than an acre of land; it is an admirable ſituation for a caſtle, and commands 

a great extent of country. It is now called the Hall Cloſe; and places adjoining to it 
are called (for why nobody knows) Stoke-red-gutter, and the Blind-mare's-fteps. Neither 
Newark nor Scuthwell anſwers, with reſpect to diſtance, ſo well as this place for Ad- 
pontem. The place where the bridge ſtood over the Trent, to Scuthwell, anſwers nearly. 
The eminence at Stoke, and the place where the bridge ſtood have an eaſy communi- 
cation. 

Great part of the road, between Stoke and Eaſt-Bridgeſerd, retains its ancient 1 ve- 
nerable tokens of furrowed age: the gorſe and the wild-thorn ſpring from the unculti- 
vated ſoil, by the ſides of the road, luxuriantly; and in ſome places the ſpreading oaks 
ſhade your paſſage, and intercept your ſight. Deprived of the fight of diſtant objects, 
one could ſcarcely help contemplating on the woody ſcenery with which this country 
abounded, when the Roman Legions made theſe memorable paſſages through the 
the very heart of 1t. 

No prepoſſeſſions, no habitual prejudices, in favor of this or that opinion, can rob 
Eaft-Bridgeford of its Roman honors. Here you have the moſt indiſputable proofs of 
antiquity : An ancient encampment, the name of Barrow, which a place in the field 
retains, the diſcovery of Roman coins (one of which was a Veſpaſian) and Roman 
pottery; the diſtance from Willougbiy, the next ſtation, agreeing exactly with the route, 
upon the whole, are ſuch ſtr ong and convincing evidences that will admit of no objec- 
tion to the almoſt general opinion, that Ea/t-Bridgeford was the MARGIDUN UM of 
the Romans. 

The road from the Foſſe to the village, is in a right line, very ſpacious, at the diſtance 
of about half a mile. The village, or rather the lanes leading to it, are a labyrinth, 
the way I entered it. The numerous paſſages, open to the more numerous incloſures 
abe the village, miſguide you : the trees in the hedge-rows are lofty, many, and 
meet cach other, which make the paſſages gloomy and mury, and ſome of them almoſt 
1mpaſſable. 

From a kind of clift, near the church, you command extenſive proſpects of an open 
country, over the Trent; near which commences the upper Foſſe-Way, marked in the 
plan. I doubt not but moſt ſtations, which lay at any diftance from the road, had a 
leſs frequented paſſage for nearneſs, in a line from the ſtation to the main road; the 
ame thing occurs at Lęicſter. | In

In enquiring for coins, or other tokens of antiquity, diſcovered at Eaſtbridzeford, the fol- 
lowing ſingular relation was given me: At a place near, called Caſtle-hill, partly upon 
the main Foſſe-Road, oppoſite to the village, a labouring man of that place, by dig- 

ing, diſcovered an earthen pot full of coins, (nobody could tell me whether they were 
thoſe of Emperors or Kings) from which circumſtance he grew ſuddenly rich, or rather, 
he left off his humble calling, and turned banker in the ſmall way, for J am told he lets 
out his money to working men, in ſums of half-crowns, ſhillings and ſixpences, at a 
certain intereſt per week. However I cannot learn that he has intruſted any one with the 
particulars of his good-foxtune, which is ſeen and moſt probably envied by his fellows; 
for he lives with no other viſible means of exiſtence than by that of his little hank, I was 
in company with one of the oldeſt men in the village, who ſaid that he had heard of 5 
coins, &c. being found, at or near Eaſtbridgeford, but had never ſeen any. 
Hence, the Rev. Mr. Anderſon, vicar of St. Nicholas, Leiceſter, (who had for ſome 
time wiſhed for an opportunity of. viſiting the Foſſe, and on that account accompanied me 

this journey) and I travelled to Bingham, 2 little way farther, which: 1nchnes about a 
mile and a half from the Foſſe road; here we ſlept that night, and next morning continu- 
ed our route towards J/illoughby Vernometum. The road from Newark to Bingham 1s all 
gravelled; but from Binghom we found it, in many places, very indifferent: in ſome 
parts the old pack-horſe path is fill viſible and uſeful, in others it is covered with graſs. 
When you have travelled.a mile or two, the country on the left opens delightfully to view. 
Belvoir-Caſtle as a diſtant object, with extenſive vallies at its vaſe, fits as a noble creſt, 
upon a broad ſhield. About four miles from Bingham, on che other ſide, Nottingham, 

Wellaton-Hall, Sc. are pleaſing near objects. 
Near. Cotgrave, it ſhould be remembered, ſomo very n mind has juſt cauſed 
two horrid pits to be made, right acroſs the Foſſe road, at the diſtance from each other 
only about five yards. They were ſunk, J was told, to get lime-ſtone, to mend the 
roads in the.new.incloſuxe. They are 4quare and ſteep to tlie depth of eight feet; a tra- 
veller, in the night, could ſcarcely avoid falling into one of them, in which caſe his horſe 
and ſelf muſt inevitably periſh, I hope before this caution meets the public eye, that the 
author of ſuch an indiſcreet act will be made ſenſible of the danger that awaits a night- 


traveller, that ſome preventative may be applied to ſecurt thoſe from danger who may 
have occaſion to pals that way. ; 
Near Lodge-houſe, now F ree-Maſon's- Arms, a little beter on, the following Lord- 
ſhips join: Owthorp, Kinhalton, Cotgrave, and Stanten: Clipſton and Widmerpoole nearly. 
Beyond the lodge, the Foſſe puts on a broad venerable feature: the autumnal hue on 
.the oaks and on the edges, on cach fide, which bound the F oſſe, correſpond happily 


with our ideas of its 


Willoughby, the VERNOMETUM of the Romans, hes with" a bend from the Foſſe 
about a mile; but it is not now ſo eaſily to be traced as at the laſt ſtation in this route. 

Nor are there at Willoughby thoſe . diſtinct and expreſſive marks of an entrenchment, or 
other military tokens which are fo viſible at Egſ-Bridgeſord. But here alſo the diſtance 
from Leiceſter, the eminence overslooking the brook, the moſaic pavements and coins 


found, mentioned by Stukely, are nene ſufficient to eſtabliſh a belief, that I illoug bu 
was the Yernometum of Antonine. 


Between Willoughby and edge ill is a conſiderable curve in the road; but doubtleſs 
accaſioned by the viſible encroachments thereabouts; for further on, the Foſſe extends in 


breadth 
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breadth 200 yards, and here not 100 over. Near Seg's-Hill, it is the broadeſt conſi- 
derably between Newark and High Cre/s, Within a little way of Seg's-Hill ſix lordſhips 


meet, viz. Ragdale, Old-Dalby, Willoughby, Burton, Seagrave, and Thrufington. Seg * 


Hill is in the pariſh of Dalby; and it has been judged by ſome to have been a ſmall 
ſtation: a thing not uncommon upon the Roman roads near a grand ſtation, which lay 
{ſomewhat from the main road. 

About a mile hence, you ſee all that is eminent in Leicgſterſbire to much advantage; 
the Foreſt hills form a grand line, linked to Budden-Mood; on the other hand Burrow- 
Hill, in a range of elevated eminences, appeared chained to Bilfden-Copley. The vil- 
lage churches,. underneath, fit in the happieſt order behind each other, backed by the 
handſome tower of Melton-Mowiray. he churches are ſeen to ent e about 
Iphruſington. 

The paſſage of the Foſſe, near Ratcli 8 is very ſtraight but une ven; 
you paſs over ſeveral lofty fwells of the earth. Near which is the Daniſh TUMULUS 
in this lordſhip, mentioned by Mr. Cart. The ground near is formed, on one fide, not 
unlike the Rawdikes at TLeicgter (a memorable Roman labor), bnt Probably not a 
Work of art. 
Between this place and Syſton, you have ſome extenſive. valley-views, diverſified with : 
_ things lovely: Queneborougb's beautiful ſpire is not the leaſt ſo amongſt them. At the 
extremity of Syſton meadow, you paſs over an old tone bridge, which ſpans the Meat, 

which ſeems to have wintered many a rough and ſtormy blaſt; it is now on its decrepid . 
ſtumps ; but moſt probably not Roman. In Syſton liberty, through which the Foſſe 
paſſeth, you find this Roman work ſtrangely mutilated; the gripe of violence and 
power has ſeized it, and left the ſhadow for the ſubſtance: it is Narrowed. to a ſlender 
lane, the moſt filthy that ever man paſſed. 

Hence we continued our route over the nether Foſſe-road, through 7 hrumaſton to 

Leiceſter, the RATA of the Romans. The other road ſhewn in the engraving, . 
continues in a ſtraight line over the Soar, by Birſtal, Belgrave, and Leiceſter Abbey, to - 
Danets Hall, which is much croſſed by other roads near Leiceſter, and diminiſhed in 
moſt places much by encroachments. 

It would be endleſs to attempt to ſhew, and vanity in me to endeavour to prove, in 
this place, the high antiquity of Leiceſter. It is the undoubted and now generally ac- 

knowledged Ratæ in this route. Roman coins, found at Leicgſter, are innumerable, . 
fragments of moſaic pavement, and Roman pottery, are dug up, frequently. Founda- 
tions of ſtrong, almoſt impenetrable walls, made of Foreſt ſtone, are frequently diſco- - 

vered, lying in all directions at. great depths; ſome of them right acroſs the preſent: 
ſtreets, in that part of the town near the river. The Raw-dikes juſt without the town; 

Jewry- wall within, and the military ſtone, diſcovered- a few years ſince, . ſuppoſed fa”. 
retain the oldeſt inſcription in Britair, are viſible and ſtanding monuments of its Roman 
antiquity. A Roman encampment, in the higheſt preſervation, may be ſeen within 
about three miles of Leicefter, and two of the upper Foſſe-way: This barrow, as it is 
called, extends over more than nine acres of: land, and hes. near the village of Ratby. 

The Fofle, from the back of Danets Hall, near Leiceſter, to Reahouſe, is now but. 
little frequented, and in fome places is ſcarcely viſible : the road from and to the 


ſtation, was probably over * river, near Braun Non gate; which patage 1 I have marked 
in the plan. 


The 
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The Foſſe, from its junction at Redhouſe, about a mile from Zeiceſter, to near ly En- 
derby, is ſpacious, except in one place a little beyond the turnpike, on the right hand 
it has there been lately much narrowed. Beyond Enderly alſo, in tome places, it has 
been much diminiſhed by former encroachments, which give it ſome awkward curves, 
Beyond Narborougb, where there is a viſible bend, it is miry and in ſome places nar- 
row. Near Langham Bridges, which croſs the River Scar, Croft-hill looks boldly. Theſe 


bridges as they are called, or bridge, is an object of ſome note; it is built over a_ 


ſwampy part of the Foſſe, and the arches extend like a chain, along the Foſſe, over 
ſome acres of ground. The arches for their ſimplicity muſt be regarded as the moſt 
ancient work of labour, excepting the Foſſe itſelf, between Newark and High-croſs, 
The arches are built of foreſt ſtone, ſeemingly without deſign, but that of durability. 

They are narrow and without a fence wall on either ſide, and in many places they ſo re- 
ſemble the rock, peeping through moſs and ruſhes, jointed with ſuch admirable mor- 
tar, bearing through age the ſame feature as the frone, that you are at a loſs to know 
whether they be not ſome apertures in a. rock, naturally tavorable to the paſſage ot 
the ſtream. 


| Beyond Langham Bridge, towards Sutton, the Foſſe puts on its wonted appearance, 
cloathed with its native ornaments the bramble, the thorn, and we: oak, but it is not 
ſo eien as at Seg's-Hill, and nher. 


At a place called Soar-Mill, 1 Sutton, where there ſtands the firſt mill upon 
the Soar, the Foſſe is almoſt choaked; and further on it is nearly loſt with inclofures, 
particularly about Froifworth and Shanford, and ſo on to High-Cre/s. 


The Roman VENONES, ſtood near Bitteſiy, now only one houſe remaining, where 
Roman coins in abundance have been found, afterwards called the city of Cley- 
ceſter. The Croſs, which was erected here in memory of two Roman Roads inter- 
vening each other, is now a ruin, ſtriken by Ughterang the latter end of the ſummer, 
1791. It bore this inſcription.

P, ART of this Town in the Book of Doomſday, is ſaid to be of Walter de Ayn-- 
curt's Fee, and of the Soc of Greneby, where his Seat was in this County; it was 
rated to the Tax or Geld as ſeven Bovats. a. The Land was two Carucats. There 
was nine Sochm. four Bord. having thrce Car. or Ploughs, and ſeven Oxen ploughing,. 
(or draught Oxen) and twenty Acres of Meadow. Another Part of Ch:elton is there 
certified to be of the Land of the Taynes, where one Azar before the Conqueſt was. 
rated to the Dane-geld at one Bov. for his Manor. The Land whereof was three 
Bovats. The Son of Azor held it afterwards of the King, and*there had three Vill. with 
three Oxen ploughing, and three Acres of. Meadow. In King EDwaRD the Confeſ- 
ſor's Time, the Value of this was 10s. in the Cox qyEROR's 28. 8d. 
By what appears in Hickłling it may well be concluded that the Fay of Fancurt 
held Deyncourt's Fee in this Place, but it is certain enough that Gerard de Fancourt 
held a Knight's Fee of Oliver de Aynecourt in Hickling and Kinalton. Adam de Sutton, 
Prior of Thurgarten, 6. for 188. of Silver yearly, by the Conſent of the whole Covent, 
granted and confirmed to Raph de Fanecurt all the Land which the ſaid Raph held in 
the Town and Territory of Kinalten of Sir Gerrard, Son of Sir Elias de Fanecurt. c. Elias 
de Franencurth gave twelve Bovats in the Territory of Newbold to the. Abby of. $win- 
ſbead in Lincolnſhire, d. which King Hex Ry the Second confirmed, as he did alſo, in 
this ſame Place, of the Gift of Willanrde Vilers, and Paganus his Son, two Carucats 
of Land, e. and two Bovats and an half, and Keteleſwang, and Holeboldefwang, and ſevens - 
teen Acres of Land at Cranemere, and four Toſts with Crofts, and the whole (Bruſuam).

In Doomſday Book there is mention of Newbold, in thoſe Days a very conſiderable. 
Place, but now 'tis well nigh loſt between this Eordſhip and Colſton Baſſett; - which is 
not in that Record deſcribed at all by any other Name, that I know of, beſides New-- 
bold; yet the Name of the Manor of Newbold hath been longeſt preſerved in Memory 
in Kinalton, where there yet remains ſome obſcure Knowledge of it: therefore it is not- 
amiſs to inſert what that famous Record hath of it in this Place: which ſhows that 
Earl Morcar had a Manor in it. taxed at three Carucats. The Land whereof was 
eight Car. F. before the Conqueſt, afterwards King WILLIAM himſelf had there three 
Car. thirteen. Sochm. thirteen. Vill. three Bord. having ſeven Car. and two Acres of: 
ſmall Wood. There was a Prieſt and a Church. In the Conrtssoks's Tune this was. 
41. but in the ConQuEROR's improved. to 10l. Value. 1

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In Newbold alſo was another Manor, which Morcar likewiſe had, for which he paid 
as ten Bovats to the public Geld. The Land two Car. There William Pevrell (the 
ConqueRoR's natural Son) had afterwards in Demeſne one Car. f. and nine Vill. having 
three Car. and: forty Acres of Meadow. This kept the old Value 3l. How the two.

And chere were about four Bovats in Owthorp, belonging to the Hoſpital of St. Jobs 
of Jeruſalem, granted 17 July, 5 Eliz. to Stephen Holford, and John Jenkin,Gent. 2. 

The old Church, which was pretty large, and the Chancel, both covered with Lead, 
were pulled down by Colonel John Hutchinſon, and this little one built to the North 
Wall of the Chancel, in which he made a Vault, wherein his Body now _ being 
brought Four: RO 1 Caſtle, in Kent, where he died a Priſoner.

' LORDSHIP. is now atiefly 3 in the hands of Sir George Bromley, Bart. It contains 
1600 acres of land, 1300 acres of which were purchaſed of the Hutchinſon family, by Sir 
George in 1773. The Hutchinſons were lords of the manor ſeveral generations. The 
Jordſhip is incloſed, and, in general, is but indifferent, cold land. 

Colonel Hutchinſon, of this family, mentioned above by THororTox, it ſhould be 
noticed, was one who fat in judgment upon the unfortunate CHARLES the firſt, and was 
an active partizan in Nottinghamſhire, and the parts adjacent, prior to that event; but I 

cannot find that he was conlidered as a man of that conſequence, during the troubles, to 

de intruſted with any material command. After the Reſtoration, we are informed, that 

he lived ſecretly at his houſe in Owthorpe for ſome time; in which was a room made fer - 
defence, with appertures to fire through, in caſe of an attempt to take him. He how- 
ever was at length ſeized within a few yards of his own houſe, going from church, and | 
impriſoned during life. The Colonel's Houſe, which he built about the year 1650, is 
now occupied by Mr. Renſhaw, one of the principal tenants of Owthorpe. See an ac- 
count of the Hutchinſon pedigree above in THOROTON. To

The church muſt rank with the indifferent; it conſiſts of one aiſle, or nave, and a low 
tower, with one bell. It is dedicated to St. Margaret, 

Incumbent Rev. Mr. Gregory, of Langar, ncar 
Bingham. It is a perpetual curacy, and has in general been held by the rectors of Lan- 
gar.

LORDSHIP contains about 2000 acres of land, arable and paſture, incloſed : 1600 
acres belong to Lord Viſcount Wentworth, who is lord of the manor. His anceſtors 
purchaſed 1t about the year 1714, of Sir Edward Golding. Other freeholders are Earl 
Howe, Frederic Pigou, Eſq. Mr. Noble, Mr. Greenfield, &c. 

The village conſiſts of 41 dwellings. In it reſides, in an elegant houſe, William 
Milnes, Eſq. in the commiſſion of the peace, and other reputable inhabitants. 

In 1774 died John Bell, Eſq. of this place, who was in the commiſſion of the peace, 
and ſerved the office of High-Sheriff for the county. He was deſcended from an ancient 
and reſpectable family. Thomas Bell, Eſq. grandfather to this John Bell, Eſq. mar- 
ried Jane Malton, grandaughter of Sir Edward Noel, Bart. and neice to Baptiſt Noel, 
Viſcount Campden. He died, as he had lived, much reſpe&ted,

Alſo all communication and intercourſe was 
prevented by the inhabitants of the adjacent villages, by which means the contagion was 


prevented from ſpreading, and conſequently confined to the then wretched inhabitants of . 
Colefton-boſſet..

LOR DSHIP is owned by Mr: Meadows, repreſentative Bir the county, excepting 
three little farms. It is newly incloſed, and very large: there are about 1100 acres of 
common land, beſides paſture ; and every farmer has a portion of the would-land, as it 
is called.

The village is alſo large; it conſiſts of 100 dwellings. The ſtreets, or paſſages, are 
very ſtony, and troubleſome riding over. „„ 

The church, dedicated to All Saints, has a nave and two ſide aiſles; a ſpire ſteeple, 
with four bells; and is decent. In the chancel is a monument to the memory of Mrs. 


Mildred 
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Mildred Scrimſhire, daughter of William Scrimpſhire, Eſq. who died in 1783, aged 73. 
Another is put to the memory of Johannes Scrimſhire, who lived in this place, and 


owned an eftate in the lordſhip, now in the hands of William Janſon, Eſq. of London. 


He died in 1669, aged 61. Other ſtones remember more of thi name. There was a 
good old houſe belonging to the family of Scrimſhire, but it is now pulled down. 

In the church-yard I caſt my eyes upon a ſtone to the MONEY of John Morley, who 
died 1 in 1789, aged T7» with theſe lines : |

Not far from hence, a Place called Warberge, or Warbey, muſt needs lie now utterly 
loſt : but the great Survey of the Conqueror ſhows, that in it Godrie Lord of Plumtre 
had a Manor before the Normans came, rated to the Geld at twelve Bovats.

John Barry, of Torlafton, 17 E. 2. and 3 E. 3. claimed againſt Reginald de Aſlacton 
twenty-eight Bovats of Land, twenty-eight Acres of Meadow, and ten Meſſ. except the 
ſixth Part of a Meſſ. in Torlaſton, as Son and Heir of Richard, Son of John, Brother and 
Heir of William, Son of Richard, Son of Raph, Son of Raph Barry, who hved and had 
them in the Time of King Ricnaso the Firſt. c.

The ſeat of Pendock Neale, Efq. ſtands about five miles ſouthwa rdly of Nollingham, 
and near the church, adjoining the village. It has lately been much improved, and in 
a great meaſure rebuiit,, by the preſent owner. Conſiderable alterations, I undeiſtand, 
are intended to be made in the grounds about it. Near it is a delightful water- ſcenc. 
A little iſland, planted with ſome ſprightly trees, appears Everly on it's ſurface, The 
pleaſure-boat is a pleaſing accompaniment. 


J viſited this place in the ſummer of 1791, and benefitted by the cooling breeze 
wafted from the water, beholding the daſhing ſwallows ſipping as they flew, « while 
their pinions twinkled in the deep.” I could bur admire a thruſh te aching a group of 
hovering infants the uſe of their newly fledged wings: the mother's attention to her little 
family filled me with fore pleaſing ſenſations, and profitable reflections : ſhe flew gently 
over a little ſpace of ground, and o ere dropped in the graſs, to reſt her young; 
after a ſhort interval, ſhe aſcended with a tempting call, and her obedient children fol- 
lowed her to each ſucceeding reſting place, until they left my ſight. Paſſing from me, I 
{aid, — Farewell, ſweet ſongſters !. go from place to place, teaching parents care, and 
children leſſons of obedience ! 

Pendock Neale, Eſq. ſerved the office of High-Sheriff for the county in 1784. Joy 
married his couſin Suſanna, daughter of the Rev, Thomas Neale, late Rector of Toll. 
en, by whom he has one ſon and one daughter. 5

Ti HIS Baſ 77g feild was Part af it of the Fee of Roger de Bulli, and Soc to ule, as 
much as anſwered the Tax of ten Bovats, and two thirds of a Bovat. The Land was 
two Carucats. There eight Sochm. kad three Car. and five Acres of Meadow. a. Ano- 
ther Part of it was Soc to Cliften, of William Peverel's Fee, as much as was taxed for 
five Bovats, and one third of a Bovat. The Land was one Car. There two Sochm. 
and two Bord. had one Car and ſeven Acres of Meadow. This was chiefly enjoyed by 
the Family of Lutterell, with Bridgeford at the Bridge-end, and Gamelſton, already men- 


tioned in Ruſheliſ Wapentak. The other, the Lords of Holme had, of whom the Bar- 
rys, Lords of 7. Hafen, held a conſiderable Part. 


Michael 
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Michael de Maunvers levied a Fine, 3 Toh. to Walter de Hulme (his Brother) of 
thirteen Bovats in Baſing feild, for which the ſaid Walter gave him three Marks of Silver, 

and quit-claimed to him all his Right in two Bovats in "the ſaid Town, which William 
de Leek held of the ſaid Michael; and the Service of one Bovat, which the ſaid Wil- 
liam held of the ſaid Walter in this Place. 9. 

There were very great Suits in Epwarp the Firſt's Time, between Richard Barry 
and Henry Perpunt, and Annora his Wife, 15 E. 1. 18 E. 1. 5. in which Record the 
Clerk who engroſſed it hath inſerted a Leonius, and a Michael in the Pleading, more 
than the Time can 5 admit, which I have therefore omitted in the Deſcent. The 

uarrel was for 10!. Rent, out of certain Lands in Baſingfeild, which James de Hulme 
(ſometimes alſo called of Keyworth) reſerved, when he paſſed the Eſtate to John Barry, 
the ſaid Richard's Father; from which James dying without Iſſue, the Right devolved to 
one Michael, Brother of Walter, the ſaid James' "Grandfather ; from which Michael it 
deſcended to Leonius, his Son and Heir; from Leonius to Michael, his Son and Heir ; 
from that Michael to Leonius, that Michael's Son and Heir; from this Leonius to Mi- 
chael, his Son and Heir: which laſt Michael had two Wives: by the firſt he had Leo- 
nius and Johane ; by the ſecond, John and this Annora, who was caſt becauſe none of 
her Anceſtors were ſeiſed of the Rent, James, the Feoffor, dying before it became due ; 
but being notably verſed in Law-Suits (as in S#2ynton may be noted) ſhe obtained 
Writ of 1 Error, and got the better of him at length; and likewiſe, 20 E. 1. when 8 
Huſband was dead. 

This Town of Baſingfeild is Part of the Pariſh of Br idgeford, and Part of the Pariſh of 
1 olme, whereof the greateſt Part, except the Demeſnes, was either Barryes' or Boni- 
ton's. c. Parrves' La ands there, in King HEN R the Second's Time, were granted to

On the North-Side of the Choir, over the Vault, is a Monument, upon which is inſcribed, 


Here lyeth the Illuftrious Princeſs Gertrude Counteſs of Kingſton, Daughter to Henry 
Talbot, Eſq. Son to George late Earl of Shrowſbury. She was married to the moic 
Noble and Excellent Lord Robert, Earl of Kingſton, one of the Generals to King 
Charles the Firſt, in the late unhappy Differences, and in that Service loſt his Life. She 
had by him many Children, moſt dead: there are living, Henry Marquis of Dorcheſter, 
Willam and Gervas Pierrepont, Eſquires; and one Daughter, the Lady Elizabeth 
Pierrepont. She was à Lady replete with all Qualities that "adorn her Sex; and more 
eminent in them than in the Greatneſs of her Birth: ſhe was moſt devout in her Duties 


to God; moſt obſervant of thoſe to her Neighbour ; an incomparable Wife; a moſt 


indulgent Mother; and moſt charitable to thoſe in Want. In a Word, her Life was 
one continued Act of Virtue : ſhe has left a Memory which will never die; and an Ex- 
ample that may be imitated, but not eaſily equalled. She died in the 61ſt Year of 


her Age, A. D. 4% And this Monument was erected to her by her Son Gervas 


P ierrepont. 


On the South-Side of the Church is another Monument, with the following Inſcription: 


Here lyeth the Body of Sir Henry Pierrepont, Knight; who, in his Life-time, 
abounded with Charity, and many other Virtues: for whom the I. ady Frances Pierre- 
pont, eldeſt Daughter of Sir William Cavendiſh, of Chatſworth, Knight, and the moſt 
noble and renowned Lady Elizabeth, his Wife, late Counteſs of Shrewſbury, c cauſed 
this Monument to be made, being the leaſt of many Peſtimonies ſhe hath given of her 
great and dear Affections towards him.

LORDSHIP his been long in the poſſeſſion of the Peirepoints; and 1 is now in the 


hands of Charles Medows Pierrepont, Eſq. 


The place itſelf is inconſiderable; but the ancient ſeat of the late Duke of Kingſton 
gives it conſequence. The ſubjoined view of this place is taken exactly from that 


given by Dr. THORO TON. This ſeat is large but not magnificent ; inhabited, I believe, 


now only by ſervants. Part of this ancient dwelling was taken down in che late Duke 
of Kingſton's time.“ 


The church, which is ſeen in the view, has a nave and ſide-aiſles, with three bulls ; . 
and is dedicated to St. Edmund. It is rather a religious ſanctuary of gloom than of 


delight, In the cemetery, to which you approach with a flight of ſteps, are trophies of 


war, once employed in the ſervice of kingly government. Here are divers monuments 
of the illuſtrious family of Pierrepont; of which the two mentioned by TworoToNw are 
attracting, but not beautiful. Here is an old braſs figure near the vault, but no in- 
ſcription, Here are painted the Virgin Mary and Child, and other repreſentations. 


In this church was buried young Oldham, a poet of merit. The following was written 


by William Earl of Pierrepont, who was Oldham's patron and admirer:

There- 
fore 1 necd only obſerve, that Robert, the firſt peer, was made Baron Pierrepont of this place, and Vit- 
count Newark, by Can xs the F irſt. in the third year of that king's reign; and the lucce-ding yea ar, Was 
cicatett -Earl of Kingiton wot Hull, He was ſlain paſſing the Humber, by an accidentalthot, in the 
Year 1643.

_ ried Mary, one of the Daughters and Co-heirs of Thomas Cranemer, of Aſlacton, F.1q. 
Grand-nephew of the faid Archbiſhop, viz. Son of Thomas, Son of John Cranmer, 
his elder Brother; by which means, the Manor is now the Inheritance of Thomas Roſell, 
Eſq.

Here 
were two Manors before the Conqueſt, which Franc and Odinear had, afterwards of

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Bov. and one third. The Land was one Car. There Roger de Buſli had one Car. 45 
one Vill, and two Acres of Meadow.

There 
Oſmund, the Man of Raph de Burun, whoſe Fee 1t was, had one Car, one VIII. and 
ſix Acres of Meadow. This retained the old Value alſo 108. 

Here was another Manor of the T Ayn kaltes which Ulchet had before the Conqueſt, and 
paid to the Geld for it as five Bov. 2. This afterwards Aldene held of the King, and 
had here one Car. in Demeſne, and fix Acres of Meadow. This in the CONFESSOR' 8

Sir John de 
Loudham, Knight, 7 E. 2. let to farm his Manor of Lambeote to Robert Raſen, and 
Annora, his Wife, for their xeſpective Lives, reſerving 16 Marks Sterling per Annum, 
to be paid to the ſaid Sir John, and Alice, his Wife. c. Sir John de Ludham, 11 E. 2. 
paſſed this Manor to Thomas Baſily and his Heirs, in Exchange for his Lands in Newlen 
and Shelford., c.

1 HESE two 'Fowns, I ſuppoſe, have their Name Crophill, from a round Hill which 
is between them, now called Heu-ZHill; they he near together, and have their Lands in- 
termixed in one Field, and have been eſteemed as one. For in an old Book of Fees in 
the Exchequer it is recorded, that the Chapter of Swe! and Prior of Lenton (of Thur- 
garton rather) held the whole Town of Crophill, in pure Alms of the Fee of John de 
Vilers, except fourteen Bov. of Land which William Gernet held of the ſaid John, by 
bs. per Annum-: 4. but they are very diſtinct Lordſhips; and«Crophill- Biſhop (now com- 
monly called Great-C7aphill) in Doomſday-Book is reckoned amongſt the Lands of 
Thomas, the Archbiſhop of York, but did then belong to St. Mary, of Sudwell, there 
certified to have a Manor in Crophiltl, and a Berew in Hegeling, wherein were two Car, 
and a Half for the Geld. 3. The Land ſeven Car, There the Canons had in Demeſne 
two Car. there were ſeven Sochm. twelve Vill. four Bord. having ſix Car. two Boy. and 
twenty Acres of Meadow. In King Epwarp the Confeſſor's Time valued at 31. then 
at 508. 

Robert, Son of Raph (de Hick ling), for the Love of God, ad of 8 Lord William 
Peverell, gave two Bov. of Land in Cropht {1-Biſhop to the Pnory of Lenton, where he, the 
ſaid Robert, himſelf, and Dame Adelina, his Waite, and William, his Son, offered the 
Gift with their own Hands on the Altar. c. 

There was a Fine levied, 5 E. 2. between John de Sandwich, and Margaret, the 
Daughter of Walter de Lumby, Quer. and Nicholas de Haliwell, Deforcient, of three 
Meff. four Bov. of Land, and 8s. Rent in Crophill-Biſbep; one Meſſ. one Bov. and thirty 
Acres and a Half, and three Acres of Meadow and a Half, with the Appurtenances in 
*Goverten, Bleſeby, and Gippeſmere; d. whereby they were ſettled on the ſaid John and 
Margaret for Life; afterwards on Idonea, the Daughter of John, and the Heirs of her 
Body; Remainder to William, her Brother, and his; ; Remainder to John, his Brother, 
and his; Remainder to John de Sandwich, and his Heirs. 

The whole Lordſhip of Crephill-Biſhop (except three or four not very conſiderable 
Freeholders) together with the Tythe of Corn and Hay, and two good Farms in Hick- 
ng, makes Part of the two Prebends of Oxtcy, belonging to the Collegiate Church of 
Southwell, in very near equal Proportion ; but the Proviſion for the Vicar 13 ſo ſmall, as 
it too often happens, both in this Church of Sou %⁰), and many others of like Sort, that 
it is not to be mentioned without a good Wiſh, that the Law did not, or might not, ſuffer 
any Alienation of Profits ſrorn Churches, great or ſmall, without a more effectual Re- 
icrvation of a competent Share to that to which they did and do originally belong.

ON THE LORD SCROOP'S TOMB, 

On the Nerth-Side, in two Tables: The Right Hon. and Noble Lord, Thomas Lord 
Scroope, Baron of Bolton, Maſham, and Upſhall, of the Moſt Noble Order of the Garter, 
Knight, Lord Warden of the Weſt Marſhes, Steward of Richmond and Richmondſhire, 
and Bow-bearer of all his Majeſties Parks, Foreſts, and Chaſes within the lame, lyeth 
here buried, and died the 2 day of September, Anno Dom. 1609. 

On the South-Side, in two Tables :---The Right Honourable Thomas Lord Scroope, 
Kc. married the Right Hon. Lady Philadelphia, daughter of the Right Hon. Lord Henry 
Carie, Baron of Hunſden, Lord Chamberlain to our late Queen ELIZABETH her Majeſties 
Houſhold, who died the 3 of Feb. 1627, and had Iſſue only one Son, Emanuel Scroope. 

At the Feet of the Tomb this :---F.manuel Scroope, Sen and Heir of the Right Ho- 
nourable Thomas Lord Scroope, and of the Right Honourable Philadelphia, his Wife, 
was, after his Father's Deceaſe, Lord Scroope, and then Earl of Sunderland.

LORDSHIPS are o'd inclofure, owned by Earl Howe. Here are about thirty 
dwellings in the former; one of which, excluſive of Lord Howe's ſeat, is occupied by 
the Rev. Mr. Gregory, the preſent rector; a gentleman whoſe aſtronomical purſuits arc 


ſpoken of with much reſpect. He has lately erected an obſcrvatory near his houſe, which 
nas order and embelliſhments without, as well as uſefulneſs within. 


The parſonage-houſe was built by a Mr. Sherrard, about 50 years ago, and is a very 
reſpectable one. 


A boy was unfortunately killed at this place, in. the year 1773, by a ſervant of Lord 
Howe firing at a mark, fixed on the ſummer-houſe; the ball ſtruck the lead, glanced: 


- thence, and killed the poor boy on the ſpot, who ſtood at a different angle. 


The church of Langar, which is dedicated to St. Andrew, is a fair ſtructure; but a 
little out of repair. It has a nave and two fide iſles, and a tower with five bells. The 
monuments and inſcriptions mentioned above, by THoROTox, remain; and that & 
Lord Scrope's, who died in 1609, is in high preſervation, and done in no inferior ſtile :

LANGAR-HALI, 


THE feat of Earl Howe, ſtands about three miles from Bingbam, adjoining the church 
of Langar, into which there is a communication. Here are now no field embelliſhments 

of note; no attractions of beauty that ſurround many of the country dwellings of our 
nobility : inſtead of the beautiful oak, and: the groups of variegated foliage adorning 
the gentle ſwells of the earth, and ſporting: deer; you behold the hedge-row, ſome ill- 
formed trees, ſheep; and dairy cows. It is probably, by the appearance around it, be- 
corae the abode of ſhepherds, or a ſhepherd's maſter, like many others in the kingdom 
which were once the dwellings of ſplendor and hoſpitality. The noble Earl, it's owner, 


who deſervedly ſtands high in national fame, I am informed, but ſeldom viſits it; and 


no wonder, for the roads about it, in many places, muſt be intolerable in the winter.“ 
The views from the eminences, in this part of the country, are many of them delight- 
ful; the rich vale of Belvoir, which affords ſuch plentiful harveſts of corn, abounds with 
_ villages ſcattered over it's ſurface in pleaſing variety. The fine extenſive amphitheatre, 
which is ſeen in an oppoſite direction, capped by Belvoir-Caſtle, ſeen at the diſtance of 
eight or ten miles, grandly lighted up by the ſun-beams in Auguſt, gives the livelieſt 
ſenlatio os . 1 | 5

air of grandeur, modern- built, where there is the moſt regularity in it's formation. |

IN Graneby, before the Conqueſt, Hamine had a Manor rated to the public Geld for 
one Car. and a Half. The Land was twelve Car. There afterwards Walter de Ayn- 
curt, whoſe Fee it was, had in Demeſne four Car. forty-four Vill. nine Bord. having 
ten Car. There was a Prieſt and a Church, and one Mill 2s. two Hundred Acres of 
Meadow. In the ConrzssoR's Time this was 121. when the ConqQuEROR's Survey was 
taken 201. Value, having Soc in Berneſtune, Langar, Wivreton, Hecheling, Chinelton, and 

Crophill, and Mivreton. Here was another Manor, which Algar, the Earl had, and diſ- 
charged it to the public Tax for three Car. The Land of it was ſufficient for ten Ploughs, 
or ten Car. a. This, when Doomſday-Bovok was in making, was the Fee of Oſberne 
Fitz- (or Son of) Richard, and Robert de Olgi then held it of him, and there four Car, 
twenty-two Sochm. fourteen Vill. eight Bord. having ten Car. A Prieſt and a Church, 
two Mills 108. and ten Acres of Meadow. In the CodgEssoR's Time the Value of it 
was 81, then 151. having Soc in Wivreton and Salterford, which laſt Place was rated to 
the Dane-geld as ſix Bovats, and was then waſte ; yet had a Berew in Coleten, and Paſture 
Wood one leuc. long, and four qu. broad. I ſhould have imagined this Coleton to have 
been Coleſton-Baſſet, but that the only Name which is left of Selterferd is in the Foreſt nigh 
Calverton; which, by Reaſon allo of the Wood, makes it more likely to be that; and, 
I ſuppoſe alſo, one of theſe Churches was St. Ethelburga's, or St. Aubrey's, nigh Lan- 
gur, which was in Deincourt's Fee, as in that Place may be obſerved ; in which Family 
both theſe Fees were ſoon united, and ſo long continued, this being the principle Seat of 
the Lords D'Ayncourt in this County, or any ether, that J have known.

GRANBY is a ſmall village, and ſmall lordſhip, open field : the principal proprietor 
the Duke of Rutland. A Mr. Hall and Mr. Froſt poſſeſs eſtates here. 

This place gives title of Marquis to the eldeſt fon of the Duke of Rutland, and ſtands 
in the vale of Belvoir. 

The church is dedicated to All Saints; and has a. tower-ſteeple, with five bells, It 
ranks with thoſe of the middle claſs.

I do not find exactly how the Sochmen (which we now call Freeholders), or the 
Villains (now Huſbandmen), thoſe that held Lands in Bondage, and were, with their 
whole offspring, totally at their Lord's Diſpoſal, were encreaſed in the Time of two 
Hundred Years, viz. from the Time that the Survey of this Manor was made by King 
WILLIAM, with the Reſt, till one I find made in the Year 1283, which ſhows, that the 
Rents in Money were not much encreaſed, amounting at that Time in all but to 
Al. 138. 11d. ob. and were paid by ſeveral ſmall Parcels, cuſtomarily at ten or eleven 
Feaſts, or Seaſons, in the Year, unequally, viz, St. Mich. St. Martin, Ember in Ad- 
vent, Purification, Ember after Aſhwedneſday [quatuor 'Temporum Cinerum], An- 
nunciation, Eaſter, Pentecoſt, Trinity, St. Botulf, and Nativity of Mary. 5. But the 
Monaſtery had other Ways to make the utmoſt Profits this Lordſhip was any Way able 
to yield then, as well as the preſent Owners do by the extremeſt rack Rents now paid, 
which I ſhall ſet down, that ſome Comparifon may be made of Times, this being near 
upon four Hundred Years from the former Account, as that was two Hundred from 
Doomſday-: and this Lordſhip is as little altered in the Uſe or Huſbandry of it, as any 
that I know in the whole County; for there are but 231. 138. 4 of Incloture now be- 
longing to it in all the Territory. 

To proceed then with the middle Förde, the Priory had, beſides the Money, twe 
Hens and a Cock at Michaelmas, and forty Hens and a Half at Chriſtmas, and two 

Capons at Whitſunday, and fourteen Score and three Eggs at Eaſter, beſides an uncer- 
tain Proportion of Paunage of Hogs, or Swine- feeding, and likewiſe their Summage, 
or Rent-Corn, which was forty Quarters and two Buſhels; c. which two Buſhels, ac- 
cording to the continued Phraſe of this County, make Half a Quarter, -or four Londen 
Buſhels, which here are called four Strikes, whereof two make a Buſhel. This Corn was 
yearly paid by eighteen ſeveral Tenants, whereof eight paid three Quarters apiece, and 
eight more half ſo much, viz. each one Quarter and two Buſhels ; and the other two 
Tenants, each of them, two Quarters and one Buſhel. And cach Bovat of Land ought 
yearly at Blyth the Carriage of fix Buſhels of Corn. 

Another Part of the Profits was made out of the Services of the Tenants, in ring 
the Demeſne, and otherwiſe ; as by an Inquiſition taken in the Chapel of Hlleton, the 
Thurſday after the Feaſt of All Saints, in the Year of our Lord 1283, 4. by Robert de 
Bekyngham, then Steward to the Priory, concerning the Diets, or Day” S-Labour, of 
the Bondmen of Elleton appeareth ; which Day William de Pavely, and Gilbert [| pre- 
poſitus] the Reeve, being ſworn, ſaid, upon their Oaths, That every Bovat (or Ox- 
gang, as We now call them) of Land of the Bondmen of Hlletou vught two. Days' Works 
in every Week, viz, in one Week Monday. and” hurſday, and in another Monday and 
Saturday, and ſo of the Reſt ; and he who held two Bovats ought four Days' Work, or 
Diets, viz. Monday, Tueſday, Thurſday, and Saturday : and if any of thoſe Days be- 
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tween Michaelmas and Lammas happened to be a Feſtival, it was gut, but from Lam- 
mas to Michaelmas another Day was to be given for it in that Wee 


ſaid, that every Bovat ought to plough Half an Acre through the Year ; and for that 


And they further 
ploughing it was freed that Week from one Diet, or Day's Work. And he, or thoſe, . 


who held the Bovat ought that ſame Half Acre of Land [trahare, ſarclare, metere, and 
_carlare] to harfow, or clot, weed, reap, and carry, and for every of thoſe to be freed 


from Half a Day's Work. They faid likewife, that every Bovat ought [trahare] to 


Harrow one Day ! in the Time of e and another in the Time of Peaſe, or Barley; 


and every Bovat was to make Carriage thrice in the Year to Blith, every Time Half a 
Quarter of Corn. The Carrtage made in Winter was for three Days, in Summer but 
for two Days“ Work. And they ſaid, that he that held one Bovat, or Oxgang, of 
Land was to find Half a Cart in Winter, to carry Wood out of the Foreſt of Shirewode ; ; 
and he who held two Bovats, a whole Cart; and then they ſhould be freed from one 
Diet, or Day's Work. Likewiſe every Bovat ought to carry Half a Cart of Hay from 
Thorp, and as much from the Gore of Garnemer. Likewiſe they ought to mow the 
Common Meadows, and Staple of the Priory; likewiſe every Bovat ought two Hens 


and a Cock at Chriſtmas, anditen Eggs at Eaſter. Likewiſe every F Irecholder ought to 

find at the Bedripe three Times in Auguſt, if there ſhould be need, two Workmen ; and 

the Freemen themſelves (theſe are evidently the Sochmen in Doomſday-Book) ought 
to keep all to their Work in Bedripe well and faichfully, to the beſt. of their Skull and 


Power. Theſe we now call Boone Days in Harveſt. 

This ſervile Tenure is now quite aboliſhed, and hath been long wearing off : 5 the 
Lords, as they had all the Services and Wealth of their Villains, if they had any, fo they 
were liable to maintain them and their Sequel; and therefore the willinger to manumit 
and make them free upon eaſy Terms. John Gayneſburgh, Prior of Blyth, and the 
Convent of the ſame, 2. 6 H. 6. were bound to Willtam Porter of Elton, (whoſe An: 
ceſtors were here 128 3) in-the Sum of 4001. that they, nor their Succeſſors, ſhould not 
ſeize, trouble, or diſquiet the ſaid William Porter, nor his Iffue begotten, or to be 
begotten, by Reaſon of any Service or Villenage. 

Roger Archbiſhop of York (who lived in the Time of Htwzy the Second) granted 
the Priory. of Blide to impropriate, b. that is, to take to their own Uſes, the Profits of 
their Churches of Weſton and Elton, when they ſhould happen to be vacant.. But it 
ſeems it did not ſucceed: for Walter, who was His Succeffor in the ſaid Archbiſhoprick, 
about the Beginning-of the Reign of Henry the Third, granted them a Penſion of two 


Marks per Annum out of the Church at Elton; and hkewiſe to have the Tae of all 


the Corn growing on their Demeſne Lands in the ſaid Town. 
The Rectory was 81. Value, and the Prior of Blyth Patron. c. At is now 81. 68. in 


che King' $-Books,. and Alexander More, junior, Patron. 


The Tythe is ordinarily-valued at 70). per Annum ; and there are belonging to the 


Parſonage two Oxgangs, ok per Annum. The utmoſt Rent of the whole Town be- 


fides is 2881. 15s. the Oxgangs, or Bovats, are now eſteemed to be 552 ; whereof the 
Marquis of Dorcheſter hath fix :- moſt of the Reſt are Mr. More's, and let for 3l. 6s. 8d. 
an Oxgang, befides 8s. apiece Rent-Corn; and every three Oxgangs pay a Load of 

Coals at Grantham- yearly, worth 16s. and a Capon 12d. The Manor, or Hall-Farm, is 


EACH, 
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each of them aal. yearly. There are three ſmall Farms beſides, and nine Cottages, all 
Mr. More's ; and three Cottages, William Bertram's ; which is all the preſent State of 
this Town : ſo that it ſeems there is not much above Half fo many Farmers as in 
old Time. Ingroſſing Farms was the Depopulation firſt complained on, as by the 
Statutes may be obſerved ; but that is Nothing comparable to incloſing and converting 
Arable to Paſture. e

ILORD SHIP is owned by Cornelius Launder, Eſq. open field. The church corre- 
ſponds with the village: they are both ſmall, The former is dove-houfe topped, and 
dedicated to St. Michael. Within the chancel Langford Collin, Eſq. is remembered, who 
died in 1766, TI believe it was his lady who owned the eſtate after him; and ſhewed 
an act of generoſity which ought to be noticed : The clerk of the pariſh was digging a 
grave in the church-yard, and found upwards of three hundred coins of HENRY the Se- 
_ cond, about the ſize of a ſilver twopence. The man honeſtly took every one of them 
to. Mrs. Collin, as her property, who rewarded him with 10l. part of the coin ſhe 
ſold, and many ſhe gave away to her friends. Fro 15 
Mr. Merrey, of Nottingham, in his remarks of the coinage of England, page 102, ſays, — 
«The filver pennies found at Elton, near Bingham, in 1780, were nearly all with the 
legend Henkicus Rex, the king's head within the inner circle; at the outſide of which 
was the hand and ſceptre, interrupting the letters. There were two half-pieces ; one of 
which, by the ſtars, muſt be of Scozland. They were found” (continues Mr. Merrey) 
ce in digging a grave, and ſurrounded with a kind-of aſhes, or duſt, that had wonderfully 
preſervedi them. Though they were turned black, they came to their colour by waſhing 
in-cold water. They were in the higheft preſervation and weighed above twenty-two 
grains, many very near twenty-three; and one, out of twenty which I procured, was 
twenty-four grains.” (2 | es 
A very ſingular circumſtance happened, in the year 1784, at this place: the relation 
is atteſted, and related thus: A blackſmith of Elton, near: Bingham, bought a piece of 
iron, about two feet long, and one inch and a half in diameter, fuppoſed to be ſolid, 
which had been uſed as a peſtle in a family upwards of fixty years. The ſmith, having 
his doubts about the-folidity of it, put it into his fire, to prove whether his doubts were 
ill-founded. In that ſtate it went off, with a great exploſion ; and a ball from within 
grazed his fide,, and lodged among ſome coals behind him. On examining the piece 
of iron, and making proper enquiry, it proved to be a gun barrel, diſcovered by dig- 
ging in the earth at Elton, about the year 1723, which was ſo compleatly filled with earth, 
that no concavity was ever diſcovered till it went off. The gun-barrel was of an ancient 
conſtruction, ſtrong,. and a narrow bore. Old people remember that ſeveral pieces of 
warlike inſtruments have been found in the field of Elton, at various times, near the 
place where this was found. 11 08

I Olchintin King Fowanp the Confeſſor had a Manor 2 to the Geld for three 


Plough Land. The Land was ten Carucats. a. There the King (WILLTIAu) had three 
Car. and three Sochm. on one Car. of this Land, and nineteen Vill. eleven Bord. having 
fourteen Car. 'There were a Church and two Prieſts, having one Car. and one Bov. and 


one Hundred and eighty Acres of Meadow. This Manor in the Time of King 


EDwWARD was 3ol. in Number [ad numerum], in King WILLIAM's but 20l. Value, 
having Soc, or Berews, in Scarrington, Stantune, Turvertun, & crevington, Coleſton, and 
Aſtacton. 

It continued in the Crown till King Ricnard the Firſt granted to William de Albeni 
Lord of Belvoyr, 5. to whom King Joan granted and confirmed it alſo, in the fourth 
Year of his Reign; together with 51. in his Sockage of Wilberdſton and Stoke, in the 


County of Northampton. c. 


William de Albini the third, for the Soul of Agatha, his Wife, but chiefly for the 
Soul of Margery, his former Wife, gave to the Monks of Belvoyr, out of every Acre 


of his whole Demeſne in all his Territories of Belver, of Mulſthorp, of Botelesford, of 
Ofkinton, and Stokes, one Sheaf of whatever Kind of Grain, as well Wheat as Rye, Bar- 


ley, and Oats, or Beans, and Peaſe, or any other Corn; d. to which Gift were Witneſ— 

ſes, William de Albiney the fourth, Odinellſu, Robert, and Nicholas, his own Sons. 
William de Albim, of Bevir, 2 H. 3. gave Account of the Scutages of the Fees of 

thirty-three Knights, and of the Fees of three Knights, of the Inheritance of his Wife, 


and of two Knight's Fees in Ofkinton, of the Gift of King RIchARD. e. 


King Haunr the Third, in the ſixth Year of his Reign, commanded the Sheriff not 
to exact [Album] the White Rent of William Daubigny out of the Manor of Oftinton, 


7. becaule the King gave it to him to hold by Knight's Service. 


By an Inquiſition taken 26 H. 3. g. it appears, that William de Albini held in tlie 


Town of Oſtinton, in Demeſne, thirty-two Bovats of Land, every one containing ſixteen 


Acres of Arable Land, and two Acres of Meadow, and every Oxgang, or Bovat, 


Worth 128. per Annum. There he had a Windmill of aos. per Annum: but the Eaſe- 


ments of the Houſes could not ſuſtain the Houſes. There were fixty-eight Bovats 
held of him in Orfteinton, in free Socage, and twenty Bovats in J, "CANE" <6 in like 
Manner. Here he had allo View of. Frank-Pledge, and Pleas, and other Cafes happen- 
ing in Reliefs, and the ike. Roger Bozon held of him in Scherihton, Screventon, Coll 
_ Dalinton, Staunton, and in Orſkinton, 10l. Land *for the Service of Half a Knight's 
Fee. William de Audeley held likewiſe of him in Scherinton 5! Land, for the fourth hp

Iſabell, the Wife of Robert Lord Ros, was found his Daughter and Heir in 36 H. 3. 
a. having been ſometimes in the King's Cuſtody, I ſuppoſe while ſhe was under Age, 
but ſhe lived pretty long, for ſhe was alive Nov. 17, 27 E. 1. 5. when that King con- 
firmed to her, by the Name of Ifabell de Ros Lady of Belver, the Gift ſhe had 
made to her Son Nicholas de Ros, of this Manor of Orfor,. held of the King in Capite, 
which Nicolas de Ros, in the Record of Nomina Villarum, c. 9 E. 2. was certified to 
be Lord of it: but it ſhortly after reverted to the Lords of Belvoyr, and with them con- 
tinued till our Memory. Therefore, ſeeing that Place overlooks, and gives Name and 
Honour to a chief. Part of our Country, viz.. the Vale of Belvoyr, it cannot be very 
impertinent in this Place to inſert the Defcent, and give ſome ſhort Account of the il- 
luſtrious Owners of that Place, notwithſtanding what will be done by my excellent Friend 
Mr. Dugdale, in his great Work. of. the Baronage of England; or in a particular one 
which was almoſt ready for the Preſs at the Death of the laſt and Moſt Noble Frances 
Counteſs of Rutland, May 19, 1671 ;. but, for Want of ſuch a Mother and Nurſe, is 
like enough to be abortive, and make no further Appearance. | . 
Is ſhall begin, therefore, with the great Norman, Robert de Totneio, eſteemed the 
Builder; who founded a Priory near his Caſtle of Belvidere, and made it a Cell of St. 
Alban g. d. To the Endowment of. Tythes and. Lands which he made to it, his Son 
Berengerius was a Witneſs ; which Berengerius de Todeni, the Book of Doomſday 
ſhows to have been Lord of divers Manors in this County of Nozt. But it ſeems his 
Father out-lived him; becauſe, after having buried his Wife Alice, he, the ſaid Robert, 
for her Soul, by the Conſent of his Sons William and Geoffrey, gave a Carucat of Land 
in Sapertun, to the Church of St. Mary, at Belveyr; and that William was his Son, and 
Heir of his Honour, who I think was called William de Albini Brito, from his being 
born in England 3 e. notwithſtanding in the Charter of Confirmation, made by Thomas 
Lord Ros, there ſeems to be two Perſons; however he was a great Baron in the Time 
of King Hexzy the Firſt, and Witneſs to many of his Charters, J. particularly in the 
Year of our Lord 1133, 33 H. 1. as in ſeveral Places of the Monaſticon Angl. may be 
obſerved. g. He ſeems to be the Son of Matild de St. Liz, Siſter of Walter, Son of 
Robert, Son of Richard Earl of Clare, Son of Gilbert, but the Time will ſcarcely bear 
it; therefore we may rather ſuppoſe ſhe was his Wife, and Mother of William de Al- 
bini, his Son, Y. whom I have ſometimes ſeen called alſo Brito, as his Father was; i. yet 
it appears William. de Albeni Brito (if that be not this ſecond William too) had ano- 
ther Wife, called Cecilia, who, together with himſelf, and his Son and Heir William, 
were Benefactors to Thorney Al bey; k. and to his Gift were W itneſſes Roger and Robert, 
his Sons, and his three Nephews, Oliv. Son of his Brother Galtr. Iwan, and Gauf, 
de Cabivin; one of his Deeds is to Alexander Biſhop of Linc. in the Time of H. 1. 
When the firſt William died, I find not; but I ſuppoſe both him and his Son Wil- 
liam dead 14 H. 2. for in the Pipe-Rolls of that Year, I find, ., though he be there 
named for paying the Scutage for the Aid, for marrying.

Mary, of Newſtead, by Ufingten-Bridge, what his Father had given. Iſabella, this laſt 
William's only Daughter and Heir, who was the Wite of Robert dc Ros, is ſaid to be 
buried in this Newſfead in the Year 1301. f. 
The firſt Anceſtor of this Robert, that I know of, was Power de Ros, io marie 
ungeſt, as William de Buſſey did Hawiſia, the eldeſt, and Nicholas de 
Trailey, Albreda, the ſecond, of the three Siſters and Heirs of that great and potent 
Baron Walter de Eſpec; who having an only Son by his Wife. Adelina, called alſo 
Walter de Eſpec, ſlain, in the Flower of his Vouth, by a Fall from a ſwift Running- 
Horſe, g. which Kind of Creature the young Man loved too well. He, by the Conſent 
of King HENRY the Firſt, in the twenty- ſecond Year of his Reign, and of Adelina, 
his own Wife, and by the Conſent of his Nephews, the Sons of his Siſters, of which 
William de Buſſey, Jordan, and Roger fe Buſſy, Sons of his eldeſt Siſter, Hawiſia; 
Galfr. de Trayly, William, Nicholas, and Gilbert de T rayly, Sons of Albreda, his ſe- 
cond Siſter; and Everard de Roos, and Robert de Roos, Sons of Adelina, his youngeſt 
Siſter, were Witneſſes to his Charter of Foundation, founded the Priory of Kirtbem, in 
Yorkſhire; to which he gave the Right and Patronage of ſcven Churches in that County 
and Northumberland, to. be appropriated ; and eleven Hundred Marks of Land and Rents 
in the ſame Counties: and in the Year of our Lord 1131, by the like Conſent, and to 
which Charter of Foundation, his ſaid Nephews were likewiſe Witneſſes, he founded the 
Abbey of Rivall, in Yorkſhire alſo ; to which, amonglt other Things of his very ample 


_ Endowments, he gave all their Eaſements in his Manor and Foreſt of Helmeſtac, to wit,

It is not . but that he might be coſt kind, and ſettle the greateſt Share upon bis 
Siſter Adelina, becauſe ſuch vaſt Poſſeſſions deſcended from him to the Lords Roos, and 
he gave her the Advowlons of his Monaſteries. Her Son Robert de Ros married Si- 
bylla de Valoniis, and by her had Everard de Ros, who married Roeſia, the Daughter 
of William de Truſbut, Son of Gaufr. Fitz-Pagan ; and after the Death of her Brothers 
Richard, Gaufr. and Robert de Truſbut, Coheir together with her Siſters Hillaria and 
Agatha, before mentioned, not only to her Father's Eſtate, but alſo to her Mother's, 
who was Widow, and called Albreda de Harcurt, Daughter of Royſia, one of the 
Daughters and Coheirs of Pagan Peverell, who was Standard-Bearer to Robert Curt- 
hoſe, the Cox qu EROR's eldeſt Son, in the Holy Land. a. Her Siſters, the ſaid Hil- 
laria and Agatha, failing of Iſſue, her Poſterity, the Lords Roos, became alſo Barons 
of Truſbut; cher Son and Heir was Robert de Ros, called Furſan, who married Iſabell, 

Daughter of the King of Scotland; and by her had two Sons, William and Robert. 

This Rob. Furſan built the Caſtles of Helmeſly and Wark, and gave to the Templars 
the Preceptory of &Ki4/ian, in Yorkſhire, To his Son. William he gave the Caſtle of 
Hemnifly, with the Appurtenances and the Advowſons of the Monaſteries of Kirkham,

divers others are deſcended to this Earl; who, together with his Counteſs Frances, the 
Daughter of Edward Lord Mountague, of Boughton, hath rebuilt this Caſtle, pulled 
down by Ordinance of Parliament during the Rebellion, and made it a Monument of 
their Magnificence. 

The Poſterity of Roger Bozon, before named, continued their PoſſeMons here till

R. the Dean and Chapter of the Church of Lincolne granted: five Bovats of Land in 
the Territory of Horſeintn (Temp. Joh. vel H. 3.) to Robert, Son of William de De- 
rebi, and his Heirs, paying 108. a Year; c. as in thoſe Times was uſual. The Dean. 
and Chapter, 3 E. 3. 4. claimed Emendation of the Aſſize of Bread, and Ale broken, 
of their Terants in Orfon; and Richard (or rather Nicholas) de Ros, at the fame Time, 
a Court-Leet in his Manor of Orten. | 

Mr. John Kerchevall holds the Tythes and five Bovats of Land in Leaſe of the 
Cid of Lincolne, as his Anceſtors have done; he hath two Bovats and ten Oxgangs, 
and ſome Incloſure Frechold. Six Oxgangs and two Cottages were ſold by his Fürther, 
(John) or his Grandfather Hugh, to Mr. Welby, of Hather.. 
There are very many ſmall Freeholders : William Maltby hath ſix Oxgangs, John 
_ Marſhall five, John Cliff four and a Half, John Challon four, William Clark three, 
formerly Mr. Kerchevall's; Mr. Halford, of Jeon, in Kutland, Owner of Part of 
Allacton, two and a Half, Henry Norman two and a. Half, William Wright two, Robeit 
Braunſton three, formerly Beanes,, &c,,

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Deyncourt's Fee, and was a great Benefactor to Thur garton Priory, to which he gave 
the Rents, Homages, Services, Wards, and Reliefs, of divers of the Tenants of this 
Manor both in Screveton and this Town, exchanged it with Oliver de Lovetot, for his 
Lands in Hickling, which he alſo gave to the ſame Place, as in that Town is manifeſted. 

Cecilia, a. married to Walter Cuily, Laderina, the wife of William Teſſerand, Eli- 
zabeth, and Amicia, the four Daughters and Heirs of Hugo de Capella, in 6 E. 1. re- 
covered their Seiſin of five Tofts, "ix Bovats, Six Shillings and Four-pence Rent, and 
two Capons in Screveton, Kercolſton, Herdeby, Hertepell, and Cherton, and William de 
Stokes, and Brian de Herdeby were amerced; and againſt Oliver de Lovetot, 35. and 
two Capons Rent in the ſame Towns. 

Oliver de Lovetot ſettled the Capital Meſſuage, 3. with Garden and Dove- -cot, and 
all the Lands he had of the ſaid Sir Gerard de Fanecourt, in this Town, and out of it 
alſo, viz. one Meſſuage, one Cottage, and four Bovats of Land, &c. in Screveton, with 

all their Appurtenances, on Joan his Daughter, and the Heirs of her Body lawfully be- 
_ gotten, in which Deed he mentions a Cuſtom of making a Feaſt every third Chriſtmas, 
which it ſeems the three Manors did by Turns, and had ſeveral Lands which contributed 
thereto by their Tenure. 

This Joan, the eldeſt Daughter of Oliver de Lovetot, was married to Robert Morin 
of Kilvington, as before is ſaid, and by him had a Son, called John Moryn, and other 
Children, Robert and Emme; and the 22 E. 1. was a Widow: ſhe continued not long 
ſo, for to her ſecond Huſband ſhe had Reger de Whatton, before ſpoken of, who 19 
E. 2. paſſed all the Lands he held in Ker coiſton, c. and Screveton, by the Law (or Courtley) 
of Enoland, after the Deceaſe of Joan Morin, his quondam Wife, to her Son John, Son 
of Robert Morin, of Rildington, which ſhe the ſaid Joan had of the Gift and Feoffment of 
Oliver de Lovetot. Thoſe Lands ſhe had by kahetatee from her Brother, he made a 
Shift to ſecure to his own Poſterity. 

d. The Jury, in 10 E. 2. found it not to the King's Loſs, if he granted Licence to 
Raph, Son of Henry de Kilvington, and to Alice 113 Wife, to give or enfeoff Richard, 
Son of Roger de Whatton, in two Meſſuages, fifty-eight Acres of Land, ſixteen of Mea- 
— and 28s. Rent, with the Appur tenances 1n Kercelſton, held of the Honor of 
Tikhill, 

e. John Morin lived bers moſt of his Time, which gave this Place the Name of 
Moryn-Hall; he, 14 E. 3. infeoffed Raph de Bredon, a Clergy man, and Richard, Son 
of Thomas of Carcolſton, in all his Lands here, and at Screvetcn, and Alverton ; to 
which deed, as to divers others of his, the Seal is Quarterly, the firſt and fourth Party 
per pale, deeply indented, on the ſecond and third, each a Flower de Lis. His ſaid 
Feoffees, 23 E. 3. ſettled thoſe Lands on him the Gid John Morin, for Lite ; afterwards 

to his Daughters and Heirs, Joane and Agnes, and the Heirs of their Bodies. Agnes 
was married to William, Son of Roger de Thurverton, with whom continuing at Tho- 
roton, they both, 15 R. 2. paſſed their Eſtate here to Richard their Son, then dwelling 


at Screveton, reſerving five Marks per Annum Rent, during their reſpective Lives, as 
in Thoruton is alrcady aid.

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This Place became ruinous by the Abſence of the Owners, who continued their Reſi- 


dence at Screveton, for the moſt Part. Richard's Son was John, who lived at Thoroton, 


9 H. 6. and 16 H. 6. and had Intereſt in the Tithes there, belonging to the Church of 


Lincoine, but his Son, Robert Thoroton, was moſt at Screton; for he, together with 


Joane, the then Relict of Simon de Bredſale, whom I ſuppoſe his Mother, 3 E. 4. 

demiſed this Moryn-Hell, in Carcolſton, to William Arnall, for eight Years. So that 
neither this Robert, nor his Son John, (though I find them both ſometimes ſaid to be of 
Carcolſton, were conſtant here; but Robert, the Son of John Thoroton, 10 H. 8. con- 
veyed this Moryn-Hall, to Henry Bingham, and others, for a Jointure for Margaret, his 
Wife, ind made it habitable, by laying Thatch upon the Slates, where any were left; 
in which Condition it deſcended to me Robert T horoton, who, in the Year 1666, Part 
of it being not to be mended, pulled it down and built it new, not in the very ſame 
Place, but a little north-weſtward, to join it to a Mefſuage in old Time called 't oke- 
place; which in the Time of HENRY the Third, was Sir Roger de Alneto's, and re- 
mained to his Son, Roger de Launey, 23 E. 1. and. laſted in that Name till 12 H. 4. 

that Roger Launey, and Maud his Wite, paſſed it, with another leſs one, to William 
Arnall, "whoſe Son and Heir, William, à. paſſed it away to Robert Gourton ; and his 


Son John, 13 H. 7. to Robert Wilkinſon; his Son Richard, 2 H. 8. to Thomas Bow- 


don; Otwell Bawdin, 1 E. 6. to John Brandreth, whoſe Son Chriſtopher gave it, 40 E. 

to his Son Thomas, and he to his Brother Roger, who told it in King Jamts's Time to 
my Grandfather Robert Thoroton, and I have fold Part of the Lands, with ſome other 
of our old Inheritance, to Samuel Brunſell, D. D. Rector of Bingham, who hath alſo 
bought a Meſſuage, and certain Lands of William Kirke, which in the Time of 


RicHaRv the Second, were Robert Chaworth's, and laſted in that Family three or four 


Deſcents, where the ſaid Doctor hath built a brick Houle, being very near Srevetc 
Church, of which he was alſo Rector. 

At the ſouth-weſt End of the Town lying next Bingham, is fit ruate a Meſſuage, which 
in the Time of Epward the Firſt, was the Dwelling-place and Inheritance of John-in- 
le-Willughes, 5. and continued in that Name two or three Deſcents more. 

There were Covenants 4 E. 3. made between the laſt John-in-the-Willughes, who 
had then to Wife Anneys „ and William, his Son and Heir, on the one Part, and 
Richard de Strouxton. on the other. to whom this was conveyed, but not long after was 


the Binghams, In the Year L392, 16 R. 2. Maud, the Relict of Thomas de Bingham, 


of Kercolſton, paſſed her Intereſt in all the Lands which were of the Gift of Robert, Son 
of John-in-the-Willows (which Robert Was Parſon of Freton, in Norfolk) to Raph, 
Son of Thomas de Bingham. _ 

c. This Raph had two Brothers, both named John, whereof one might poſſibly be 
the Father of Sir Richard Bingham, the Judge, who was very much concerned in all 
the Affairs of this Family, in his Time, 3 E. 4. He paſled theſe Lands to John, Son 
and Heir of Raph, in whoſe Poſterity they laſted till they were purchaſed by William 
Henſon, alias Hall, in the Beginning of Queen ELIZZABETH'Ss Time; to which William, 


John Bingham, wa Glaſton, in the County of Rutland, 2 E112. was bound in 300l. to. 


perform certain 1 Covenants, Gregory Henſon, his Son and Heir, lived to ſee the Lord- 
ſhip.

ſhip incloſed ; and his own only Son Williem Henſon, buried at the Age of twenty-ſix 
Years, May 4, 1604, unmarried; but his Daughter, called Alice; he married to 
Gervaſe Anneſley, of Ruddington, who left only Daughters by her, ſo that the ſaid 
Gregory Henſon married her again to Thomas Brome, of Caunton, and entailed all theſe 
Lands on Henſon Brome, and Gregory Brome, her Sons, (except a Cloſe called Bore/- 
more, which he gave to the Poor, and another called SHarp-Cleſe, which he gave to the 
Church of Carcolſton). Henſon Brome died before his be a Batchelor. Gregory, 
his Brother, married Mary the Daughter of William Palmer, of Southwell, Eſquire, 
by whom he hath left a Son Gregory too, now almoſt of full Age, 1672, to inherit the 
Eſtate, being with the fore-mentioned Hall-clofe, and Pilkinton's Farm, which alſo lay 


near the Houſe, and was purchaſed by the ſaid Gregory Henſon, a very pretty Seat. 


Beſides theſe there was at the Incloſure of the Lordſhip, William Tenman, whoſe 
Lands ſince paſſed through ſeveral owners; Wilford, and Hamerton, till at 

ength they were purchaſed by John Machin, and Mr. Edward Winter, Vicar of this 
Church, and divided between them, chiefly by the Lane called Tenman-lane, which 
leads to the Poſſe-way from the Town. Mr. Winter's (whoſe Father Robert Winter was 
Vicar here alſo, and a forward Man at the Incloſure, having married the Widow of 
— Ward, a Freeholder) remain to his Son Edward; but John Machin's is parcelled 
away : one Cloſe by the Fofe-way being fold by his Son Lancelot, to whom he gave it, 
to the ſaid Mr. Porter, of Bingham; and the next to it by Edward his Grandchild Son, 
of his Son Robert, to Thomas Wilford, who had to his firſt Wife Ellen, the 
Relict of James Johnſon, Vicar here; and by that Match was better enabled to purchaſe 
that Ward's Land, which he did of Flint, who went into New-England. 

Mr. Johnſon was between the two Mr. Winter's, and the moſt famous country School- 
maſter of his Time: he wrote a Book of Epigrams in Latin, printed at Londen, by 
John Beale, 1615. 

Thomas Wilford hath ao purchaſed the Scite of the principal Manor, of one Henry 
Willmot, where was a Houſe which Mr. Whalley made of the Materials of the Parſon- 
age-houſe, and intended (as the People of that Time reported) for an Houfe of Cor- 
rection, which the ſaid Thomas Wilford hath pulled down, and fold the Frame of 
Wood to Geo. or ohn Guathorpe,of Hick/zag, to fer up there after the burning his old. one. 

Henry Billidge had alfo a Farm, which Thomas, his Grandchild, Son of William his 
eldeſt Son, fold to Wileman, whoſe Son is yet Owner of it. This Thomas Bil- 
tidge was a Servant in the Earl of Newca/te's Family, as his Brother William was in Sir 
John Harpur' s: which William was reputed ſtout Man, and was a Captain in the late 
Wars, in which he died; a little before which, his ſaid Brother Thomas went to Goa, 
in the Eaſt-Indies, on the Account of Sir William Cortin, where he ſtayed about ſeven 


Years, and then came hither, and got a Matter of a Thouſand Pounds, or more, for 


his Land, and returned into thoſe Parts, where he became rich, and died in a few Years, 
leaving his Friends and Relations Legacies, and the Poor of this Town 1col. as it is 
faid : but Mr. Blake, who married his Siſter, and got moſt of his Eſtate, hath not yet 
performed his Will in that Particular. 
Richard Kirk, a Romaniſt, had likewiſe at the Tnc cloſure, which he reſiſted to the 
utmoſt, a conſiderable Share, which he was forced to convey to his Brother Thomas, 
and died in Priſon. Thomas Kirke, of Flintham, eldeſt Son of that Thomas, retains 
ſome ; his youngeſt Son William ſold ſome to William Jackſon, of Zaſt-Bridgford, and 
the reſt, with the Houſe, to the ſaid Doctor Brunſell.

And 
the Prior compounded with the Dean and Chapter of Lincolne, a. for what concerned 


the Tithes here of Orſton Soc, for 41. per Annum; which 1 in Caſe of Non-payment they 
were to diſtrain for at Gringley and Walkringham. 

5. John Bellowe, and Robert Bigott, had Licence, December 17, 37 H. 8. to alic- 
nate the Rectory and Advowſon of the Vicarage of Carcolſton, late belonging the Priory 
of Wirkeſop, to Richard Whalley and his Heirs. The ſame Perſons had another Grant, 
22 Nov. 38 H. 8. c. together with the Tithes of Corn and Hay within the Town and 
Fields of Screveton, then in the Tenure of the ſaid Richard Whalley, late belonging to 
the ſaid Priory of Yirkeſop, which Parcel of this ReCtory in Screveton, amounts to one 
Third of two Third Parts of the whole Tithes there, and remains to Pen. Whalley, Eg. 

The Tithes at Carcolſton are his Grace the Duke of Nercaſtle's: but being charged 
with 201. per Annum to the King, and that 41. due to the Church of Lincolne, are for 
the moſt Part of no great Value beſides.

CARCOLSTON 


LORDSHIP is old incloſure. Lord of the manor,. the Duke of Newcaſtle. The 
principal land-owners Mr. Bennell, of Duffield, and Robert Lowe, Eſq. of Oxto. 
Dr. TroxoToN informs us, above, that be owned a portion of this lordſhip, and 
built a reſidence for himſelf there, which is now ſtanding. When I viſited this place in 
1792, J made a ſketch of the houſe, (which is now partly in ruin) as an object of ſome 


unportance to the admirers of the great Nollirghamſaire Lliſtorian. The village is ſmall. 


The 
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The church is dedicated to St. Mary, has a nave and two fide aiſles; a good chancel, 
well lighted, and a handſome tower, with 4 bells. Here remains moſt of the inſcrip 
tions mentioned by THOROTON. In addition are theſe : Near the altar, Thomas Hall, 


vicar, is remembered, who died in 1727. A piece of looſe broken braſs, which I ſaw 
lying i in a receſs, near the altar, bears theſe lines: 


O Henſon, Remember thy End, 

Feare deathe, Feare Jadgment, Feare Tell alſo 
Here is the place wherein thou muſt lye 

And be conſumed to duſt truely. 


HIC JACET GREGORIE HENSON 1613. 


Mr. Gregorii Henſon, who 1s ena here as a liberal benefactor to both church 
and poor, was buried in the north aiſle in 1616. 
In the chancel are three handſorne receſſes, and the holy- water ſtock very perfect. In 
the church-yard the wife of an inhabitant of this place is remembered, who was killed 
at Nottingham fair, by a random ſhot from the military, about thirty years ſince, ſitting 


by his cheeſe, during a riot about the high price of that uſeful article.---His name was 
William Eggleſtone.

Bens that which was of the Soc of Orfton, which in the Confeſſor's Time was 
rated to the Dane-geld at one Carucat. The Land then eſteemed tree Carucats, 


where in the Conqueror's Time were three Sochm. two Vill. and one Bord. having one 
Carucat and an half, and eight Acres of Meadow. 


There was a Manor in Screvinton, of the Fee of Odo, Biſhop of 3 which Toti 
had, before the Normans came, and paid to the Geld for it as twelve Bovats. The 
Land was three Car, then, but afterwards Hugh, the Nephew of Herbert, the Man 
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or Tenant of the Biſhop, had there five Sochm. and four Villians, and one Bordar, 
having three Carucats or Ploughs, and ſix Oxen, and twelve Acres of Meadow. This 


was 258. value in the Time of King EDWARD the Confeſſor; and when the Book of 


Doomſday was made, 325. 

There was in FEſcrevintun, of the Fee of Roger de Buſli alſo a Maitor, which before 
the Conqueſt was Ordincars, then alſo Lord of Flintham and Bridgeferd, which was rated 
to the Payment of the public Tax at five Bovats. The Land of it was one Car. There 


when the great Survey was made by the Conqueror, one Sochm. with one Bordar, 


had one Car. This in the Conresso0R's Time was 5s. in the ConqutRoR's 8s. value. 


The Tythes of theſe three Fees have ever been and are yet diſtinct. Thoſe of Orton, 


Soc are the third part, and belong to the Church of Lincolne, as part of the Rectory of 
Orſton, and are now held by me of the Dean and Chapter. The third Part, of the two 
remaining Parts, belonging to the Priory of Wiri/werth, with Colton, which was Roger 

de Buſlie's Fee, and are now the Inheritance of Peniſton Whalley, Eſq. the reſt remain 


to the Church. And the Cuſtom of dividing the Tythes is at eighteen; the Rector or: 


$creveton hath eight; I for the Church of Lincolne have ſix; and Mr. Whalley four. 
There was a final Agreement made at Net5mgher, in the King's Court, the third Day 


after the Feaſt of St. Gregory, next after HzNRT, 4. King of England, Son of Maud, 5 


the Empreſs, ſent his Daughter into Sicily, before William Fitz-Raph, and William 


Baſſet, and Michael Belet, the King's Juftices, between Hugh, Son of Alan, and be-

ILORDSHIP is partly old and partly new incloſure, and is owned chiefly by Thomas 
Thoroton, Eſq. a deſcendant of the hiſtorian Dr. THOROTrox, whoſe dwelling ſtands near 
the church devoid of ſymetry and attraction. This old manor-houſe belonged, for- 
merly, to the Kirketons', the Leeks', and the Whalleys', in ſucceſſion; and ſtands, by 
Dr. THOROTON's account, “ in the very diviſion of the lordſhips of Coleſton and Scre- 
weton.” Within, however, are ſome ſpacious rooms, furniſhed with ſeveral good por- 
traits of the Rutland family. Here are alſo the fine portraits of Dr. Tworpron and 
his daughter, copied and engraved for this new edition of Nottinghamfhire; the latter at 
the expence of their preſent owner, to face this page. Her age 80, and her name 
Elizabeth, married to a Mr. Turner. The painting by Vandermine. | 


I had the honor of converſing with Mr. Thoroton when I viſited this place, 
and as the curious are generally inquiſitive about the family and deſcendants of diſtin- 
oviſhed characters like Dr. THoRoTON, I will juſt obſerve, that Mr. Thoroton's mind, 
(now advanced in years) appears clear, intelligent, and ſerene; and by the teſtimony of 
his neighbours, it is rich in acts of benevolence. He ſerved many years in parliament 
for Bramber, in Suſſex; but he has left the bultle of the ſenate for a life more compatible 
with his years, apparently about 60. 4. 


The church is a neat ſtructure, dedicated to St. Winifred. It conſiſts of a nave and two 
ſide-aiſles, and a tower ſteeple, with 3 bells.

THIS lordſhip was incloled in 1780, and contains about 1200 acres of land. It 


conliſts of ſeveral manors; the principal of which belongs to Mr. Grant, of Binghazn. 
The eſtate, of which Mr. Grant's 1s a part, formerly belonged to the Marquis of 
Dorcheſter; afterwards to the Duke of Kingſton, who willed it to his nephew, John 


Brand, Eſq. who fold it to the preſent Duke of Portland; and his Grace, a few years 
ſince, {old it out in three portions : one to Mr. Grant above-named; another to Mr. 


Marriott, then of Bingham, but now reſident upon his at Aacton; and the third portion 


to Mr. Green, a reputable farmer at Carcolſton. 


In this ſmall village, or hamlet, which pariſhes to Yhaton, and once had a chapel 
but now utterly decayed, was born the ever-memorable Biſhop Cranmer, who ſuffered 
martyrdem in the reign of Maxy the Firſt. On Mr. Marriott's eſtate may be traced 
ſeveral moats, iſlands, pleaſure-grounds, &c. formerly belonging to that worthy 


prelate. On the ſcite of that, on which the Biſhop's houſe ſtood, is erected one occu- 


pied by Mr. Spurr, who has in his poſſeſſion, ſome curious relics of antiquity, which, it is 
laid, belonged to the Cranmer family. * *Tis a compliment,” (ſays a friend of mine 
in this neighbourhood) * due to Mr, Marriott to ſay, that he has uſed every means in 
his power to preſerve the antient appearances of the moats, walks, &c. ſince they 


became his property; but ſome of the former owners, or occupiers, with infinitely leſs 


taſte, have taken down a hill, which was thrown up by the Archbiſhop, on the ſummit 
of which, tradition ſays, he was wont to ſit and ſurvey the face of the country, and liſten 


to the tunable bells at Y/hatton,” a3. 


Aſlafon inhabitants, I find, ſtill ele& a chrchwarden, and have a ſeparate levy towards 
the ſupport of the church of Yhation, amounting to the third of the annual expence. — 
A farm, in this place, occupied by Mr. Walker, which contains 200 acres of land, 1s 
left for the ſupport of a ſchool at King's-Clif, Northamptonſhire, Another farm, here, 
belongs to, and is occupied by, Mr, Oliver, beſides thoſe noticed above.

There 
have been Marle-Pits at I/hatton, but that Huſbandry hath been long diſuſed hereabouts, 
There is only a thin blue ſhelly ſort of Stone; and perhaps there may have been Plaiſ- 
ter like that of Parts, in this Lordſhip, which there is in divers near it, at Elton, Sutton, 
Orſton, Crophill, Langar, &c. 


The Value of this Manor was in the Time of King Fpwarp the Confeſſor, 20l. but 


when King W1LL1iaM made his famous Survey for the more eaſy regulating the Taxes 
which ſhould be raiſed, 161. having Soc in Hechefword and Hoſlacheton : tis the highelt 
Value that I have obſerved for ſo little a Lordſhip, but the Soil 1s very good. 


Tis very probable that the Poſterity of that Robert, before-named, had their Sur- 


name from this Place, for I find Sir William de Watun, 5. Lord of this Place, a 
Benefactor to the Monaſtery of Blyth, very near this Time; William de Novoforo like- 
wiſe; and Adam de Novomercato confirmed the Gifts of his Anceſtors, which F *amily 
became ſuperior Lords to the other, and held immediately of Gaunt. 

Adelina, the Daughter and Heir of Robert de Whatton, gave the Church of Hhatton 
to the Abbey of Wellebec, to maintain the Hoſpitality thereof, for the Souls of her ſaid

From the high grounds in this lordſhip, near the town, you have ſome delightful 
views: and I, frem one, having viſited the Vale of Belvoir, had ſome pleaſin 
ſenſations* Belvoir-Caſtle, and its noble ſcenery at its baſe ; the Vale below, which 
extends itſelf almoſt beyond the ſtretch of ſight, luxuriant in earthly treaſure, and 
abounding with villages, and a happy people, living under the influence of an illuſtrious 
patronage. Bottesford church, (where a race of noble heroes reſt) at this diſtant view; 
is ſeen as a fine column in the atmoſphere, above every object in the Vale. Nearer 
objects from this eminence, have attraction, from the diverſity of church appearances. 
Here I made a ſketch of Bingham church, (ſee plate, page 13.) ancat, but not an elegant

Bingham is a market- town, but not of conſiderable magnitude; we may ſuppoſe that 
it was once of more conſequence, by its giving name to a Hundred or Wapentake and 
by the foundations of buildings being ſrequently diſcovered. Two chapels once ſtood in.

ee ſtands at the diſtance of near a mile from the turnpike- road, from Nottingban 
to Newark, 10 miles from the former, and 11 from the latter. It conſiſts of 200 families, 
and better than a thouſand inhabitants. The market is kept on Thurſdays, and the 
three annual fairs on the 13th. February; Thurſday in Whitſun-week, a town holyday ; 
and November 8: Here is a ſhew of ſtallions on Eaſter Thurſday ; and a large ſtatute 
for hiring ſervants, generally the laſt Thurſday in October. The canal from this place 
to communicate with the Trent, will doubtleſs be of conſiderable advantage to the inha-

a. This eſtate, and family manſion, which ſtands at the end of Bingham, are in the occupation of Mr. Hutchinſon a reſpectable 
grazier. Theſe poſſeſſions deſcended in a right line to Henry Sherbrooke, Eſq. of Cxten, in this county, whoſe original name was 
Porter; but changed for the purpoſe of inheriting an eſtate entailed upon the name of Sherbrooke. This gentleman dying in 1779, 
without ifſue, the Bingham eſtate devolved upon his niece, a younger brother's daughter, who, at the death of her uncle, was married 
to Mr, Bonnell, of Sutton-Coldfield, in Warickbire + He dying, the married ' ſecondly, William Plaxton, 'Eſq. of London, who, in 
right of his wife, was lately in poſſeſſion of the eſtate; but on condition of Thomas Porter Bonnell, Efq. the preſent owner: Mrs, 
Plaxton's ſon, by her firſt marriage, advancing a certain ſum of money to Mr. Plaxton, his father in-law, he was. giyen immediate. 
poſſeſſion of the eſtate, which otherwiſe he could not have obtained-till-the deceaſe of Mr, and Mrs, Plaxton, 5 : 
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bitants, being central, with reſpect to the fertile vale of Belvsin, and ſituate in a 
popolous neighbourhood. A poit-office was eftabliſhed in 1790. | 
The principal building in this place, beſide the church, is the rector's dwelling, 
ſitnate between the marcet-place and the church: it may be claſſed with the firſt-rate 
reverend's dwellings in the county. A pleaſure-ground in the front view, adorned with 
ſome ſprightly trees, ſhrubs, and evergreens, form a pleaſing and cooling ſhade 
The market- place is formed upon rather a large ſcall e. 
The church is dedicated to All-Saints, has 6 bells, and built of durable ſtone ; and is 
a heavy ſtrong buildu:g- It conſiſts of a nave and two ſide- aiſſes, badly lighted, owing 
in a great meaſure, to the upper part of the nave, being in 1584, conſiderably 
lowered. The appearance of the original height of the nave is viſible now, againſt a 
wall of the tower-part of the church- The chancel is ſpacious and well lighted : over 
an arch at the entrance of which are Queen Ax x's arms, done in ſtucco work, with 
other devices: two ſhields contain the names of the then churchwardens, John 
Hutchinſon and John Woollow :” beſide which are written, © Fear God. Honor the 
Queen.” Date © 1711.” On the other ſide of the arch are two cherubs, one hand of 
each ſupports a crown of glory : in their other hands an olive branch and trumpet.---- 
Near theſe are two ſhields, which contain the following inſcriptions.

The chancel is handſomely ceiled; and over the altar are other devices in ſtucco- 
work: the whole of which, with a marble communion table, was done, the arms 
excepted, at the expence of the Rev- Henry Stanhope, who was nearly related to 
the late accompliſhed Earl of Cheſterfield, who died in the year 1773. The monu- 
ments mentioned by THoROTON, as being in his time in this place, were partly remo- 
ved when the alterations took place. Alas! the only things that would have made the 
church reſpectable to an antiquary, were deſtroyed, by the ſpecious but often fallacious 
name of improument. In a ſeat near the chancel, however, there ſtill remains an old 
trunk of ſtone, in the human form, without arms, head, or legs.

After he had finiſhed his ſtudies, Mr, White taught, with great ſucceſs, a Public 
School at Bingham, From thence he reruoved for a few years, in the ſame capacity, to Grantham, in Lincolnſhire ; but leaving that 
place, he again returned to Bingbam. He having for ſome years been Compiler of Almanacks to the Worthiptul Company of Stationers, 
in the year 1750, publiſhed his Celeſtial Atlas, or new Ephemeris, which is ſtill kept in his name; and, as a juſt eſtimation of its 
intrinſic worth, is the only Ephemeris now annually publiſhed, 
year 1773, and was bwied in the ſouth aiſle of that church. After Mr. White's death, the Compilation of Almanacks fell to Mr.

I don't frequently copy hackney'd verſes from grave-ſtones; but having no inclination 
of climbing up into the fteeple to ſee the bells, I tranſcribed theſe, which are beyond 
the ordinary claſs of inſcriptions, whilſt a friend or two went to copy an inſcription on 
the ſecond bell.

With theſe were ſeveral large ſilver pins, which, as they were found in different 
parts of the coffin, very likely had been uſed for the purpoſe of pinning down the 
winding-jheet.

LORDSHIP contains about 2500 acres of incloſed land, owned wholly by the 
Earl of Chefterfield, who is Lord of the Manor. 

The village is not an inconſiderable place. In a vault, in the church, (which has a 
tower ſteeple with five bells) are depoſited the remains of the accompliſhed Lord 
Cheſterfield, whoſe character and writings are pretty generally known. 

The living is reputed to be worth ſcarcely ;ol. per annum, which is in the hands of 
the Rev. Thomas Bigſby. Patron, the Earl of Cheſterfield. Bacon calls it a chapel 
only, dedicated to St. Peter and St. Paul. Near the village ſtands the old manor- 
houſe, which ſtood a ſiege during the civil war in the laſt century; and it is ſaid, that 
thoſe who were not deſtroyed and | could not eſcape, were brought priſoners to Bingham 
church. Near this dwelling ſtands an alms-houſe and chapel, built and endowed by 
an anceſtor of the noble family, the owners of Shelford, It was built for ſix men, 
batchelors or widowers, who had each a houſe, garden, and orchard, coals, two 
ſhillings a week, and a cap and a coat yearly, The number of objects are now reduced 
to four, choſen out of the pariſhes of Bingham, Gedling, and Shelforg, by their reſpective 
rectors : Bingham rector nominates two, and the others one each. 

A whimſical and puzzling inſcription is put on four ſides of a long ſquare ſtone in the 
church-yard. It is engraved on the preceding plate, fig. 3. 4. 

The fac miles of the hand-writing, in the fame plate, are taken from a very curious 
account of the burial of Sir Thomas Stanhope : the original paper is now in my 
poſſeſſion. The following is a copy:

There, at the Time when the Conqueror 
made his Survey, it being then become the Fee of Walter de Ayncurt, (as all or 
moſt of Torie's Lands in this County were) in Demeſne were three Car. and four

having two Car. There was a Prieſt and a Church, one Mill, 5s. 4d. ſixty Acres of 
Meadow; in the Time of Epward the Confeſſor the Value was 41. then 1o00s. It 
had Soc in Alureton, Flodberge, and Dallintune, and was then held by Malger, whoſe 
Poſterity having their chief Reſidence here had their Name from this Place. and do 
continue in the Male Line, poſſeſſed of it to this Day, Nov. 30, :672. 
c. Oliver Dayncourt gave to William de Albeni the younger, the Fee of two 
Knights, which Galfr. de Staunton held, and which Raph Dayencurt, his Grandfather, 
gave to the ſaid William's Father, himſelf adding halt a Knight's Fee in Gunwortoeby,

Foot; to Iſabell his own Wife he gave a ſilver Cup, in which was a certain Shield; and 
a Murray Cup with a Foot to Joan his ſaid Son's Wife; to Margaret his own Daughter 


he gave like Lagacies; and to Geoffrey his Son's Son a Cup of a Nut, to be an Heir 
Loome, to John, Simon, and Thomas, Sons of his ſaid Son William; to Iſabell his 
Daughter, and to many Convents of Friars, and to the Churches and Poor of his own 
Towns he gave ſomething ; and to the Friar Elias de Leviſſingham vis. and viiid. for the 
firſt Day of his Sepulture, and the ſeventh ten Marks, and as much to the Holy Land, 


that two Foot- men ſhould go the firſt Paſſage i in his Name, and each have five Marks: 


to perfect all, he ordered his Ward of Baſingbam, which he had by Sir Tho. de Multon 
of Frandon, as long as he ſhould be in his hand with his other Goods. His Executors 


were Iſabell his Wife, William his Son, and Sir Robert his Brother Parſon of Staunton, 


by the Advice of Fr.

STAUNTON 


LORDSHIP contains 800 a acres s of land, incloſed about the year 176 3. It belongs 
chiefly to two maiden ladies, the only ſurviving daughters of Job Staunton Charlton, 


Eſq. who ſerved in Parliament for Newark many years. He was the laſt male of this 


ancient family, and died about fifteen years ago. There are two other freeholds in this 
lordſhip, one belongs to the Earl of Be ough, and the other to John Wright, Eſq. 
banker, Nottingham. _

Tas: 15 no great Lordſhip for content of Ground, only the Soil, may be thought 
tolerably good, becauſe the Book of Doomſday gives us Notice, that in thoſe Days 
here were four or five ſeveral Manors, whereof Earl Alan of Richmond, had ſome, viz. 
two which were Unſpac's before the Conqueſt, who paid the Geld for them as two 
Bov. 2. The Land being then one Car. F redgis held this of Earl Alan, a. and there 
had one © Car. four Sochm. on one Bovat, and two Bordars, having one Car. There 
was a Prieſt and a Church, to which belonged the fourth Part of the Land. There 
was ten acres of Meadow. The Value of this in the Cox FESSOR's Time was 208. then 


128. Another Manor in $Sydetorpe this Earl had, which before was Oſberts, who was 


rated for it to the Dane-geld at one Bov. and three Acres. The Land half a Car. 


There was a Prieſt, two Fond four Acres of Medow. This had been 10s. but then 


was 4s. Value. 


Of William Peverell's Fee "ae were two Manors, «kich before the Normans came, ® 


Leuvine and Turvert had, and were rated for them to the Geld at four Bov. The 
Land of them was thirteen Bovats. There Robert, the Man, (or Tenant) of William 
Pevrel, had one (Plow, or) Car. and five Villains, with one (Plow, or) Car. and one

The 

reſt of his Lands in Sit Pe, and all his Lands, Tenements, Services, Rents, &c. in the 

Towns and Fields of Lo“ wfworth, Oiſten, Stauuten, Thurverton, Aflacton, Flintham, and 

Farnedon, with the Appurtenances, and all his Goods and Chattels, he then likewiſe 

conveyed in Truſt, to the ſaid Sir John Leek, and Simon Leek his Son, and William 

Leek, to pay his Debts, and fulfill his laſt Will, and keep bis Children, appointing 

the ſurpluſage of his Rents and Profits of his Lands, till his Son and Heir William. 

| Sibthorp ſhould come of Age, to increaſe the Fortunes of his Son Gerard, and Daugh- 
ter Margery, only Sir John Leek to have 100s. for his Pains, and Simon, and William 
Leek five Marks a-piece; but if all the Children died under Age, the ſaid Simon

Hugh, Son of Roger de Bingham, 4 gave two Bovats of Land in Sibethorpe, to 
W Son of William de Selton, in the firſt Year after the Election of Simon de 
Langton, to the Archbiſhopric of York; but becauſe that Land was then in the 
Hands of Galfr. fil. Pagan, and Galfr. de Talnei, both of Newerch, for four Years, he 
found Pledges to give Seiſin after the Expiration, viz. Walter del Hou, Ranulf Morin, 
and William, Son of Roger de Bingham, Roger, Heir of the ſaid Hugh, then alſo 
paſſing his word: the Witnefſes were William de Dive, William de Sena, Galfr. 
de CLipole, Richard de Selton, William de Hokeſword, Raph de St. Paul, John de 
„William de Bingham, Reginald de Aſlacton, Walter Croc, Mr. Richard de 
Aſlacton, Roger the Chaplain, who wrote the Cyrograph, and many others. | 

William Dayvill, 8 II. 5. 4. was ſummoned to anſwer Thomas de Grene of Sibthorp, 
concerning a Plea, that he ſhould acquit him of the Service which the King exacted 
of him for the Freehold, which he held in Sy/72orp of the ſaid William.

The village is large, and is conſidered by the inhabitants of two diviſions, one of which 
is called Stoke. Sixty dwellings have common right. Here is an hoſpital for four 
women, founded, in 1744, by Ann Darwin. 


The church is a neat place of worſhip, dedicated to All Saints. To a nave and a 
ſide aiſle, another aiſle has been lately added. It has a tower with three bells; five are 


about to ſupply the place of the three, by the bounty of R. W. Darwin, Eſq. Here 
are ſeveral mural monuments, chiefly to the Darwin family. One informs us that William 
Darwin, Eſq. of Cleatham in Lincolnſhire died in 1682, aged 28. Another of the 
fame name, and place, died in 1760, aged 70. William Alvey Darwin of New Slea- 
ford, in the county of Lincoin, and late of Gray's Inn, in the county of Middleſex, 
Gent. was born in 1726, and died in 1783. Robert Darwin, Eſq. Barriſter at Law 
was born in 1682, and died in 1754. He married Eliz. daughter of John Hall, in the 
county of Lincoln, Gent. by whom he had iſſue Robert Waring, Elizabeth, William 
Alvey, Ann, Suſanna, John and Eraſmus. The neateſt monument is placed for Suſanna

We l-arn, in this place, 
that James Banks, of Nollingbam, Eſq. who died in 17 29, aged 69, was buried here. 
He was a juſtice of the peace, and had ſerved the office of high-ſheriff, for the county. 
A neat monument, in this church, alſo, remembers Sir George Smith, Bart. father of 


the preſent Sir George S. Bromley. He died in 1769, aged 55. 


In the field of Stoke was fought the deciſive battle between 3 the 7th, and 
the army of the pretended young Earl of /arwick, who had been crowned King in 


Irelaud, and came hither, joined by a number of German and Iriſh forces, to wreſt 


the crown of Euglaud from HENRY, who had fo lately, by the battle of Befworth, 


ſeized it from the hands of RichARD 3d. The army of the impoſtor, whom we 


are told was an accompliſhed baker's ſon, landed in Lencafhire, in company with the 
Earls of Lincoine and Kildare, Lord Lovel and a German general. Thele were joined 
by a ſmall body of Engliſh troops under the command of Sir Thomas Broughton. 
This combined force marched towards Jork, while HENRY was advancing to Notti.ig- 
ham. At this place he diſcovered the Earl of Lincolne's deſign to march to Newark- 
upon-Trent, which he was reſolved, if poſſible, to prevent. He therefore marched 


| haſtily to that place, and encamped between the enemies army and Newark, The 
: fame day the Earl of Lincel», who commanded the rebel army, advanced to Stoke, 


and encamped on the ſide of an eminence. The next day, the 6th of June, or as ſome 
ſay the 16th, Hzway offered him battle, his army being drawn up in three lines; 
the front being compoſcd of his belt troops. The battle commenced with determined 
vigour on boch ſides, and continued for three hours without either of the armies giving, 
way. At length by the death of the Farls of Iincolne and Kildare, and other great 


Officers in the rebel army, and the prodigious laughter made among the German 


forces, the Iriſh and Engliſh fled from the field of battle, leaving about 4000 dead. 
This conteſt and victory colt the King about 3ooo ſain. The newly made King was 
taken p.1ſoner, and afterward was honoured with the office of turn ſpit in the King's s kit- 
chen. Where he took his original name Lambert Simnel.

THORPE BY NEWARK 


LORDSHIP is chiefly 1 in the hands of 8 Neale, Eſa. of Tollerton. It is 
old incloſure, and but a ſinall lordſhip of cold land. Here are only about nine houſes 
indifferently built. 

The church has a low tower with three bells, and conſiſts of one aiſle. It is dedicated 
to St. Laurence, an old ſtone figure lies juſt under the reading detk, which I ſuppoſe is 
that mentioned by THOROTON above. Little more of the inſcription is now left than 
MaGARETA, Sce the plate page, 243, fig. 2.

IS another ſinall village of about 12 dwellings. The lordſhip is owned chiefly by 


a Mr. Holden, a Derbylhire Gentleman, old incloſure. This village, or rather the 


church and the {prightly trees that embelliſh it, have a pleaſing appearance from the 
road near Newark, I was told by an old perſon, that when Alexander Holden, Eſq. 


of .{ſton-upon-Treit, purchated it, (whoſe remains were interred in the church in 
3769, in the 89th year of his age) that he could not let it for 28. 6d. per acre, and that 
he was obliged, on that account, to Keep it in his own hands. Now 1t takes a price 

equal to others in the neighbourhood. Mr. Alexander Holden purchaſed the family 


eſtate here from Newdigate. TroroTON tells us s above that it was mortgaged, 
in his time, to Sir Richard Newdigate. 

The church which is dedicated to All Saints, hs a light tower with 4 bells; a nave 
and two fide aiſles. Part of the figures, only, which TrworoTON has given, under an 
arch, in the chance}, remain. The ſtalls, in the chancel, are exceedingly rich in decor- 
ation: flowers, birds, &c. are figured therein in a good ſtile. The north ſide of the 
chancel, alſo, is pleaſingly ornamented, and the holy water-ftock. Robert Waldroon, 

rector, died in 1697.—The monument for Alexander Holden, Eſq. whom | have 


noticed as the purchaſer of the eſtate, is in the north aiſle. I have ſeen many ſtrange 


figures and forms without churches, originally intended to Sande water from the roots; 
ſome with horrid mouths, and many in the poſition of yomiting; but here is one too 
19;lelicate either for repreſentation or deſcription. It ſerves vulgar boys and men, in 
the neighbourhood, to ſhew to women as a great curioſity, I am told, Where the former 
fail not to laugh at the credulity of the latter.

The lordſhip is now in the 
hands of Roger Pocklington, Eſq. who purchaſed 1 it of Dr. Taylor. It is encloſed, but 
not an extenſive domain.

The feat of Roger Pocklington, Eſq. is diſtinguiſhed from the more common

circumjacent hills, and happily contraſted from the other edifices which may be ſaid to 
form part of this dwellinz, appears lovely, even to the incurious, or inattentive traveller, 
The plantations, which are laid out with a degree of taſte, at a nearer approach, al- 
though chiefly of a modern age, abound in variety, and ſeem foſtered by a chaſte hand, 

It ſhould appear that Mr. Pocklington has more than ordinary attachment to this 


ſcat by the improvements which have taken place, and thoſe about to be made in the 


adjacent grounds: a conſiderable portion of land, I could perceive, was preparing for 


field delight, in additon to the preſent. Can a man, poſſeſſed of afluence, be occupied 


in works of a leſs harmleſs, or of a more pleaſing nature? He bids, as it were, a new 
creation riſe at his command, ſubject at his will and guidiance. | 
Hence you have a delightful view of Newark, in which the church and the ruined 
caſtle are fine objects at this diſtance. In other points of view, in walking in the 
grounds about this manſion, the Trent and the ſeat of the Earl of Lincoln, on its bank, 


at Kellham, are not the leaſt which catch the eye of thoſe who delight in field ſcenery F.

Horſes and ſix Cows at Newark, and drove them to his Parc (or Pound) and there 
detained them.

SOUTH Clingham field is encloſed, and is large, It is poſſeſſed by ſeveral owners, 
The Earl of Samford has a conſiderable portion. Peterborough Minſter is in poſſeſſion, 
alſo, of a portzon. : 

In this village are about eighty dw ellings, ſome rolerably well built, It hes partly 
on the road. 

The church conſiſts of a nave, and two ſide aiſles with a tower in hich are four 
bells. It is dedicated to St. John Baptiſt, The arches on the South ſide the nave 
are all pure Saxon; but not correſponding ones. They are of good work manſhip. 
The oppoſite arches are plain, and were built, doubtleſs, at a later period than the for- 
mer. Perhaps the old arches I have noticed might be part of the priory church which 
tradition reports ſtood at Colliunbam; but of which there is little certainty. 

I ſaw nothing which par ricularly deſerves notice in this church beſides ; excepting 
an old ſtone which 1s nearly covered by a feat, which had an inſcription in black letter, 
1 diſcovered « Hic Jacet Thoma.“ —My attendant informed me that it is ſuppoſed to 
remember a gentleman who formerly lived in a large manſion, in this Place, on the ſite 
of which is erected a farm houle.

Upon the authority of Horſſey and S/ukeley, Mr. Gough ſays, “ at r or Burehb 
near it, was the CRococoLana of Antoninus. The ramparts are ploughed over, but the 
Roman coins, Burgh pennies, have been found here, and foundations often ſtruck up. 
Many pots, urns, bricks, iron ore, and cinders, have been found here.” That pots, 
bricks and cinders may have been ſeen here, frequently, no one can deny; but from, 
what I could learn, not ſuch kind of pottery and bricks, that indicate that this place 
Had been a Roman ſtation of that conſequence as CRococoLana _

Tris Noble Manor of Newer was by the famous Leofric Earl of Mercia, and lu, 
moſt pious Lady Godiva, given with Tlatburch in this County, (now Fledbgrouph) to the 
Monaſtery of Stow near L.incolne, in the time of King Epwarp the Confeilor, who 
with his Queen and Nobles was preſent at, L. and conſenting to the Agreement made 
between the ſaid Earl and Counteſs, and the Biſhop W ulwi, that they ſhould have 


Prieſts there, and altogether the ſame Service which was in St. Paul's at Londen, and that 


the Lands they ſhould” give, ſhould be for the Food and Rayment of the Brethren (or

St. Remigius in the twenty-fourth year of his Pontificate, 4 W. 2. viz. 1091. con- 


firmed this Lordſhip to So Robert Bloet ſucceeded him, and the exchange with 


the Abbey of Hyneſbam. 


Alexander, the next Biſhop of Lincoln, is ſaid to have built the Caſtle in King STEPHEN'S 


time, though it ſeems (by what follows) to be of older date, and therefore might poſſi- 
bly be but a re-edifying or repairing it, as may by ſome of the gifts of Robert the 
lecond Biſhop of Lincolne (who immediately ſucceeding Alexander) which King HENRY 


the II. confirmed to the Priory 9. of St. Kataerin's, which by the conſent of the Chapter 


of Lincoln he founded near that City, of the Order of that Sempirghain, be manifeſted. 
Amongſt which were the Churches of Newerc, Nortune, Bartune, and Newtune, and two 
Meſſ. or dwelling Houſes in the Borough of NVewerc and the Houſes, with the Land on 
the North Eaſt part of the Mother Church, and four Bovats of Land in the Fields 


of Newerc, with the dwelling Houſes, and twenty Acres in the Heath, and a dwelling 


_ Houſe which the Church of Newerc had before, with two Bovats of Land in the Fields. 
And the Chapel of the Apoſtles, Philip and James, founded in the Caſtle of the ſame 


Town, and anciently given to the Mother Church, with the tenth penny of the whole 


Toll of the Borough of Newerc, except the Fairs. And 4s. Land which Malger held 
in Newere, 5 | | e 
5. Simon ſon of Robert, ſon of Malger de Newark, paſſed to Warin, ſon of 


Hugh, upon Fofe of Newark, his Tenement in Milnegate, he paying 6d. to the 


Biſhop of Lincolne, and 10d. to the Prior of Thurgarton, to whom the ſaid 
Symon afterwards wholly releaſed it. There were ſome other {mall parcels belong- 
ing to that Monaſtery, as there were to divers others, viz. St. Katherin's K:rkeſftede, 


and Neubo, in Lincolneſhire; Broxton, and Burton Lazars, in Leiceſterſhire; Mounigrace 


in Yorkſhire; Shelford, Brodholme, and St. Leonard's Hoſpital in this County, and 
ſome others. Beſides here were a great company of Chauntries in the Church of New- 


art, which is now one of the faireſt Pariſh Chuches I ever ſaw; but I cannot think the 


preſent Fabric older than HENRY the Sixth, if ſo old. Yet I ſuppole it better than 
all the ten mentioned in Doomſday Book, which I gueſs were not all in the Town, 
though in the Soc. Who built it, or founded all the Chauntries, I cannot yet diſcover, 


Here was one at the Altar of All Saints, two at the Altar of the Holy Trinity, one ot 


St. Nicholas, one of Corpus Chriſti, one of Mary Magdalen, another called William 
Saucemers, another William Newarks. Beſides here were divers parcels of Land, and 
ſeveral Houſes given to the maintenance of Prieſts, that were in the nature of Chauntries, 
Here was alſo a certain great Houſe of Friars, of the Order of St, Auguſtine, which

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was granted from the Crown, 35 H. 8. a. to Richard Andrews, and Nicholas Temple, 
and their heirs. Sir John Markham had it, and ſince it was Sir Francis Leeks dwell- 
ing Houſe, and alſo the Lord Deyncourts, his ſons; but his fon, the preſent Earl of 
Scarſedale, fold it lately to Mr. Matthew Jenifon, the preſent owner. 

Next it, Southwards, ſtands another great Houſe called the Chauntry, in which dwelt 
William Leek, half brother of the ſ. id Lord Deyncourt, and Father of the preſent Sir 
Francis Leek, Knight, and Baronet, who made it alſo his principal reſidence. 

Next that is the Free- School, which together with a Song-School, ſituate on the 

North-weit point of the Church-yard, for an Orgamiſt and fix Choriſtere, was founded 
by Thomas Magnus, Arch: deacon of the Eaſt Rideing of Yorxſoire, and Warden of the 
College of Sibthorpe in this County, which after the diſſolution he had for life, it being 
granted to him and Richard Whalley, Eſq. and the heirs of Richard, 37 H. 8. as in 
that place 1s ſhown. 

| By an old Tradition in the Town, printed by Dr. Thomas Fuller, in his England's 

Worthies, he is ſaid to have been found in the Church Porch of Newerke, and hav- 
ing neither Father nor Mother, was by the people called Thomas Amangus: 5. but 
it appears to be otherwiſe in his Deed of Settlement, wherein he mentions John Mag- 
nus his Father, and Alice his Wife, his Mother, and Joane, Elizabeth, and Katherine 
his Siſters. His Arms (poſſibly bur of his own time) are ſtill in ſeveral places of the 
School, and other-where, Bendy of fix pieces, Vert and Gules, on a Feſſe Or, a Lion 
Paſſant between tivo Cinquefoiles of the ſecond, with his Motto under, AS GOD. 
WILL. 
The Lordſhip of Everton in this County, was the principal part of che endowment 
for the ſaid Schools, with which he chiefly truſted the Vicar of Newarke, and Brethren 
of Trinity Guild, then the moſt conſiderable Governors of the Town of Newarke ; 
but ſhortly after, viz. 1 January, 3 E. 6. c. it was made a Corporation of one Alder- 
man and twelve Aſſiſtants, and 2 C. 1. upon renewing the Charter, the Alderman Com- 
menced Major, and the twelve Aſſiſtants, Aldermen, and ſo it continues, with what 
additions our preſent Sovereign King CHaRLEs the Second, hath made in the new 
Charter, as chuſing two Burgeſſes to ſerve in Parliament, enlarging the compaſs of their 
Juriſdiction by annexing ſeveral Towns, and the like. 

The whole Manor, Soc, and Wapentac continued to the Biſhops of Lincolne, till the 
time of EDwagp the Sixth, that Rands alias Holbech, then Biſhop of Lincolne, ſurren- 
dred it to the Crown, in which it ſtill remains. 

It was uſually divided into the Borough of Newark, and Northgate; at the further 
end whereof, from the Town, ſtood a fair Houſe belonging to the Hoſpial of St. 
Leonard of Stoke (commonly called the Spitile) which Sir Robert Conſtable had by 
Leaſe, the intereſt whereof his ſon Henry Conſtable had; and from him it came to 
Wiltam Cecill, Eſq. late Earl of Exeter, who built a goodly Houſe there; which after 
his deceaſe, was, by Act of Parliament, 17 C. 1. exchanged from the Hoſpital for 
Lands of better value, and eſtated upon his widow (Elizabeth) the Counteſs Dowager 
of Exeter, and her heirs. Shortly after the Wars happened, and Newarke became one 
of the moſt conſiderable Garriſons the King had, in which the Loyalty and courage of 
the Townſmen were ever remarkable, and ſufficiently manifeſted in all the three Sieges: 
at the firſt whereof, Sir Joha Henderſon, the prudent CE; cauſed all W e

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and that fore- mentioned Houſe the Spitile to be burned ; yet the Caſe of it made a re- 
ceptacle for the Enemy at the ſecond Siege, where Prince Rupert took a goodly train 
of Artillery, which I ſaw, together with their Foot Arms, when he fo fortunately re- 
lieved the Town, then under the Government of Sir Richard, now Lord Byron; but 
before the third, there was not one Stone left unthrown down, and in or near the Place, 

a ſtrong Fortification raiſed in Sir Richard Willis's time (as I remember) and called 
the King's Sconce, which by his Majeſties Special Comannd, then in the Scots 
Quarters on the North fide of the River Trent, was about the ſixth of May 1646, 
2. with the Town, and Caſtle, and the reſt of the Fortreſſes, concluded by 
Commiſſioners of the Right Honorable John Lord Bellaſis the laſt Governor, to be 
ſur rendered tne Saturday following, though it is faid that Mr. Smith the valiant Major, 

upon his Lordſhips communicating to him the Kings Order, urged the ſaid Gover- 


nor with Tears, to Truſt God and Sally, rather than think of yielding the Town, which 


indeed at that time ſuffered more by the Plague within, than the Enemy without.

NEW ARE. 


THE additions to this place will neceſſarily extend to ſome conſiderable length. 
Its conſequence in hiftory at the grand rebellion, its conſiderable charities or rather 
benefactions, its corporation, and its preſent importance, are objects of attention, in 
general, but ſlightly noticed, or neglected in Dr. THOROTOx's account of this town. I 
have therefore endeavoured to ſupply, with the informatioff I am in poſſeſſion of, 
thoſe deficiencies or omiſſions; but with as much brevity as poſſible. Sufficient materials, 
it cannot be doubted, might be collected to furniſh a ſeparate hiſtory of this place of n 
ſmall magnitude and uſefulneſs. Such a work from the pen of the reſpectable SouTaBwELL 
HrsToR1an, who is a neighbouring reſident, could not fail to be highly gratifying. _ 
The antiquity of Newark, THOROTON has given in his uſual] manner of relating 
the ancient hiſtory of other places; but he has wholly omitted to notice the opinion 
of ſome antiquity writers who have placed the Roman Station, Ad Pontem, here *. 
Neither Newark, nor Scuthævell where Mr. Raſtall has taken fome pains to fix this 
Station, abound with thoſe evident tokens of age, as in places where ſtations are 
pretty fully aſcertained. At Leiceſter, the Ratæ of the Romans, on the removal of the 
ground for the purpoſes of building or improvement, coins of the Rornan Eroperors, 
teſſelated pavements, and ancient pottery, are found daily, and often in abundance ; but 
at Newark and Southwell we find, inſtances, very few indeed of diſcoveries of this ſort 
and I believe leſs ſo in Newark than in Southwell, The predilection of writers to their 
native places, or other attachments, I fear, has been the cauſe in ſome meaſure, of the 
variety of ſentiments we meet with, reſpecting the Roman Routs. . = 
| NEWARK CAST EE. 8 
In deſcribing Newark, its Caſtle may be confidered the firſt object of note. In or 
about the reign of King STEPHEN, it is ſuppoſed this noble edifice was erected by 
Alexander, Biſhop of Lincein, or as ſome imagine by Roger Biſhop of Selifhury, who 
had built Shirburn, the Devizes and Malmeſbury. The town it is ſaid, took its nme 
from the erection of this important edifice , being @ new werk, I his Biſhop, Reger, 
built © caſtle alfo at Sleaford, and was a founder of feveral monaſteries. On ſome ac- 
count, not very favourable to the character of King STEPHEN, he impriſoned the 
Biſhop and other of his friends, where they were allowed to live only on bread and 


water. Their liberty was obtained on condition of their delivering Newark Ceo/le, 
and ſome other ſtrong places they were in poſſeſſion of into the king's hands. 

In King Jons's reign Newark Cafile made a ſtout reſiſtance againit the barons. 
"The king, after experiencing many diſaſterous circumſtances, in removing bimſelf 
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and treaſure to a place of ſafety in Lincolnſhire, from Lym in Norfolk, loſt all his baggage 
at high water in croſſing the marſhy lands, which were overflowed by the river Nell Stream. 
At Swine-head Abbey, where he lodged that night, he was taken ill of a tever; next 
day he was carried on a litter to Sleaford Caſtle, and the ſucceeding day to Newark, 
where he made his will and died, Oct. 18th, 1216 *. - 

In the reign of HENRY III. this place was in the poſſeſſion of the barons. It 
ſtood however, only an eight days fiege againſt the King, when it was reſtored to the

Nothing very material occurred, concerning this place, till the civil wars in the laſt 


century, when it made a moſt confpicuous figure. The loyalty of its inhabitants, at 
that time, was exceeded by thoſe of no other piace in the King's dom:nions. At che 
commencement of theſe troubles, the Earl of Nec, fixed a ſtrong garriſon in 
Newark to annoy the Lince/ijpire forces and thoſe of Fairfax, raiſed for the parliament f. 
In the ſpring 6 tte year 1643, it was attacked by an army of 5000 horſe and foot, un- 
der the command of Lord Willoughby, of Parbom; but after fome fruitleſs attempts, 
to ſubdue the garriſon, the ſiege was raiſed. Soon after another attempt was made by 
the forces under the command of Lord Fairfax. Sir John Biron commanded the 


brave garriſon, which conſiſted chiefly of the inhabitants of the town, and the oentry 


and others in the neighbourhood. The garrifon was at firſt hardly preſſed; but a 
body of forces arriving under the command of Prince Rupert, unexpectedly at Newark, 
fell upon the behfieger:, in their entrenchments, took their works, baggage, ordnance 
and ammunition, with about 3000 mulkets and fifty barrels of powder. Sir John, or 
Sir Richard Biron, the commander of the garriſon, was for his ſervices, on this occaſion, 
created Lord Biron; and the prince received the moſt flattering teſtimonies of praiſe, 
for this brilliant ſucces F, 
The king and his friends, on many diſtreſſing occaſions, found this place a ſafe 
aſylum. On his att-inpt to join Montroſs in Scotland, after tuſtaining ſome loſs in 
Zeraſbire, he retreated to Newark, Here he itayed ſettling ſome differences which had 
ariſen in his army; but his ſtay here was attended with much hazard; for Pointz, and 
Rofliter, commanders on the fide of Parliament had, as they thought, ſo effectually ſur- 
rounded the town, that they judged it impoſſible for the King to efcape. He being 
made acquainted with his dangerous ſituation ſet out, on a dark night from Newark, 
for Belvoir caſtle, where he arrived about three o'clock in the morning unperceived by 
the enemy. At this time the king's affairs were in a moſt lamentable condition; and 
having ſcarcely a place of ſafety left for him in his dominions, he fled to Scotland for 


refuge. In the mean time Newark was regularly beßeged, and at length given up, 


by the king's directions, upon honourable conditions, the Lou Bellaſis, Governor.

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I The mpynds of earth raiſed at the ſiege of this place are ſtill viſible, they form irre- 
gular lines, and indicate no extraordinary ſkill in tactics. In thoſe entrenchments there 
appears ſomething like a cellar or ſtore room. A hole in the ſpire of the Church, ſtill 
appears, which, it is ſaid, was made at the ſiege by a cannon ball, it paſſed through one 
fide of the ſpire above the pinnacle, but the other reſiſted its force, it conſequently 
tell within the ſteeple. | . 
The caſtle, at this time, is a ruin of conſequence, but not fplendid. That portion, 
ſeen towards the ſtream, has a ſmooth ſurface and now almoſt entire *. A large break. 
in this yall would let the eye into the internal parts of the ruin, which ac preſent are 
ſcreened at this point of view. When time ſhall have effected this purpoſe, the whole: 
will form, more of pictureſque beauty than we behold at preſent. 


The King's munificence to Newark, 
CHARLES the Firſt honoured this place by creating Robert Peirpoint, Baron Peirpoint 
and viſcount Newart, which titles have been enjoyed ever ſince by his ſucceſſors, 
the Earls and Dukes of Kingſton. | , 

The charter, granted by CHARLES the Firſt, to this place, is of conſiderable length. 
A tranſlation of it was printed by Holt of Newark, in 1790, with that of his Son and 
ſucceſſor, Charles the Second. The preamble to the former ſets forth that, Whereas 
our Town of Newark-apou-Trent, in our county of Nottingham, is an antient and populous. 
town, and the Aldermen, and Aſſiſtants inhabiting the ſaid town, have had and enjoyed 
divers liberties, franchiſes, immunities, and pre- eminences as well by the charters of 
our late father, James, late king of England, of bleſſed memory, as by the charters of 
our late ſiſter Lady ELIZABETEH, late Queen of Eugland, and by the charters of divers. 
others our progenitors and predeceſſors, late kings of England, heretofore had, made, 
granted or confirmed, as alſo by reaſon of divers preſcriptions, uſages, and cuſ- 
toms in the ſaid town, time out of mind had, uſed, and acuſtomed.“ It ſpeaks alſo, 
of the great increaſc of the town, in traffic, and population, whereby it requires a 
more ſpecial government than heretofore. This charter ratifies and confirms all for- 
mer grants, privileges, &c. end creates anew, into one body corporate and politic, 
with the additions of certain liberties, privileges, immunities and franchiſes as follow. 
That it ſhall remain a free town of itſelf, under the denomination of © the Mayor and 
Aldermen of the Town of Newark-4pon-Trent, in the county of Nottingbam That 
they, under this name, may receive and poſſeſs lands, liberties, juriſdictions, &c. for them 
and their ſucceſſors, and alſo to grant, demiſe and aſſign lands, &c. by the name afore- 
ſaid. And that by this name they are enabled to plead, and to. be impleaded. That 
they ſhall have a Common Seal which they may change and alter at their pleaſure 
they are empowered to make ſtatutes, laws, and ordinances for the government of the 
town, as in their wiſdem ſhall think fit, with a power to puniſh offenders with fine, 
pains, or penalties. By theſe preſents HENRY GiLL was appointed © the firſt origi- 
nal M:yor,”* to continue in office till the feaſt of St. Michael. Theſe following were 
appointed Aldermen, John Noble, Thomas Jeniſon, Chriſtopher Haflem, Peter Smith, 
John Jeniſon, Thomas Holman, William Midlebrook, John Staindge, Henry Clifton, 
Chiiſtopher Wilſon, and Robert Oram. The major part of the Mayor and W heading 

above- 
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above-named, and their ſucceſſors by this charter are impowered to chuſe a new mayor 
in each ſucceeding year on the Feaſt of St. Michael. It provides alſo, for ſupplying 
the place of the Mayor and Aldermen in caſe of death or otherwife. It provides alſo 
for a Recorder to be choſen, by the Mayor and Aldermen. It conſtitutes the Mayor, 
Recorder, and four ſenior Aldermen, juſtices, with power, as is uſual, to puniſh offenders. 
It grants a priſon within the precincts of the town to confine offenders in; with autho- 
rity to the Juſtices to commit offenders to the County Jail at Nottingham, at their dif- 
cretion. It alſo empowers them to chuſe a coroner, clerk of the market, and town 
clerk. The mayor for the time being, to be the king's eſcheator, other inferior officers 


are mentioned, as well as other powers exerciſed lawfully by other incorporations of this

This charter was granted the firſt day of July, in the ſecond year of CHARLES' reign. 


The new charter of CaarLes the Second, dated the fourth day of April, in the 


twenty-ninth year of his reign, 1s little more than a confirmation of the former, except- 
ing that © there ſhall be from time to time two Burgeſſes of our Borough aforeſaid to 
ſerve in parliament, of us our heirs and ſucceſſors, and that it ſhall be lawful, to and, for 


the Mayor and Aldermen, and their ſucceſſors, and all the inhabitants, of the ſaid 
Borough or Town for the time being, who pay and contribute Lot and Scot in the ſaid 


1» 


Borough, to chuſe the Burgeſſes to ſerve in Parliament.“ A Cuitos Rotulorum was 
appointed by this charter, in the perſon of Henry Duke of Newcaſtle, afterwards to 
be appointed by the major part of the Mayor and Aldermen. A Court of Record 
was mor-over eſtabliſhed by this charter. Two fairs or wakes it conſtitutes, or confirms, 
to be held in Newark, one on the twenty-firſt, and twenty-ſecond days of October, and 
the other to be held upon Friday and Saturday, before the Lord's Day, called Caremg 
Sunday. The king alſo grants to this Coporation the right of patronage to the church 
of Winthorp. . IEC Oo en og THEY 1 Fact 
The number of Aldermen who governed in ſucceſſion from the firſt incorporation of 
this place, in 1540, by EowarDd the Sixth, till the time it was Chartered by CHARLES the 
Firſt, was 7. The firſt Alderman was Anthony Forſter, and the laſt Henry Gill, 
who was the firſt Mayor in 1625. Mayors there have been 173, A. D. 1793. 


THE CHURCH 


Is a noble edifice, but the buildings which ſurround it are a great impediment to a 
diſtant view of it. This pleaſing ſtructure was built in the reign of Henry the Sixth. 

The tower part of this church is light and handſome, the ſpire poſſeſſes ſymmetry 

and beaury. Bells eight. Within, it has a cathedral like appearance on a ſmall ſcale. 


The nave is very narrow, and rather gloomy. The painted glaſs, in the windows in 


general, is in good preſervation ; to attempt a deſcription of which would lead me beyond 
the limits of this undertaking. There are numberleſs fine groups of figures repreſent- 
ing the particular circumſtances of our Saviour's Life and ſufferings; and ſeveral coats 


of arms. One of the windows, it is ſaid, was given by Alderman Philpot, another by 


Thomas Meering, Efq. and a third by Sir Thomas Brough; for particulars, (ſee 


THOROTON, above.) Thanks to the protectors of Newark, in the civil wars, for theſe ' 


remains of a noble art. The organ is a diſgrace to every thing around it: the caſe 
is painted with ruddle, and the pipes, in front, are as foul as time and neglect 
could make them. The aiſles are lofty, and the floor is covered with remembrances 
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of the dead. The altar painting is a daubing unworthy the roof that covers 
it. The monuments and brafies chiefly remain as in TuoROTOox's time; one 
of the latter figures is repreſented in the plate, page 243, fig. 5. It is Alderman Phill- 
Pol, who ſerved the office of Alderman in 1550, the ſecond after its incorporation “. 
The braſs for Allinus Fleming, is large and is a diſplay of engraven ornaments not 
common; (tee Philpot's inſcription, page 393, TroroTon.) The arms of Robertus 
Browne, Armiger, are given in the ſame plate, fig. 7. ſee allo his inſcription above in

Monuments and inſcriptions of note, ſince the time of TroroTON, are as follow, — 
In the South aiſle is a mural monument to the memory of John Heron, Eſq. and Jane his 
wife. He died in 1727, aged 63.—Near it Bernard Wilſon, D. D. upwards of 40 years 
vicar of this place, is remembered on a neat mounment: He died in 1772, aged 83.— 
Another ſays Mrs. Ann Taylor, youngeſt daughter of John Heron, Eſq. wife of Dr. 
R. Taylor, phyſician extraordinary to the king, died in 17 57, in the 68th year of her age. 
Her character muſt be ſtrained, or ſhe my/? have been more than mortal. — Daniel Grayle, 
Gent. is remembered with his buſt, he died in 1727, aged 60.—Oppolite, a ſmall tablet 
is placed for Frances, wife of John Girton, ſhe died in 1752, aged 39. — Richard Eaſtland, 
Alderman, died in 1778, aged 51.—Richard Harriſon, died in 1755, aged 54.— William 

Broadhurſt, died in 1772, aged 27.— John Milnes, thrice Mayor, died 1739, aged 77.— 
William Handley, in 1788, in his 69th year —Wiltzm Kellinger, in 1-60 aged 73.— 
John Farrow, in 1760, aged 73.—Willam Farrow, in 1758 aged 69.— John Tomlinſon, 
in 1722, aged 74—James Tomlinſon, in 1722, aged 70.—John, ſon of John Twelch, 
in 1775, aged 25.— John Milnes, Gent. in 1772, aged 60.— Thomas Grooves, Eſq. 
in 1790, in his goth year. — Samuel Spragging, in 1716, aged 46.—Samuel Spragging, 
in 1780, aged 80. Many of the above are remembered on floor ſtones ; many others 
there are in this church too numerous to notice. The church-yard poſſeſſes grave- 
ftone 1nſcriptions almoſt without number. Colonel Cavendiſh, a commander in the 
king's army, during the troubles, was ſlain near Gainſborough, and afterwards buried in 
this church. Thirty years after his body was taken up and buried at Dervy. 

The communion plate, belonging to this church, deſerves particular notice, it 1s all 
of ſilver. I will enumerate it as briefly as poſſible ; the diſh for bread was the gift of 
Lady Frances Leake, in 170g, it is 22 inches over; two large flaggons and four 
ſmaller, are the gift of the ſame lady, the former 154 inches high, and 5+ over; 
ſhe gave alſo, two large cups, two bread plates, and two noble candlefticks ; the cups 
52 inches over and 12 inches high; the candleſticks meaſure 20 inches in height and gz 
over the bottom. Two veſſels, in the form of ladles, to collect the alms in, were the 
joint gift of Robert Palmer, clerk, above thirty years, and Suſanna Anfield. A ſroall 
ſalver was the joint gift of Richard Jackſon and Robert Beck. This valuable plate 
was attempted to be ſtole about 27 years ago, by ſome villains who contrived that one of 
them ſhould ſecrete himſelf in the church at a funeral. In the night he let his com- 
panions into the church, who together (three in number) by the help of inſtruments 
forced open an amazing ſtrong iron cheſt, in which it was depoſited. They alſo broke 
open the outſide caſe of another iron cheſt, which contained the deeds and writings be- 
Jonging to the eſtates of the town; in which, alſo, the truſtees kept the money ariſing 
therefrom ; but they could not force the inſide one. This appeared to be their _ 

cipal - 
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cipal object, for the communion plate they left as they found it. All the booty they 
procured, from this atrocious act, was the money in the poor's box, a ſum inconſider- 
able; one of the offenders, who it appeared had broken out of Newgate, but the night be- 
fore the robbery, was tranſported, the aſſize following, for robbing a houſe in Nottingham, 
Patron of this vicarage, the king. Incumbent Rev. Davis Pennel; living about 2201. 
per annum, The fees of this office are very ſmall. The church 1s dedicated to Mary

THOMAS Macnus, THoRoTON informs us, founded a Free-ſchool and a Song-fchoo!, 
in this place. Magnus, by indenture made the 21ſt of February, in the 23d year of 
the reign of King HENRY the Eighth, left lands to the yearly value of 421. 8s. 4d. for 
theſe reſpective foundations, and for other laudable purpoſes; 181. of which was appropria- 
ted for the ſalary of two preſts. © Whereof che one preſt ſhall have ſufficient connyng 
« and lernyng to teche gramer, and the other preſt connying and learnyng to teche 
playne Song, &c.“ and play on the organ“. The teacher of the Grammar Schools, 
ſalary to be ten pounds per annum, and the Song maſters eight. Six children are di- 
' rected, by this inſtrument, to fing and © play at the organs.” Theſe young ſingers 
were appointed a falary of 26s. 8d. per annum. An obite was ordered to be kept for 
his ſoul and others at the expence of 40s. per ann. 40s. he allo gave towards the main- 
tenance of the Alderman in his office for the time being. Many other ſums of leſs no- 
toriety were to be paid out of this donation : the ſurplus now arifing from his bequeſts, 
which he gave, in truſt, to the vicar, mayor, aldermen, and churchwardens, for the time 
being, for the towns uſe, amounts to an amazing ſum. In the pariſh church of Seh, 
in the North Riding of York, is Mr. Magnus' epitzph. : 
* Here lyeth Mr. Thomas Magnus, arch-deacon of the Eaſt Riding in the metro- 
politan church of York, and parſon of this church, which died the 18th day of 
Auguſt, anno domino 1550, whoſe ſoul God pardon.” a

„ This Grammar School was founded by the reverend Thomas Magnus, 1529.“ 
RNozkkRT BROWN, by will bearing date 1 532, gave a number of tenements, in News. 
ark, and land at other places, to be app'icd to the uſe of the common weal of the 
town. Whether it be in reparation of the church there, or any good works to be 
done in the ſaid town of Newark, as mending of hignways, &c. His bequeſt has 

added very conſiderably to the revenues of the town. 1 
Alderman William Phillpot, was another great conti ibutor to this place. He founded 
an alms houſe, and chapel for five poor men, and left ample poſſeſſions, by his will 
bearing date March 18, 1556, to the Aldermen and twelve aſſiſtants, and their ſucceſſors, 
in truſt, for the maintenance of the ſame. He particularly orders that none be admitted 
into this alms-houſe, “ but ſuch poor men as be aged, impotent, blind, or lame. Out 
of the ſurplus of the eſtates he bequeathed, he left five pounds annually for paveage.”

In 1738, there was a decree in Chancery for the future management of theſe ſeveral 


eſtates and donations, pijor to which, in the year 1736, Lord Talbot, Lord High

Chancellor of England, declared that the three ſeveral charities ſhould be eſtabliſhed 
agreeable to the donors intentions, excepting that portion given to ſuperſtitious uſes. 


But as eſtates had much increaſed in value, and as they could not be then managed 


agrecable with the ſeveral wills, the caſe was referred to a Maſter in Chancery to report 
thereupon; who certified, in December 1737, that the reſerve rents of Magnus 
eſtates amounted to 881 16s. 8d. a-year; and the improved value 3681. 10s, That 
the then rents of Brown's eftate amounted to 381. 58. 8d a year, and the improved 

. and'the improved value 1581. 4s. 2d, 
Lightbourne the Maſter in Chancery, reported that he conceived that the three charities | 
might be managed together, moſt agreeable to the donors intentions. The Mayor 


and Aldermen taking exceptions to this report, 1t was argued before Lord Hardwicke, 


in 1738, who decreed, that a Receiver ſhould be choſen by the Vicar, Mayor, ſenior 
Alderman, and four Churchwardens for the time being, on Monday in Whitſun-week, 
He to pay the money he receives, from the rents, within a ſtated time, into the hands 
of the Churchwardens ; and after paying of ſalaries to the maſters of the Grammar and 
Song ſchool, ſinging boys, &c, whoſe ſalaries were now to be, the firſt 20]. the ſecond 
171. and the boys 81. a- year. The ſurplus to be applied, by order under the hands 


of the truſtees, in works for the general good of the town, agreeable to the donor's 


will. It was alfo decreed, that out of the increaſing rents they were to advance the 
ſalary of the Grammar School-maſter till it ſhould amount to 40l. per ann. the Song 
School-maſter, 201. and the boys 241. Then the reſidue, as before, to the uſe of the 
town in beautifying the church, or other public uſes. 


Browxe's donation. was decreed with equal juſtice to the benefactor's intention. A 
receiver to be choſen. The diſpoſal of the money in the Vicar and Mayor for the 
time being, for the repairs of the church, or the common weal of the town, 


PaiLLeoT's charity.---It was decreed that the Alms-men ſhould be choſen by the 
Mayor and Aldermen, and twelve commoners of the town. The eſtates to be let to the 
beſt bidder, in all their reſpective charities. The five pounds left originally, by the will 
to be laid out by the ſurveyors of the highways. The increaſing revenue from the eſtates 
to be applied to the railing the pay of each Alms- man, to 6l. a-year, beſides full 


| apparel, &c. And as ſoon as the fund would allow it, to add ten poor perſons to the 


original five. The buſineſs of all the charities was decreed to be tranſacted in the 
church. 


There are now maintained, in the Alms-houſe, twelve men widowers, and fix widows, 
Their pay is nearly three ſhillings per week, —

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By attention being paid to theſe ſeveral donations to the town, and by letting the 
eſtates to the beſt bidders, the truſtees have been lately enabled to lay out, upon the 
church, the improvernent of the ſtreets and other. public uſes, upwards of one thouſand 
pounds per annum, whenever they found it needful. . 

They built from the increaſe of the value of the eſtates, about twelve years ſince, 
a very handſome Town-HarLL, at the expence of many thouſand pounds. This build- 


ing ſtands in the market- place. The front is narrow, but light and elegant: its depth 
is conſiderable. Here are held the concerts, meetings, and corporate aſſembles ; 


over the pediment is a figure of Juſtice. _ 0

In conſequence of ſuch large public ſans. bf | mothey being at the diſpoſal of the 


truſtees, there have been, of late, the moſt violent conteſts for Church-wardens. I am told 
that bribes of three guineas for a vote have been frequently given on this occaſion. The 


15 parties have been diſtinguiſhed by the appellation of red and blue, at theſe elections. 


Beſides the charitable donations above-named, here is an alms-houſe for three 
widows. Two diſſenting religious houſes, I underſtand, are in this place; one of 


which was built about the year 1783. The other, fince that time, for the followers of 


Mr. Weſley, who by the bye, can ſcarcely be denominated diſſenters from the eſtabliſhed 
church, as they profeſs a reverence for the Church Liturgy, a predilection to the pre- 
ſent eſtabliſhment in church and ſtate, and pay an implicit obedience to the laws of 
each, If they differ from us, it is, perhaps, in a more ſtrict and rigid diſcipline.

In Gouon's 


additions to CAMDEN, we learn, that there was a croſs erected here, as well as at 
 Haraby, Lincoln, Leiceſter, Geddington, Northampton, Stony Stratford, Dunſtable, St. Albans, 
Waltham, Cheapſide, Charing Croſs, and by Weſtminſter, for Queen ELeanos, who died 


at Hardby, it is ſaid, the 19th of King Eowarp the Firſt, a place a few miles from 


Newark (where the inhabitants retain an imperfect tradition of a queen, ſee page 385.)

In 1646, CHARLES the Firſt, was under the neceſſity of coining at this place: a re- 
preſentation of which may be ſeen in the plate of coins, fig. 15, in that portion of this 
_ hiſtory, under the head Nottingham. 


In the additions to Goucn's noble edition of Campen, we have the following ac- 


count of Newark, ſelected with his uſual care and penetration, from a variety of authors. 


« Newark-upon-Trent, a good market town. The market place is large and regular- 


ly built, with two good inns. The trade of Newark is greatly increaſed, as are the in- 
| habitants and buildings; and in conſequence thereof the river has lately been made na- 
vigable up to the town by Act of Parliament, and conſidering that there is no particular 
manufacture carried on here, this place is as much increaſed and improved in all reſpects 


of late years as any town in the kingdom. Its ſituation on the north road and five 


horſe fairs, where gr-"t numbers of brood mares are brought up and diſperſed over the 
north countries, are its principal ſupport. Here were formerly two churches, but one of 
them was deſtroyed during the ſiege in the civil war; the other built in the reign of HENRY 
Sixth, is juſtly reckoned one of the fineſt pariſh churches in England. The ſtone ſpire 
at the weſt end is lofty, adorned with the Twelve Apoſtles in niches, and ſtands on a

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ſquare tower ornamented with arch work-and imagery. In the windows of the north 


aiſle have been painted the hiſtory of the New Teſtament, of which are ſtill ſeveral 
good compartments, and the great eaſt window had the hiſtory of Joſeph. The pillars 
are light and beautiful: the choir encloſed by a rich wooden ſcreen, and behind it a 


ſpacious eaſt aiſle. The very beautiful font of grey marble repaired ſince the civil wa 


rs,

other of Obſervant friars; alſo an hoſpital of St. 


Leonard, founded by biſhop Alexander, and another of the Knights Templars annexed 


to it, and burnt in the civil war. An almſhouſe for five poor widows, founded by 
William Philipott 1557, now augmented to maintain fifteen. EDwaRD the Sixth in- 


corporated this town under one alderman, and twelve aſſiſtants. During the troubles 


at the end of Joaw's reign this caſtle was in the hands of the royal party, and ſtoutly de- 
fended for the king. The barons frequently ſallying out to ravage the lands of the 


inſurgents, the Dauphin ſent Gilbert de Gaunt, whom he had created Earl of Lincoln, 


but he, hearing of the king's approach, retired to London. Joux having loſt great 
part of his army, with his baggage and military cheſt, in croſſing the Waſhes, came 
hither only to die of a broken heart. After the treaty ſigned 1218 between HENRY the 
Third, and Lewis of France, the caſtle was ſeized by ſome of the diſcontented barons, but 
after it had ſtood a ſiege of eight days by the king's troops under the Earl Marſhal, it was 
given up to Robert Biſhop of Lincoln, to whom it of right belonged. King CHARLES 

the Firſt's garrriſon in the caſtle was twice beſieged 1643, and 1646, but ſurrendered 
by the King's order by Lord Belaſiſe the governor. The King retreated here after his 
defeat in going to join Montroſe in Scotland, and again when he attempted the expedient 
the ſecond time. When he put himſelf into the hands of the Scots this caſtle was by 

his order ſurrendered to them. The parliament afterwards cauſed it to be demoliſhed, 


ſo that there remains now only the weſt wall and part of the ſouth angle being built 


very ftrong. A thin gold ring belonging to Mr. Heron of Newark, found in a garden 


there, and ſhewn the to Society of Antiquaries 1741, had this inſcription: AGLA, 
THALCVT. CALCVT. CATTAMA. IC. Biſhop Alexander had a charter for 


coining money at Newark. A piece of his coin would be a great curioſity, Urns
